Shakeup at the Wew Republic 


Did he leave of his own volition, 
or ‘did a long arm from Cambridge 
open the door for him? So goes the 
musing about Andrew Sullivan's 
strange and sudden departure from 
the New Republic. 

Last week, Sullivan announced 
that he is HIV-positive, and that he 
is stepping down as editor. He 
added that, for now, his health is 
fine, and that his decision to leave 
was a completely separate matter. 

But many were not so sure that 
Sullivan even made the decision 
himself. For some time, there has 
been grumbling dissatisfaction with 
the weekly’s editorial direction. 

Following the announcement, 
some staffers at TNA thought that 
literary editor Leon Wieseltier — a 
former senior fellow at Harvard 
who has been described as having 
a “hypnotic power” over owner/edi- 
tor Martin Peretz, a Harvard pro- 
fessor — was about to do a little 
victory dance. One editor charac- 
terized Wieseltier as “positively 
gloating,” while others said that 
Wieseltier has been tacitly implying 
that he had prevailed upon Peretz 
to give Sullivan the boot. 

Arguably the most dysfunctional 
family in American journalism, 
TNA's staff has often found itself 
at odds with one another over 
everything from issues to egos. 
In that sense, Sullivan’s tenure 
as editor was no different than 
those of predecessors Hendrik 
Hertzberg and Michael Kinsley, 
the latter of whom threatened to 
resign on several occasions after 
dust-ups with Peretz. 


Finneran gives the GOP a harsh ‘thank you’ 


Last week, State House Republicans rallied 
to support Tommy Finneran (D-Mattapan), al- 
lowing a coup against the more liberal Richie 
Voke (D-Chelsea) and making Finneran the 
new Speaker of the House. But Finneran has a 
funny way of saying thank-you. 

Only days after the vote, Finneran, who also 
chairs the Ways and Means Committée, re- 
leased a budget proposal that attacked the Re- 
publicans’ plans to reorganize government. 

“This year, our annual task was further com- 
plicated by a phenomenon called ‘reorganiza- 
tion,’” wrote Finneran. “The Governor's reorga- 
nization, by most accounts, was not completely 
and coherently reasoned. . . . Therefore, we did 
not do reorganization in the blunderbuss man- 
ner proposed by the Governor in his budget.” 

The Democratic legislature has approved 
just two of Governor Bill Weld's eight proposals 


But while Kins- 
ley's TNR was 
the quintessential 
mag of engaging, 
inside-the-Belt- 
way iconoclasm, 
Sullivan tried to : 
expand TNA's 7 
focus to include EXIT Sulliva 
pieces on culture and America at 
large — sometimes successfully, 
sometimes not. Sullivan was also 
criticized for being interested less in 
the integrity of stories than in the 
buzz they created. “I think there's a 
fine line between trying your best to 
make important things seem inter- 
esting and just wanting to sound 
clever, and at some point [under 
Sullivan], that line was crossed,” 
says Atlantic Monthly Washington 
editor James Fallows. 

Peretz and Wieseltier did not re- 
turn the Phoenix's calls, and Sulli- 
van, through an editorial assistant, 
declined comment. However, 
Michael Lewis, a TNA senior edi- 
tor, told the Phoenix that reports of 
Peretz’s firing Sullivan at Wieselti- 
er's behest were at best exagger- 
ated: “If Marty was going to fire 
Andrew, he would have waited un- 
til after the election in November 
— which, incidentally, was when 
Andrew told people he was going 
to leave anyway.” 

Others, however, are not so sure. 
“The timing of the decision was curi- 
ous,” notes Washington Post media 
critic Howard Kurtz. “And although 
Andrew insisted this was his deci- 
sion, | could not help but notice that 
Marty Peretz was less than com- 


plementary when | 
asked him to assess 
Sullivan's tenure.” 

Be that as it may, 
one longtime TNA 
watcher says that in 
their zeal to take sides, 
journalists inside and 
outside TNA are miss- 
ing the real story. “The 
focus should be on 
Marty Peretz,” says 
Jack Shafer, former 
editor of Washington's 

CityPaper and originator of the 
popular “New Republic Fuck-Up 
Watch” feature. According to 
Shafer — who will become deputy 
editor at Kinsley’s new on-line mag- 
azine next month — while Peretz 
has always hired talented people, 
“the downside is his narrow view of 
the world.” 

Only vague rumors, at present, 
on who Sullivan's replacement will 
be, though some here cling to the 
distant hope that Kinsley might re- 
turn. Other hopes have been 
pinned on New York-based Atlantic 
Monthly writer Nicholas Lemann, 
whose girlfriend, Patti Cohen, just 
moved to Washington to take a job 
with the Post's Style section. (Le- 
mann, however, reportedly has no 
desire to relocate his children to 
Washington.) From inside TNA, se- 
nior editors Lewis and Charles 
Lane are possibilities. 

“But | can't imagine who'd want 
it,” says another staffer. “As long 
as Marty’s in charge, it’s going to 
continue to become a right-wing 
foreign-policy magazine. It’s not 
the neo-liberal magazine it was un- 
der Kinsley. The only thing that 
would change it for the better 
would be a new owner.”

DEPT. OF PERVERSE INCENTIVES 


Why pay more for 
doing the right thing? 


Massachusetts public-housing policy penalizes resi- 
dents for working: the more income within a household, 
the higher the rent is. It makes sense, then, that residents 
of public-housing projects often refuse jobs. 

A recent legislative move may change all that. On April 
10, the State Senate approved:a bill that would redefine 
the way rents are calculated. 

Calling the bill a major step toward real welfare re- 
form, its sponsor, Senator Dianne Wilkerson (D-Boston), 
says “for far too long, the rules governing public housing 
have actually restricted upward mobility for those with 


low income.” 


Under the new bill, now before 


the House of Representatives, all 

income tax paid — both state and 
federal, as well as social security and 
Medicare — would be deducted 
from the total-income figure the 
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state uses to calculate rents. The 
income of dependents under the 
age of 21 would be entirely ex- 
cluded. The bill provides addi- 
tional protection for those 
attending college by allowing 








to reshuffle state agencies: reducing the cabi- 
net from 11 secretariats to six (and renaming 
those offices), and eliminating nonproductive 
boards and commissions. But the legislators 
balked at embracing any of the specifics. “We 
said to the Governor, ‘You can have your cabi- 








net structure, but we don’t necessarily agree on the 
content,’” wrote Finneran. “We explicitly reserved the 
right to create the substance of the new secretariats.” 

Finneran claimed his own approach to crafting 
next year’s budget — now being debated at the State 
House — was one of “honesty,” compared to the 
governor’s “gimmicks, games, or unrealistic revenue 
projections.” 

“The governor’s done okay with his ‘gimmicks, 
games, and revenue estimates,’” responds state 
GOP chairman Jim Rappaport, who nevertheless 


claims to have no regrets over his party’s support of 
Finneran. “That's life. It’s politics. He’s gotta do what 
he’s gotta do.” 

And now, with the pressure on Finneran to make 
peace with liberal Democratic colleagues who sup- 
ported Voke, look for the new Speaker to draw sharp 
battle lines against the GOP in the ever-shifting 
sands of Beacon Hill. The Republicans who placed 
the gavel into Finneran's hands may now feel it land- 
ing upon their heads.

Boston Globe, 90210 


If, around 8:30 p.m. last Wednesday, 
you thought you heard a shriek, rest as- 
sured: no one was being assaulted. More 
likely you were in close proximity to 
Globe staffers tuned in to Fox TV's Bev- 


erly Hills 90210. 

Last season already had Jason Priest- 
ley’s Brandon Walsh heading off to Bean- 
town for a summer internship at the Bos- 
ton Herald. “Sending liberal Brandon to 
the Herald was just hilarious, and every- 
one was joking about it then,” said one 
Living/Arts staffer. “No one thought that 
could be beat.” 

Wrong. 

In last week’s episode, Brandon — a 
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junior at fictional California University — 
was offered not just a summer internship 
but a post-collegiate job at the Globe.

But what had people laughing 
hardest, say Globe staffers, 
were Brandon’s comments to 
his girlfriend. After turning 
the gig down so he could 
spend more time with her, 
the Next Barnicle (in 
Aaron Spelling—land, that 
is) remarked that he 
wasn't concerned about 
the opportunity disap- 
pearing. In fact, he said, 
he might be able to get a 
better offer from the Globe 
once he graduates.

Explaining the yearly ritual known 
as Flag Night at the Eliot Lounge 
has never been a simple task 
And explaining this year’s Flag 
Night — which, owing to the 
vagaries of American capitalism, 
is destined to be the last — is 
even harder. 

The Eliot Lounge is, of course, 
a distinguished Back Bay gin mill 
that serves as a spiritual nexus for 
the glassy-eyed ectomorphs who 
invade Boston each April for the 
running of the Boston Marathon. 
The principal connection between 
the Eliot and the Marathon is 
Tommy Leonard — fabled running 
guru, Eliot barkeep, and not-en- 
tirely-reluctant media star — and 
Flag Night is one of Tommy's 
most inspired creations. 

The ritual commences each 
year on the Thursday evening 
before the Marathon, and its 
purpose (to the extent that one 
can be determined, beyond 
Tommy's own sense of deter- 
mined whimsy) is to serve as the 
unofficial kickoff for the ensuing 
Marathon festivities. 

The obvious analogy is the 
opening ceremonies of the 
Olympics, but with an aesthetic 
more in keeping with local-access 
cable than Hollywood. The result 
is an event that’s short on py- 
rotechnics and pomposity, but 
long on good humor and good 
will. It avoids becoming a full- 
blown parody because people do 
take Flag Night seriously (even if 
no one takes it that seriously). 

The ceremony itself involves 
the ritual unfurling of 16 flags, 
most hanging over the Eliot's bar, 
which represent the home coun- 
tries of past Marathon winners. As 
each flag unfurls, the sound sys- 
tem delivers a song that is loosely 
associated (at least in the mind of 
Tommy Leonard) with that nation; 
if Brazil had ever produced a 
Marathon winner, for example, it 
would have likely been honored 
by a rendition of “The Girl from 
Ipanema,” sung by the Irish 
Rovers. 

More often than not, a flag 
fails to unfurl fully or a song fails 
to play on cue. Yet no one in the 
crowd complains, because to do 
so would violate the First Law of 
Flag Night: nothing in this worid 
is so serious that it can't be 
laughed off.

Adherence to the First Law was 
essential at last week’s festivities, 
because those in attendance 
were forced to confront the awful 
truth that the Boston Marathon’'s 
100th running would, in fact, be 
the last the venerable Eliot would 
see. As co-owner Mike King ex- 
plained, the Lounge’s lease ex- 
pires at the end of September and 
the bar's landlords — the owners 
of the adjacent Eliot Hotel — have 
“made it quite clear that the lease 
is over.” And even if the Eliot does 
manage to relocate, it won't be 
the “Eliot” anymore — because 
the hotel’s owners, in a Scrooge- 
like fit of pique, have decreed that 
the bar’s owners cannot use the 
Eliot name. 

Last week’s overflow crowd — 
which included the bar's regulars, 
a platoon of past Marathon lumi- 
naries, and the Boston Barleyhop- 
pers, a local running club whose 
members combine the dubious

ou certainly wouldn’t have 
predicted a Pulitzer Prize 
for George Walker's Lilacs 
when it debuted in Boston 
on February 1. 
| The composition for voice and orchestra, 
based on the Walt Whitman poem When 
Lilacs Last in the Dooryard Bloom‘d, was 
commissioned by the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra as part of its tribute to the late tenor 
Roland Hayes. 
| It was greeted, shall we say, with faint 
praise. And worse. 
For instance, 
| Ellen Pfeifer wrote 
| in the Boston Her- 
| ald that although 
| the “ravishingly 
| beautiful and fas- 
cinating orchestral 
| tone-painting 
| makes the score 
worth revisiting,” 
the work “didn’t 
add up to a cohe- 
| sive statement.” 
| The Phoenix's 
Lloyd Schwartz, 
| winner of the 1994 
Pulitzer for criti- 
cism, disparaged 
Lilacs asa 
| “murky” work 
filled with “TV- 
| music clichés.” 

Even the kindest critic, the Boston 

| Globe's Richard Dyer, who praised Walk- 
er’s “long, lyrical phrases where the voice 

| can spring free in ecstatic outpouring,” 

| couldn't let it pass that the composer “oc- 

| casionally lets his orchestration overwhelm 
the singer.” 

And the debut of Lilacs was strictly a local 

| affair: the New York Times, the Washington 
Post, and the Wall Street Journal didn’t even 
| review it. 

But when the 1996 Pulitzers were an- 
nounced last week, there was George Walk- 
er’s name at the top of the list, the first 
African-American ever to win the music 
award. 

So how did it happen? 

| It's likely that Walker’s victory was a 
make-up call, kind of like Bob Dylan’s win- 
ning a Grammy for “Gotta Serve Some- 
body,” or Paul Newman’s winning an Oscar 
for The Color of Money, years after they'd 

| done their best work. Indeed, Walker, who 
is now in his 70s, has been writing music 
since the 1940s. 

“George Walker was a Pulitzer Prize 
waiting to happen,” says Dyer. “He is the 
most prominent African-American compos- 
er at the moment, he’s done a lot of distin- 
guished work over his career, and he had it 
coming to him.” 

Harvard music professor Mario Davi- 
dovsky, a Pulitzer judge who is himself a 
Pulitzer-winning composer, says the first 
time he heard Lilacs was in the judging 
room, on tape. “The piece impressed every- 
body very much,” he says. “It was the stand- 
out of the pack.” 

Perhaps what clinched the award for 
Walker was this bit of unassailable wisdom

Somehow, though, the Journal's business- 
oriented presentation — treating the awards as 
a company story, with the corporate owners’ 
names in boldface — drove the issue home. 

For instance, the New York Times, which 
won three Pulitzers, was described as “New 
York Times Co.’s flagship New York Times 
newspaper.” The Boston Globe, whose ar- 
chitecture critic, Robert Campbell, won the 
Pulitzer for criticism, was described as “the 
Times’ Boston Globe sister Paper, ” which 
must have caused some cringing at 135 
Morrissey Boulevard. 

And on and on it went: the McClatchy

took the prize. 


Newspapers (Raleigh News & Ob- 
server); the Times Mirror Compa- 
ny (Newsday); and, of course, 


(Journal). 

The corporate-speak invaded even 
the Journal’s coverage of the arts 
awards: the paper noted that Richard 
Ford’s Pulitzer-winning novel /nde- 
pendence Day “was published by the 
Alfred A. Knopf division of Random 
House Inc., a unit of closely held Ad- 
vance Publications Inc.” 

This is not to say there’s no longer any 
room at the Pulitzer table for small, inde- 
pendent papers such as the Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune, which won in 1988 for its coverage 
of the state’s prison-furlough system follow- 
ing the Willie Horton incident. 

Nevertheless, this year’s prizes serve as a 
snapshot that documents yet another aspect 
of a disturbing trend. 


Suffer the Journal 

One of the more interesting side dramas 
was Wall Street Journal op-ed-page 
columnist Dorothy Rabinowitz’s being 
named a finalist in the commentary cate- 
gory, losing out to E.R. Shipp of the New 
York Daily News. 

Rabinowitz was honored for her columns 
that claim that a number of people accused 
of child sexual abuse at day-care centers — 
including the infamous Fells Acres case, in 
Malden — are actually innocent. 

And it turns out that one of the judges in 
the commentary category was Greg Moore, 
managing editor of the Boston Globe. 

Rabinowitz’s theory got a big boost last 
winter when the Globe republished her first 
Fells Acres column, then followed it up with 
an in-depth report by Charles Sennott that 
largely supported her claim that the opera- 
tors of Fells Acres — Violet Amirault and 
her adult children, Gerald Amirault and 
Cheryl LeFave — should never have been 
convicted. 

Globe reporter Shelley Murphy coun- 
tered last summer with her own in-depth 
report on how the Amiraults’ victims, 
now teenagers, were coping with the 
news that the women had been released 
on appeal. 

Rabinowitz and | have been engaged in 
a war ‘of words for a year now, as I’ve 
made no secret of my belief that she misin- 
terpreted some mighty compelling evi- 
dence against the Amirault family (“Suffer 
the Children,” News, April 28, 1995). 
Murphy’s Globe report only strengthened 
my case. a

Earle Cooley is chairman 
of BU’s board of trustees. 
He’s alSo made a career 
out of keeping L. Ron 
Hubbard's secrets.

t was last August 12, a Saturday morning, and 
Earle Cooley did not seem happy. Cooley was 
among several lawyers for the Church of Scien- 
tology who, accompanied by federal agents, had 
just raided the Arlington, Virginia, home of Ar- 
naldo Lerma, a former church member who'd be- 
come a harsh eritic. The lawyers took quite 
a haul: Lerma’s:computer, disks, a scan- 
ner, and other materials they thought he 
might have used to post secret, copyright- 
ed Scie@iplogy documents on the Internet. 

The stccess of the operation, though, 
was not reflected in Cooley’s demeanor. 
“When he was sitting on my couch at the 
beginning of the raid, he did not look 
pleased,” says Lerma. “He knew there was 
going to be trouble.” 

For one thing, as soon as the raid be- 
gan, Lerma called two friends to have 
them videotape the proceedings. For an- 
other, Lerma told Cooley that he'd just 
been named to the board of FACTNet, a 
Golden, Colorado—based anti-cult organi- 
zation with the legal resources to defend 
its members. 

Soon afterward, US District Judge 
Leonie Brinkema ruled that the raid on 
Lerma’s home — which Cooley supervised 
— had grossly exceeded the scope of the seizure or- 
der she had granted. She ordered many of Lerma’s 
materials returned. “It was not the court’s intention,” 
she declared, “to give wholesale license to go through 
Mr. Lerma’s possessions willy-nilly.” 

But Cooley was undaunted. What the judge saw as

overzealousness, Cooley told her, was necessary to 
make sure that all copyrighted materials-had been 
seized. Indeed, when the Washington Post wrote a 
story about the incident, Cooley sued on behalf of the 
church. The suit claimed that the story, which includ- 
ed a 46-word excerpt from Lerma’s archives, had vi- 





olated the church's copyright. Again, Judge Brinkema 
had unusually harsh words for the lawyers’ efforts. 
“Reprehensible,” she said of what she saw as an ef- 
fort aimed at “the stifling of criticism and dissent of 
the religious practices of Scientology and the de- 
struction of its opponents.” 





The church did win one significant victory: earlier 
this year Brinkema ruled that Lerma had violated 
copyright law. 

For those who know the Church of Scientology, 
these hardball tactics are not surprising. In 1967, 
Scientology founder L. Ron. Hubbard promulgated 
what is known ‘as the “fair game” policy: that 
“enemies” could be “deprived of property or 
injured by any means by any Scientologist” and 
“tricked, sued or lied to or destroyed.” 
(Church officials claim the policy was revoked 
a year later.) 

The modern version of this scorched-earth 
policy is a virtual war on critics of the church 
who, like Lerma, post copyrighted church docu- 
ments on the Net in an effort to expose it. (See 
“Scientology’s Tangled Web,” page 18.) The 
manner in which the church has pursued its legal 
claims often appears to reflect another Hubbard 
saying: “The purpose of the suit is to harass and 
discourage rather than to win.” 

What is interesting is that Cooley, one of 
the leading strategists for a church denounced 
by critics as a dangerous mind-control cult, is 
also the chairman of the board of trustees of 
Boston University. What’s also interesting is 
that, based on his past statements, he appears 
to be a Scientologist himself. 

Cooley, of course, should be free to join whatever 
religion he likes, and as a lawyer he is free to repre- 
sent whatever clients he likes. But it’s ironic that a 
leading official of a major university, with a tradition- 
al mission to defend freedom of intellectual inquiry,

true number is probably much lower. Scientology bills itself | 


as a philosophy of spiritual healing that can cure a wide 
range of psychological and physical ills. Among its tenets is 
the belief in continual reincarnation over billions of years, 
and across billions of galaxies. 


The most notorious incident in the church’s controver- | 
| sial history occurred in the late 1970s, when 11 top church 
leaders, including Hubbard’s then-wife, went to prison for | 


burglarizing the Internal Revenue Service, the Justice De- 
partment, and other government offices. Hubbard himself 
was named an “unindicted co-conspirator.” 

At the heart of Scientology’s current legal battle are doc- 
uments, written by Hubbard, that cannot be shown to 
members until after they have completed a long series of 
steps. One of the most sensitive of these secrets is the reve- 


lation that much of humanity’s misery is caused by the | 


souls, or “body thetans,” of space aliens who were trans- 
ported to Earth 75 million years ago, chained to a volcano, 
and exploded with hydrogen bombs.

Scientology's 
tangled Web 


The Church of Scientology has waged a war in cy- 
berspace to keep its secret documents from being 
seen, and it is on the Internet that some of its best 
insights can be found. 

e alt.religion.scientology is the most active 
cyberstation. Church critics and supporters post 
several hundred messages a day, and anonymous 
critics such as the notorious “Scamizdat” upload 
copyrighted Scientology documents they have ob- 
tained. Church critics charge that Scientologists 
have illegally forged “cancel” messages to erase 
these postings. Church lawyer Earle Cooley denies 
the allegation, although he says it’s possible that a 
few Scientologists, acting on their own, are re- 
sponsible. The downside: this Usenet group is 
chaotic and almost impossible to follow for those 
not intimately familiar with the issues and person- 
alities involved. 

e The BU Scientology controversy is the topic 
of a’Web page put together by Ramon Kolb, a 
Boston University graduate engineering student:

e The copyright battle, and the Church of Sci- 
entology’s questionable tactics in it, is the subject 
of Boston-area Internet activist Ron Newman's 
comprehensive Web site. Although Newman be- 
lieves the church should not be entitled to the pro- 
tection of copyright laws, he has scrupulously 
avoided violating church copyrights himself. His 
guide, updated frequently, can be found at 
http://www.cybercom.net/~rnewman/scientolo- 
gy/home.html. 

e “The Real Steven Fishman Home Page,” 
located on a hard drive somewhere in the Nether- 
lands, contains Fishman’s “declaration,” which is, 
by most accounts, an excellent summation of what's 
contained in the copyrighted documents that the 
church is trying to protect. Fishman, an ex-member 
and convicted felon, charges among other things 
that the church ordered him to kill his psychiatrist 
and then to commit suicide before he finally left the 
organization. The church denies those allegations. 
Check out http:/Avww.xs4all.nl/~fishman. 

e Cult expert Steven Hassan has a Web site 
devoted to fighting mind control in all its permu- 
tations, including Scientology. Hassan has put to- 
gether a substantial number of useful links:

e Scientology has a major Web presence of its 
own. Among other things, it contains a Q&A with

gerous cult. Scientology controls its mem- 
bers, Hassan contends, through such 
techniques as hypnotic trances in which 
they’re taught to reject the anti-Scientolo- 
gist entreaties of family and friends. Has- 
san, an alumnus of BU, is appalled that 
the chairman of its board appears to be a 


| Scientologist. 


“I don’t think people understand how 
pernicious Scientology is. They should be 
horrified that somebody so high up at BU 
is involved,” says Hassan, who became a 
pioneering exit counselor after leaving the 
Reverend Sun Myung Moon’s Unification 
Church in the mid 1970s. 

Before ex-members started posting Sci- 
entology’s documents on the Internet, Sci- 
entologists had to pay tens of thousands of 
dollars for the privilege of enlightenment. 
That, they say, is why the church has pur- 
sued its foes with such vigor. 

The Lerma case is only the best-known 
example of the church’s — and of Cooley’s 
— very aggressive tactics. In 1986, for in- 
stance, ex-Scientologist Larry Wollersheim 
sued the church in California, claiming that 
“fair game” harassment and coercive reli- 
gious practices worsened his mental illness. 
In the July/August 1992 issue of the Ameri- 
can Lawyer, California Superior Court Judge 
Ronald Swearinger, who presided at the tri- 


| al, was quoted as saying that Cooley and his 
| co-counsel made numerous attempts to stop 
| the trial, including filing a motion for 


Swearinger’s disqualification based on 
“some secret conversation I’d had with 
someone I’d never heard of.” They also tried 
to claim that Swearinger had attempted to 
deny the church its civil rights by allowing 
the case to go forward.

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Swearinger believed were stalling tactics in- 
side the courtroom, the judge said that weird 
things were happening outside. “I was fol- 
lowed [at various times] throughout the trial 
... and during the motions for a new trial,” 
the judge told the magazine. “All kinds of 
things were done to intimidate me, and there 
were a number of unusual occurrences dur- 
ing that trial. My car tires were slashed. My 
collie drowned in my pool.” 

A church official characterized 
Swearinger’s implication as “completely out- 
rageous.” And in a letter to the editor pub- 
lished that October, Cooley wrote: “In the 
eight years that I have represented the 
Church of Scientology, I have been im- 
pressed with its dedication to the highest ethi- 
cal standards and to the rule of law.” Woller- 
sheim was awarded $30 million, an amount 
later reduced to $2.5 million. (The church 
has never paid Wollersheim, but Cooley 
blames Wollersheim himself, claiming he nev- 
er took any steps to enforce the court order.) 

Another incident reported by the Ameri- 
can Lawyer took place in Los Angeles in 
April 1992, when a federal-court master, 
James Kolts, criticized Cooley and several 
other church lawyers for refusing to com- 
ply with orders to turn over materials as 
part of a trade-secrets-and-copyright-in- 
fringement suit the church had filed. In 
dismissing the suit, Kolts, who'd been ap- 
pointed to make findings of fact, cited the 
church’s willingness to “literally flout court 
orders and defy the authority of the 
courts,” which he said amounted to a “cyn- 
ical and unfair use of the judicial system.” 

Cooley replies that contrary to the article, 
Kolts’s remarks were aimed strictly at the 
church, not at the lawyers, and that in any 
case Kolts’s criticism was unjustified. 
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“The Scientology church litigates hard, 
and I’m not ashamed of being a part of 
that,” Cooley says. “That goes with the terri- 
tory. But I have never abused the legal sys- 
tem on behalf of the Church of Scientology 
or any other client.” 


A standup guy? 

Like many successful products of Boston 
University, Earle Cooley, 64, is a self-made 
man. Born in Hartford, he got his bachelor’s 
degree from the University of Connecticut in 
1954 before heading off to BU Law. He 
edited the Boston University Law Review, 
and graduated cum laude in 1957. Despite 
his modest origins, he landed a position at 
Hale and Dorr, one of Boston’s most presti- 
gious firms, not long after earning his de- 
gree. 

“He’s considered a good, tough lawyer. 
He loves being in the public eye,” says 
Jerome Facher, a senior litigator for Hale 
and Dorr, who shared an office with Cooley 
from 1959 to ’62. Facher remembers Coo- 
ley’s wit and sarcasm, and says that Cooley 
used to perform a standup routine that was 
the highlight of Hale and Dorr picnics. 

But Hale and Dorr couldn’t give Cooley 
everything he wanted, Facher recalls: the 
firm wouldn’t make Cooley’s friend Harry 
Manion a partner, and it had a policy against 
hiring members’ children, which meant Coo- 
ley wouldn’t be able to take his son under his 
wing. So in the mid 1980s, Cooley struck 
out on his own, starting the firm of Cooley, 
Manion, Moore & Jones. One of his earliest 
clients was his alma mater. He took on some 
of BU’s toughest cases, and he’s proud of it. 
The university's successful bid to prevent the 
faculty from unionizing. Its highly publicized 
battle to prevent Coretta Scott King from re- 
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claiming Martin Luther King Jr.’s papers, a 
legal victory if not exactly a public-relations 
triumph. 

It’s a little past noon in Cooley’s sixth- 
floor office, a couple of blocks from the Cus- 
tom House. Although he needs to catch a 
plane to Alabama in a few hours to meet with 
a client in an asbestos case, he seems relaxed 
as he leans back in his black leather chair. 
He’s a burly guy with a booming voice, an 
effect that’s accentuated by his expressive 
blue eyes, which are behind wire-rimmed 
glasses. 

To hear Cooley tell it, the Church of Sci- 
entology has been the victim of vicious dis- 
crimination and misunderstanding. 

Yes, church leaders went to prison in the 
late 1970s, he says, but the current manage- 


ment has purged the organization and | 


cleaned it up. 


Yes, Hubbard made “hyperbolic” state- | 
ments about “fair game” and the purpose of | 


lawsuits, but those were meant to apply to in- 


ternal church matters only. And besides, the | 
“fair game” policy was revoked a year after it | 
was announced. (“It is in force, and it is used | 
with the same zeal with which it was used | 


when it was first written,” asserts Herbert 


Rosedale, a New York lawyer and president of | 





the American Family Foundation, an organiza- | 


tion that studies Scientology and other cults.) 

No, Cooley says, the church doesn’t prac- 
tice “mind control,” but it certainly does en- 
gage in “behavior modification.” 

“If there were a religion that didn’t try to 
modify behavior, it wouldn’t be doing its 
job,” he says. 

No, the church hasn’t been sending out 
forged “cancel” messages, a possible viola- 
tion of federal law, to erase copyrighted ma- 
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terials from alt.religion.scientology, an inter- 
active discussion group that’s part of the In- 
ternet’s Usenet conferencing system. (Al- 
though the church did persuade Interpol last 
year to raid a Finnish “anonymous remailer” 
so that it could learn the identity of one of 
those posters. Some critics fear the church is 
planning more such raids in the near future.) 





To Scientologists, Steven Fishman is 
an apostate who has spread vicious 
lies about the church to which he 
used to belong. To church critics, he’s 
a hero who has exposed the truth 
about Scientology. 

Evaluating Fishman’s credibility is 
difficult, to say the least. He's an ex- 
convict who served a prison term for fi- 
nancial crimes that he claims he was 
ordered to commit. Church officials 
deny there was any such order, and 
they deny just about everything else 
Fishman has said about his old organi- 
zation — including his allegation that 
they ordered Fishman to murder his 
psychiatrist and commit suicide. 

In 1991, the church sued Fishman 
for defamation in connection with 
comments he made to Time magazine 
for a cover story on Scientology. (The 
church also sued Time, and the case 
has yet to be resolved.) In response, 
Fishman introduced into the court 
records a number of secret, copyrighted 
church documents pertaining to top- 
level “Operating Thetan” (or OT) 
teachings. It was these documents that 
Arnaldo Lerma excerpted and upload- 
ed to alt.religion.scientology in 1995. 

Church critics say Fishman’s “decla- 
ration” — portions of which appear 
below — is an excellent summary of 
those documents. The full text of the 
declaration can be found on “The Real

Who is Steven Fishman? 

Was he really the biological father 
of Jesus Christ? 

The Church of Scientology said he 
was. His auditors, Nancy Witkowski, 
Catherine Fox, Leah Abady, Ann 
Glushakow, Margaret Supak, Richard 
Reese, John Eastment, Hans Stahli, 
and Ray Mithoff all checked Steven 
Fishman on the e-meter over a period 
of years and told him over and over 
again that he was the biological father 
of Jesus Christ, and that it was Steve 
Fishman’s responsibility to de-Chris- 
tianize the planet by exposing the lie 
and the myth of the immaculate con- 
ception, and thereafter bring all of 
Christianity into Scientology as the 
largest FSM (Field Staff member), or 
conversion movement, of planet earth. 

You see, the Church of Scientology 
is an anti-Christian religion. On Saint 
Hill Special Briefing Course Tape 
#112, L. Ron Hubbard, the founder of 
Dianetics and Scientology who died a 
fugitive from justice in 1986, said, 
“Christ died for his own sins.” In a 
confidential student briefing in 1980, 
Hubbard described Christ as a “pe- 
dophile” and as “lover of young boys.” 
[Note: church officials have denied 
that Hubbard ever called Jesus a 
pedophile.] 

I was told by Fred Hare, the Orga- 
nizational Executive Secretary (OES) 
of the Mission of Fort Lauderdale, in 
1987, that Christ was a later life cycle 
of the evil Emperor “Xenu,” who, ac- 
cording to Hubbard, freeze-dried 
clusters of thetans or souls and trans- 
ported them from an alien planet, 
Helatrobus, to Earth, which Hubbard 
called “Teegeeack.” The word 
“Teegeeack,” according to Russell 
Means, the leader of the American In- 
dian Movement, is the name of a tribe 
of American Indians who settled and 
lived in Oregon in the early nineteenth 
century. The word “Teegeeack” 
means “tribe.” Yet, Hubbard tried to 
pass off false definitions and concepts 
in his poorly written, illogically con- 
trived “Advanced Technology,” 
known also as the “Upper Level Mate- 
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“I love Boston University, and I’ve worked 
very hard as a trustee for almost 22 years 
now,” Cooley says. “My role as an attorney 
for the Church of Scientology has never once 
entered into the performance of my duties as 
a trustee, and now, as chairman of the board. 
I’m very sensitive to Boston University being 
a place of free exchange. | would never try to 
stifle anybody.” 

Cooley refuses to discuss whether he is 
himself a Scientologist, and his gruff, avun- 
cular bluster assumes a harsher edge when 
he’s asked about it. 





rials,” to unsuspecting Scientologists. 
In the “Advanced Technology,” Hub- 
bard talked about Xenu exploding 
clusters or freeze-dried packages of 
thetans inside volcanoes located in 
Las Palmas and Hawaii. Scientific evi- 
dence refutes completely that there 
was any explosion seventy-five million 
years ago in Las Palmas, because 
there was no volcanic activity present 
there at that point in time. 

Scientology is a Satanic cult which 
has its origins in the work of Aleister 
Crowley, a well-known Satanist. Hub- 
bard was a disciple and student of 
Crowley between 1947 and 1949. 

The “Advanced Technology” refers 
to “Body Thetans,” or “BTs.” After 
the purported volcanic explosions, and 
all of the thetans were released into 
the atmosphere, some attached them- 
selves to and occupied the bodies of 
“genetic entities,” and these were the 
bodies of animals, plants, and fish. 
Hubbard’s cosmology does not quar- 
rel with evolution, but rather supports 
it. According to the “Advanced Tech- 
nology,” each living thing, or “genetic 
entity,” is occupied and controlled by 
a thetan, and since there are far more 
thetans in the atmosphere than live or- 
ganisms on earth, there are many 
unattached thetans, and some of 
these, in their attempt to occupy a 
body, attach themselves instead to a 
body part, such as a nose hair or a toe 
nail, and these are called “Body 
Thetans” by the Church. 

The scam of the “Advanced Tech- 
nology” involves the removal of the 
Body Thetans one by one, at great ex- 
pense, because the exorcism of each 
body thetan requires certain precise ac- 
tions on the e-meter, which in turn has 
to be checked by a course supervisor. 

The process of “intending away body 
thetans” is identical to the Satanic ritu- 
al of demonic exorcism. There is no 
difference, other than the Church’s use 
of an e-meter, a rudimentary galvanic 
skin-response device which is a crude 
imitation of a lie detector. . . . 

[E]ven if a Scientologist doing the 
OT levels is told by his Case Supervi- 
sor that he has to get rid of a trillion 
body thetans, and he has managed to 
beg, borrow, or steal the “donations” 
needed to audit out the body thetans 
and to have his auditing supervised (at 
that point the Scientologist is “self-au- 
diting” on the e-meter or auditing 
himself by holding the two soup cans 
together in one hand and writing 
down the readings of the e-meter nee- 
dle with the other), he has the logisti- 
cal question to deal with: “What if the 
body thetans I have sent away ever 
come back?” 

After all, what guarantee is there 
that after you “intend away” a body 
thetan (still assuming for the ease of 
understanding that the body thetans 
are like “germs”), it will not come 
back to re-attach itself to you? 

What this causes is the most de- 
structive kind of paranoia imaginable. 
A fear so devastating to the human 
mind that it has resulted in countless 
people going insane; or in Scientolo- 
gy’s own words, “spinning in.” Scien- 
tology even has named a condition for 
it: PTS Type III, where a person goes 
totally out of control in an induced 
paranoid psychosis. 

It is for that reason why it is so vital 
and important for the upper levels be 
free and available on the Internet. Ev- 
eryone, Scientologists and non-Scien- 
tologists alike, should have the right to 
“informed consent in spiritual mat- 
ters,” which is a religious freedom and 
basic religious right which is just as im- 
portant as free speech on the Internet. 
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“I have taken the position that I’m not go- 
ing to answer that question at any time,” he 
says, “because I’ve come to view it as a vi- 
cious question that one would not ask of 
anyone else.” 

But the evidence is pretty strong. A 1985 
Washington Post story quoted Cooley as say- 
ing that he joined some months after being 
retained to defend the church because “I 
found it to be exactly what they had said it 
was, an applied religious philosophy that 
works in day-to-day life.” And the July/Au- 
gust 1992 American Lawyer story on the 
church’s legal tactics flatly stated that Cooley 
was a Scientologist. Although Cooley criti- 
cized the article in his letter to the editor, he 
did not dispute the claim that he was a mem- 
ber. Cooley now says he doesn’t remember 
discussing his church membership with ei- 
ther publication. But the reporters who inter- 
viewed him — the Post’s Jay Mathews and 
the American Lawyer's William Horne — say 
they distinctly recall his talking about why he 
became a Scientologist. 

Indeed, so closely has Cooley been aligned 
with the church that Russell Miller, in Bare- 
Faced Messiah: The True Story of L. Ron Hub- 
bard (Holt, 1987), reported that it was Cooley 
who handled the arrangements for the hush- 
hush cremation of Hubbard’s body in 1986. 
(True to form, church lawyers accused Miller 
of copyright infringement in an unsuccessful 
attempt to stop the book’s publication.) 

On the BU campus, Cooley's work for the 
Scientologists has caused barely a ripple of 
controversy. Jennifer Booth, a student who 
wrote a lengthy, front-page article about 
Cooley’s Scientology work last fall for BU’s 
student-run Daily Free Press, says the paper 
received virtually no reaction. “Nobody 
seems to really care,” she says. 

Marsh Chapel dean Robert Thornburg, an 
expert on religious cults who was instrumen- 
tal in expelling Boston Church of Christ 
(BCC) recruiters from the campus in 1987, 
is a critic of Scientology. “In many cases of 
young people that I know, it has been de- 
structive in terms of mind control,” Thorn- 
burg says. He adds he’s long heard rumors 
of Cooley’s membership in the organization, 
but says he has never seen proof. 

But when asked whether he was uncom- 
fortable with the possibility that a Scientol- 
ogist is chairing the university’s board, 
Thornburg took a position seemingly at 
odds with his previous statements. “No, not 
at all,” he replied. “Throughout my whole 
career, my main concern is freedom of reli- 
gion on campus. If he were a member of 
the Hare Krishnas or the Boston Church of 
Christ, | would be opposed. But lots of 
people have curious and interesting reli- 
gious notions and principles.” (As for why 
the BCC was punished while Scientology 
was not, Thornburg says the BCC is unique 
in the way it takes advantage of lonely, vul- 
nerable students — an assertion backed up 
by Michael Langone, executive director of 
the American Family Foundation, who says 
BCC recruiters have been banned from a 
number of campuses. Both Thornburg and 
Langone say Scientologists rarely recruit 
on college campuses, most likely because of 
the high cost of church courses.) 

One of the few BU critics of Cooley’s 
work for Scientology is Ramon Kolb, a grad- 
uate engineering student from the Nether- 
lands who says he first became aware of the 
church’s tactics against its Internet critics 
when he was still living in Holland. Kolb has 
started a World-Wide Web page that links to 
other Scientology-related pages, and he 
hopes to spark a debate. 

“I don’t want to say this Cooley guy should 
go, no discussion,” Kolb says. “I just want 
there to be a discussion.” So far, though, he 
admits he’s received “zero reaction.” 

That's not going to change if John Silber, 
the university's mercurial president, has his 
way. And he usually does. In a written state- 
ment to the Phoenix, Silber made it clear 
that he’s standing behind Cooley, calling it 
“a blatant violation of academic freedom and 
open inquiry to establish a religious test for 
members of the Trustees.” And despite be- 
ing shown Cooley's comments to the Wash- 
ington Post, Silber wrote that “it has not 
been established that Mr. Cooley is a mem- 
ber of the Church of Scientology.” 


The copyright battle 

On one important legal issue, the Scien- 
tologists do have a serious claim to make. 
James Boyle, a law professor at American 
University who recently wrote an op-ed 
piece for the New York Times on intellectu- 
al-property rights and the Internet, says the 
Scientologists have a right to protect their 
property. “I do think that they have copy- 
rights on their works, and that those copy- 
rights should not be infringed,” he says. 

Still, Boyle is critical of the church’s motives. 
“In general, | think that using copyright in or- 
der to withhold ideas and cut down on debate 
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clearly runs against the goals of the system. I 


’ think it’s clear that the Church of Scientology 


is using its copyright and trade secrets to make 
the debate uninformed and to silence its critics, 
and | think that’s unfortunate.” 

Ron Newman, a Boston-area on-line ac- 
tivist, has put together a massive archive of 
materials related to the Scientologists’ legal 
cases on the World-Wide Web. Newman 
has not violated the church’s copyright him- 
self. But he essentially refuses to recognize 
that Scientology is entitled to any copyright 
protection. Although he doesn’t use the 
phrase, a defense lawyer might call it a “ne- 
cessity defense” — the notion that the law 
must sometimes be broken because of the 
necessity of preventing a greater harm. 

“To me, it’s not ethical to use copyright law 
to keep things secret,” Newman says. “If it’s 
illegal, then the law should be changed. Be- 
cause they’re abusing it to keep secrets. That's 
not what it’s designed for.” 

Despite its victory on copyright grounds in 
the Lerma case and in other cases, the 
church has been considerably less successful 
in protecting what it has been calling its 
“trade secrets.” Trade-secret protection is 
potentially more sweeping than copyright 
protection, since it can be invoked to prevent 
dissemination of an idea; copyright protects 
only a specific expression of that idea. Scien- 
tologists are required to sign nondisclosure 
agreements when they are shown confiden- 
tial documents, which has led the church to 
sue ex-members who talk about what they 
learned. But increasingly the courts have 
ruled that because church critics have suc- 
ceeded in making those ideas public, then 
Scientology no longer has any basis for 
claiming them as protected secrets. Cooley 
argues that such rulings are a “terrible prece- 
dent” that reward “lawlessness.” 

And cyberlibertarian organizations such as 
the Electronic Frontier Foundation (EFF) are 
fighting hard to make sure: the church fails to 
establish another precedent it’s pushing for: 
holding Internet-service providers liable for any 
copyright violations committed by their sub- 
scribers. The church sued the Internet services 
used by Arnie Lerma and by Dennis Erlich, a 
church critic based in California, claiming they 
had been warned of their members’ activities. 
Mike Godwin, on-line counsel for the EFF, is 
hopeful that, ultimately, the courts will agree 
that Internet services should be held accountable 
only to the extent that phone companies are. 

Back in Alexandria, Virginia, Arnie Lerma 
is still steaming. The materials he posted were 
taken from documents entered into the public 
record as part of a lawsuit brought by the 
church against a former member. “I was just 
putting the court record up there,” he says. 
Yet earlier this year Judge Brinkema ruled that 
Lerma did, indeed, violate Scientology's copy- 
right when he posted the documents on alt.re- 
ligion.scientology. Lerma’s legal defense cost 
FACTNet some $1 million. 

Lerma also claims, in a letter written to 
Judge Brinkema, that shortly after Cooley left 
his home, one or more Scientologists doused 
his toothbrush with LSD. Lerma says he suf- 
fered only mild hallucinations because of his 
habit of thoroughly rinsing off his toothbrush 
before using it. The alleged motive: destroy- 
ing Lerma’s credibility at a videotaped depo- 
sition that was to be conducted several days 
after the raid. (Lerma provided a copy of his 
letter to the Phoenix. An official in the court 
clerk’s office confirmed that Brinkema re- 
ceived it and that it has been made part of the 
public court record.) “Absolute nonsense,” 
says Cooley: “a lie,” “a fantasy,” “crazy.” 

Whatever happened, Lerma believes he’s 
involved in a religious war of his own — a war 
to save other people from an organization that 
he says stole 10 years of his life. 

“Once you agree to the Hubbardian cos- 
mology, you become almost by magic a fas- 
cist,” he says. “Hubbard is the only source 
of information in the entire universe, and 
everyone else is wrong. Your only rational 
choice is to destroy the enemies of Scientol- 
ogy. You become willing to die for the 
cause. I’m frankly willing to die for my 
cause, too.” 

Lerma, who says he’s suffered for years 
from chronic-fatigue syndrome, admits to 
being deeply shaken by the raid, and says 
matter-of-factly that he’s hardly worked dur- 
ing the past year and is probably going to 
have to sell his home. Nevertheless, he says, 
he derives considerable satisfaction from 
what he sees as his effort to expose Scientol- 
ogy for what it is, and he believes he and oth- 
er critics will triumph in the long run. 

“It’s over,” he says. “They can’t stop it. 
These are just desperate actions. You can say, 
‘But you lost,’ but we’re making new law here. 
We're in uncharted territory. They might win 
a case. But they're not going to win against 
the Net. The truth will prevail.”

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he 30-second television spot is potent 
drama in black and white. A woman, 
perhaps in her 60s, sits in a chair in a 
hair salon. What's left of her voice is a 
hoarse whisper. 

You may get cancer, she gasps, but | doubt 
you'll get the truth from cigarette companies. 
They keep saying you can't get hooked on 
cigarettes, even though many smokers who lose 
their vocal cords can't quit. 

I'm Janet Sackman, she says, barely able to 
enunciate her last name. / was a model for 
cigarette ads, and I convinced many young peo- 
ple to smoke. | hope I can convince you not to. 

Three years ago, Massachusetts citizens ap- 
proved a 25 cent-per-pack increase in the state 
tobacco tax to provide funding for the Tobacco 
Control Program. Today, that $77 million-per- 
year program, which produced the Janet .Sack- 
man ad, is hailed as the nation’s most ambi- 
tious anti-smoking campaign. Its television, ra- 
dio, newspaper, and billboard advertisements, 
part of the now-familiar IT’S TIME WE MADE 
SMOKING HISTORY campaign, have, by the 
state’s account, reached most of the youths and 
smokers it is targeting. The ads have also won 
dozens of prestigious advertising honors. 

That’s what the state wants you to know. 
What it might not want you to know is that, 
even while Massachusetts is trying to conyince 
its citizens of the evils of tobacco, its own pen- 
sion programs — funded by tax money for 
state employees and public-school teachers — 
has invested about $158 million in tobacco-re- 
lated companies. (See chart, page 24.) 

The state’s investment policy is, at the very 
least, self-defeating. In Massachusetts alone, 
tobacco companies spend an estimated $100 
million on advertising every year to encourage 
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Tobacco 
companies’ 
combined ad 
campaigns, in 
Massachusetts 
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smoking. That effort is now partly funded (al- 
beit indirectly) with the money invested by the 
state of Massachusetts. And, of course, the 
state’s investments will be profitable only to the 
extent that its anti-smoking efforts fail. 

Remember that the Tobacco Control Pro- 
gram was begun in response to some stark 
Statistics. Cigarettes and chewing tobacco kill 
10,000 Massachusetts residents every year, ac- 
cording to state estimates. The direct economic 
costs of tobacco use — from hospitalization to 
disability payments and premature death — 
run to $1.8 billion every year, again according 
to the state’s own numbers. 

“The Commonwealth spends millions of dol- 
lars on prevention and education,” says Brad 
Krevor, executive director of the Boston-based 
Tobacco Control Resource Center. “It spends 
many times that amount to treat tobacco- 
caused diseases. It’s a horrible affront to all 
health-care professionals and educators that 
their pension benefits are derived from invest- 
ments in companies producing this carnage.” 

Yet the state treasurer’s office, which over- 
sees the pension funds, is far from contrite. 
“Our policy is to achieve the highest possible 
return,” says Eric Fehrnstrom, assistant state 
treasurer. “In the past, the legislature has im- 
posed investment screens with respect to South 
Africa and Northern Ireland. But they have not 
chosen to impose any such restrictions on to- 
bacco companies.” 

Krevor suggests that politicians need to rec- 
oncile the state’s ostensible position on tobacco 
with its treasury policy. “Legislators cannot feel 
comfortable with the hypocrisy of investing in 
these companies,” he says. 

Some apparently don’t. Last year, Demo- 
cratic state representatives Byron Rushing of 
Boston and John Businger of Newton, along 
with a half-dozen co-sponsors, filed legislation 
to bar state pension funds from investing in 
tobacco-related companies, and requiring the 
funds to sell all their current holdings. 

The sponsors of the divestment bill, which 
passed through the public-service committee 
last year and now sits in the House Ways and 
Means Committee, also plan to add it as an 
amendment to state budget legislation, in the 
hopes of bypassing the committee process and 
making it law more quickly. 

“Divestment from tobacco companies is 
probably one of the oldest forms of socially re- 
sponsible investment,” explains Rushing. “Lots 
of churches don’t invest in tobacco companies, 
just as they don’t invest in companies that 
make alcohol.” 

Indeed, a growing number of institutions 
— including Harvard University and the 
Cambridge Retirement System — have divest- 
ed themselves of tobacco holdings. And re- 
cently, several states, including New York, 
Florida, Minnesota, Maryland, and Rhode Is- 
land, have begun to discuss the possibility of 
restricting or even eliminating their tobacco- 
related investments. 

How willing the Massachusetts legislature 
will be to lead the way is uncertain. But if social 
arguments don’t sway the legislature, or state 
treasurer Joseph Malone, then some say fiscal 
arguments may. 

With mounting legal and political pressure 
on the tobacco industry, the market values of 
tobacco stocks are beginning to slide. Last 
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month, for instance, the Liggett 
Group, (which markets L&M, 
Eve, and Lark and is a subsidiary of 
Brooke Group Ltd.) for the first time 
broke ranks with the industry and settled a 
multi-million-dollar lawsuit with several 
states, including Massachusetts. The set- 
tlement, which will reimburse states (and, 
by extension, state taxpayers) for more 
than $10 million in Medicaid funds spent 
on smoking-related illnesses and deaths, 
sent tobacco stocks tumbling (except for 
Liggett's, perhaps because its settlement 
has effectively put a cap on its liability). It 
also raised questions about whether once- 
reliable tobacco stocks could still be 
counted on as blue-chip investments. 

In fact, shortly after the Liggett settle- 
ment was announced, New York's 
comptroller, citing pending litigation and a 
tightening regulatory climate, announced 
it would stop investing state pension funds 
in tobacco stocks. (The state, however, 
stopped short of selling off the stocks it al- 
ready holds.) 

Massachusetts attorney general Scott 
Harshbarger, who has led the state’s legal 
charge against tobacco companies, is un- 
doubtedly mindful of the $158 million the 
state has invested in tobacco companies 
— money that amounts to fiscal support 
for the state’s legal adversaries. Perhaps 
that explains why Harshbarger’s office has 
begun to weigh in on the investment issue. 

“Complete divestiture may well be a poli- 
cy course that the legislature should take as 
soon as possible;” says AG spokesman Ed 
Cafasso. “But in the meantime, we want to 
strike while the economic iron is hot and 
the financial pressure is building on the to- 
bacco industry.” Late last month, Harsh- 
barger sent a letter to Treasurer Malone 
asking him to take a new tack. As long as 
Massachusetts invests in these companies, 
the reasoning goes, it at least ought to use 
its stockholder clout to urge tobacco com- 
panies to put a stop to ads and promotions

Malone now says he will break with his 
past practice of abstaining from using the 
pension fund to advance social issues, and 
will support anti-smoking resolutions in 
the next two weeks at RJR Nabisco and 
Philip Morris stockholder meetings. 

“We recognize the good results the attor- 
ney general has obtained for the Common- 
wealth with the litigation against the tobac- 
co companies,” says assistant treasurer 
Fehrnstrom, “and we wanted to tie into that 
some way.” Malone’s letter to RJR Nabisco, 
however, acknowledges that his support of 
the resolutions is symbolic and that the res- 
olutions have little chance of passing. 

If Malone's priority were truly the public 
good, critics say, he would use his stature 
as treasurer to support a move by Bennett 
LeBow, the majority stockholder of the 
Liggett Group, to leverage a buyout of RJR 
Nabisco and its tobacco division during its 
stockholder meeting this week. (Harsh- 
barger has already expressed support for 
the move.) Though the take-over bid is un- 
likely to succeed in the short term — 
LeBow acknowledged this week that he 
lacked shareholder support for the move — 
supporting such a takeover would clearly 
serve the state’s broad economic interests. 

The reasoning: because Liggett has al- 
ready agreed to reimburse Massachusetts 
and four other states for tobacco-related 
Medicaid costs, RJR Nabisco would be 
legally obliged to do the same. That 
means Massachusetts would receive $30 
million a year for the next 25 years — 
quite a bit more than the $10 million-plus 
Massachusetts is now splitting from the 
Liggett settlement. 
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Whatever the state's overall interests, 
though, Fehrnstrom still insists that a LeBow 
takeover bid “is not in the interest of the 
[pension] fund or the fund's beneficiaries.” 

The takeover bid has drawn the attention 
of the tobacco industry, since it would 
oblige giant RJR Nabisco to abide by all the 
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stipulations of the Liggett suit. But even so, 
it is far from clear how seriously tobacco 
companies take stockholder resolutions like 
the one Malone is signing onto. 

Carol Makovich, vice-president of world- 
wide communications for R.]. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company, declines comment on 
the pending stockholder resolutions. “As a 
matter of corporate policy, we do not com- 
ment on our shareholder activity,” she says. 

If Harvard University’s experience with 
attempting to use its stockholder status to

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influence tobacco-company practices is 
any indication, this tactic may well be 
fruitless. In 1988, Harvard’s Committees 
on Shareholder Responsibility wrote to 
tobacco companies in which the universi- 
ty held stock and asked them to address 
numerous questions involving their ethi- 
cal responsibilities. Some companies 
didn’t even respond; others contested evi- 
dence linking tobacco to disease. In 
1990, the university divested itself of its 
entire tobacco-related portfolio.

As the university recently wrote in a 
shareholder report, “This decision was mo- 
tivated by the University’s belief that in this 
case it would be unable . . . to influence the 
policy of the companies . . . and by the de- 
sire not to associate with companies en- 
gaged in significant sales of products that 
create a substantial and unjustified risk of 
harm to other human beings.” 

Still, some anti-smoking advocates say 
that the combined effect of recent develop- 
ments — pending lawsuits against tobacco 
companies, public opinion turning against 
the tobacco industry, and the declining val- 
ue of tobacco stock — may make Philip 
Morris and its brethren more receptive to 
stockholder proposals. 

“I think it’s worth trying for now,” says 
Dr. Howard Koh of the move to divest the 
state’s tobacco-related holdings. Koh is 
chairman of the Massachusetts Coalition 
for a Healthy Future, an umbrella organiza- 
tion representing dozens of tobacco-control 
groups. “It’s certainly worthwhile applying 
pressure, knowing that it is a time-limited 
strategy,” says Koh. “But if it doesn’t work 
and [public health] goals are not being met, 
then divestment is the choice.” 

Though Brad Krevor, of the Tobacco 
Control Resource Center, applauds the sen- 
timent behind Koh’s and Harshbarger’s en- 
dorsements of exercising stockholder pres- 
sure, he doesn’t believe there is such a thing 
as corporate altruism when it comes to to- 
bacco companies. 

“We think the people behind the 
shareholder-resolution movement have 
their hearts in the perfect place, and we 
support their efforts, but we have a 
more cynical view of these tobacco 
companies and their investors,” Krevor 
explains. “Tobacco is profitable be- 
cause it’s addictive and smokers aren't 
able to stop. Tobacco companies will do 
nothing to cut off their cash cow. We 
prefer that the Commonwealth and oth- 
er states shun tobacco investments 
completely and isolate and delegitimize 
this industry.” 

In other words, it’s time for the state to 
listen to the words of its own ad campaign 
— and make smoking history. =

native Education, the parents can be 
charged with abuse and negligence. 
After that, nothing can be done 

Another problem is the school’s lax 
enforcement of the rules. A total of 
about 10 truant officers are expected 
to monitor all the public schools in 
the city. Much of the burden of moni- 
toring attendance thus falls on guid- 
ance counselors, each of whom is as- 
signed about 400 students. Although 
Feldman says letters are sent to the 
homes of students absent more than 
five days, if a follow-up phone call 
isn't returned — or if the phone is 
disconnected — the student is put 
back on the bottom of the list. 

Often, students decide not to re- 
turn simply because they realize no 
one has come looking for them. Su- 
san Cole, of the Massachusetts Advo- 


| cacy Center, a children’s-rights orga- 


nization, says it's truly distressing for 


teens who leave school to find that no 
one checks up on them. “They start 
to lose faith,” says Cole. “They feel 
like no one cares. That feeling robs 
them of their motivation to return.” 

Eighteen-year-old Joseph Montros 
was no underachiever. His grades 
were above average and his dreams 
were even higher. But when Montros 
was pulled out of school because his 
parents were divorcing, his withdraw- 
al went unnoticed. No one ever called 
him or inquired about his where- 
abouts. In fact, Montros says, when 
he returned to the school last year 
and spoke to a few of his teachers, 
none of them even acknowledged his 
absence. “It’s so easy to fall through 
the cracks,” says Montros, “even if 
you don’t want to.” 

Montros had little choice. He was a 
15-year-old who aspired to be an en- 
gineer. “My mom said the divorce 
was hard enough on her,” remembers 





Montros. “Having to take care of my 
sister would have been too much. But 
| was young, so she pulled me out to 
do it.” 

Many teens are taken out of school 
to help raise their siblings because 
their guardians work, are ill, or are 
just plain dysfunctional. That’s why 
Chrysta is home. Her father left when 
she was three years old; the two men 
who fathered her brothers have also 
dropped from sight. “We're on wel- 
fare,” says Meyers, “and my mom 
says it will be taken away if she 
works.” So instead, her mother can 
be found at a local bar — where, 
Meyers believes, she sells drugs to 
make a few extra dollars. 

The largest block of children whose 
parents pull them from school are the 
sons and daughters of immigrants, 
according to Lydia Rivera-Abrams, 
the student-support-service coordina- 
tor for the city’s school department. 
“They become full-time interpreters 
or baby-sitters for their family,” she 
says. Rivera-Abrams adds that there 
is a desperate need to inform both 
parents and students about agencies 
that provide child care or interpreters. 
“Then,” she adds, “there would be no 
need for the parents to rely so heavily 
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on their children — who themselves 


are struggling to integrate into a new | 


culture and education system.” 


Yes, there are programs set up | 


around the city to assist students who 
drop out. The problem is that many 
are geared toward students with disci- 
pline problems. And the programs that 
do éxist for children forced to leave 
school aren’t even close to adequate. 
The Boston School Department, for 
instance, has assigned student-support 


coordinators to assist guidance coun- | 


selors; the coordinators work directly 
with students who, for whatever rea- 
son, are leaving school. Although the 
program helps many, there are still 


more who slip by. As with truancy, the | 
needy students far outnumber those | 


who can help. 
“There are students that we just 


can’t find,” says Michelle Brooks, the | 


parent coordinator at Dorchester’s 
Jeremiah E. Burke High School. “But 


the ones we do locate, we do all we 


can to get the parents to understand 
that there are agencies who will help

Are they going to penalize all the returns filed on April 
16? I find this hard to believe. I’ve often been tempted to 
hold my return till the 16th just to see what happens. Is 
this all an intimidation tactic by Big Brother?

Maybe, but it won’t last. Pretty soon they’ll stick a 
mind-control microchip up your nose and you'll file 
because you think you enjoy it. 

You’re right, though: it doesn’t really matter if you 
file your return a day or two late. Forty percent of US 
taxpayers — 40 million people — don’t file their 
returns until the last week. For the first few days after 
April 15 the IRS is still getting truckloads of returns. 
An IRS spokesman candidly admits there’s no way they 
can “go through all that paperwork ferreting out 
schnooks who filed their returns 15 minutes or even a 
couple of days late. 

For all practical purposes, if you don’t owe money or 
the IRS owes you, you don’t have to file a return at all. 
All penalties and interest are figured as a percentage of 
what you owe; if you owe nothing, the penalty for late 
filing is zero. No criminal sanctions either. The IRS 
folks are pretty candid about admitting this, too — no 
doubt on the theory that only a moron would fail to file 
if he had money coming back. They do, of course, pre- 
fer that non-owers file, since the only way they can be 


sure you don’t owe anything is to see your return. But if - 


a nonfiling non-ower decides to get right with the gov- 
ernment and brings in a bunch of back returns, no prob, 
glad to have you back. Just one thing: if you had money 
coming on a return you filed more than three years late, 
tough luck, Charlie. You just helped retire a little piece 
of the national debt. 

If you do owe money, filing late (or never) is not such 
a hot idea. Penalties, interest, and maybe even criminal 
sanctions apply. Being a day or two late is no big deal, 
but the IRS figures a week or two is enough for even the 
most disorganized postal districts to get the mail where 
it’s supposed to go. Then things start getting ugly. If 
you’re late and you owe, the P&I clock begins ticking as 
of the postmark date. 

But let’s suppose it’s April 15 and suddenly you realize: 
cripes, I owe two grand and I don’t have enough cash to 
get cheese on my Whopper. What do I do? Assuming the 
criminal life doesn’t appeal to you, file and don’t pay. The 
penalty for not filing is a stiff five percent of the amount 
owed per month (25 percent max), whereas the penalty 
for not paying is only .5 percent per month. Just keep the 
amount you owe to less than $10,000. If you do, the IRS 
puts you on an automatic installment plan. If it’s more, 
you have to submit so much paperwork that the criminal 
life might start to look pretty good. 


I’m wondering if it is legal to hire one or more spouses 
(for either paid or volunteer positions) instead of getting 
one through marriage. Can existing and often ridiculous 
marriage laws (e.g., polygamy, child custody, alimony, 
community property, etc.) be circumvented by such an 
arrangement? I just don’t like the occupational govern- 
ment telling me how to live my life, and I’m looking for 
ways to stay out of trouble with them until they are 
replaced. 

In my case, I would like to advertise for the position of 
“wife,” interview and test applicants, “hire” the most 
qualified to do wifely tasks, keep them if they are worthy, 
and fire them if they're inadequate, with whatever they 
produce (e.g., kids) remaining with me. 

If done properly, with a contract, everyone would 
know what to expect and be happier (with less spousal 
abuse — people are often treated better by employers 
than spouses).

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Boomerangs

Call it vintage, call it retro, call it disco 
or post-disco. Just don’t call it used. At 
Boomerangs, an airy Canal Street store- 
front that opened two months ago, the 
small distinctions count. Boomerangs is 
resale, not second-hand, and it’s defi- 
nitely not a thrift shop. Consider the dif- 
ference between a Reagan-era sandwich 
toaster and a mint-condition 8-track 
tape deck: one is garage-sale, the other 
zeitgeist. 

When Jonathan Finn, program manag- 
er for the Massachusetts AIDS Action 
Committee, was sketching out plans for 
this fundraising project last year, he 
made it clear that the differences were 
more than semantic. He enlisted Jane 
Brady and Stephen Burks, two promi- 
nent young designers, to create a space 
that you couldn’t mistake for the Salva- 
tion Army. 

What they produced is a 5000-square- 
foot corridor of light, with walls punctu- 
ated by strips of mirror and pale stencil- 
ing. Where a thrift shop would have end- 
less metal racks, Boomerangs has sleek 
metal-framed display cases in spring 
green and emerald. If all goes well, the 
startling look will go a long way toward 
redefining Boston’s second-hand culture. 

Finn came to realize just how big this 
job could be when he was trying to rent 
space for a second-hand store in neigh- 
borhoods a bit more gentrified than the 
North Station area. Several landlords, he 
says, were resistant. “It was tricky. We 
couldn't really express what this was go- 


ing to be until it opened,” Finn says. “You 
say ‘thrift store’ in Boston, and it means one 
thing. It’s something different in New York. 
In New York it’s really cool. In Boston, to 
some extent —” he falters. “It’s not.” 

But here, as everywhere, restless Xers are 
shifting their attention from the fashions of 
the Watergate years to those of the disco 
era. Increasingly, young professionals are 
spending their disposable income on LPs 
and irony clothes. “They’re buying vinyl,” 
Finn says. “And when they come in looking 
for vinyl, they don’t just buy a little vinyl. 
They buy a lot of vinyl.” 

They are also gravitating to the nostalgia 
housewares — Boomerangs is a Crock- 
Pot—wok—yogurt-maker clearinghouse. It’s 
also a good place to turn for the parapherna- 
lia of lounge culture: the martini glasses, the 
cigarette holders, the smoking jackets, the 
swizzle sticks. 

Thanks to its affiliation with the AIDS Ac- 
tion Committee, the store has been able to 
tap designers, photographers, and models 
for pro bono work. When startup costs have 
been covered — Finn estimates 18 months 
— Boomerangs is expected to bring in 
$250,000 a year for AIDS Action. All the 
merchandise is donated, and, except for four 
full-time employees, the store is staffed en- 
tirely by volunteers. 

“So we beat on, boats against the current, 
borne back ceaselessly into the past,” wrote 
F. Scott Fitzgerald, and no generation of 
shoppers has been beaten back harder. Still, 
there is movement forward: it’s only a mat- 
ter of time, after all, before the return of the 
mid-’80s. And Boomerangs will be there, 
ready to supply all of Boston with leg warm- 
ers, shoulder pads, and pasta makers. 

Boomerangs, located at 60 Canal Street, 
near the North Station T stop, is open Tues- 
day through Friday from 10 a.m. to 6:30 
p.m., and on Saturday from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m.

Newcomers to MOBA often mistakenly 
assume that the world is full of bad art. 
No indeed. In fact, nine out of 10 sub- 
missions are judged too good for the 
collection, according to curator Scott 
Wilson. Each of the 102 works in the 
museum tells the story of the creative 
impulse gone horribly awry. “We don’t 
take mediocre art,” says Marie Jackson, 
MOBA’s Director of Aesthetic Interpre- 
tation (and the author of all the descrip- 
tions below). Nor do they accept chil- 
dren’s work, painting on velvet, cro- 
cheted rugs, or purposely executed bad 
art. The final decision falls to Wilson, 
who lists his personal criteria for bad art 
as “wildly uneven skills, bizarre subject 
matter, and enormous size.”

Jerry Reilly’s latest prank 
becomes an institution

t this art opening, as at any art open- 
ing, there are air kisses. A painter 
paces like a jungle cat in front of his 
works, fingering a large fedora, while 
his agent looks on with proprietary 
fondness: you know how artists are. People look, 
step back, screw up their eyes, look again.

Its badness is good, or its badness is bad — 
there is some disagreement around the room — but 
any way you look at this painting, its badness de- 
mands attention. The canvas in question, Mama 
and Babe, casts the sickening 
light of the apocalypse on its 
emerald-hued mother and her 
tangerine child. Their skins wrap 
across their cheekbones. They 
grin horribly. And this isn’t the 
worst of the lot. 

And Never the Bride, known to 
insiders as the “big-breasted- 
anorexic-ghost-with-the-pointy- 
fingers painting,” shows influ- 
ences ranging from Bosch tripty- 
chs to Led Zeppelin album cov- 
ers. Another haunting work, / 
Puke Therefore | AM!!!, renders 
a primal drama with strategic 
use of human hair and simulat- 
ed vomit. 

Taken as a whole, the collec- 
tion shows how the creative im- 
pulse can jump its tracks and 
career into uncharted, even frightening, aesthetic 
ground. “I Just Can't Stop: Relentless Creativity,” 
the third show of the Museum of Bad Art, doesn't 
just reject traditional ideas of beauty, it beats them 
to a bloody pulp. 

Presiding over the basement of the Dedham Com- 
munity Theater in a secondhand tuxedo, Jerry Reilly, 
the museum's executive director, beams like the 
host of the biggest party ever. A CNN camera crew 
is filming the latest in a long line of feature stories 
on Reilly’s two-year-old brainchild. Upstairs, a booth 
is selling MOBA mugs, MOBA T-shirts, MOBA 





bumper stickers, and, that ultimate badge of patron- 


age, the MOBA refrigerator magnet. People have 
purposely fashioned “bad jewelry,” and some have 
put together “bad outfits.” 

The museum, which until recently was headquar- 
tered in the basement of Reilly's house, has drawn 
attention from all over the world. Its CD-ROM, The 
Virtual Museum of Bad Art, was released last year 
to reviews that were universally good, with the no- 
table exception of Computer Currents, which called

it “a waste of plastic.” One week, 339 people 
logged onto the MOBA Web site from Finland alone. 
Somewhere along the line, the Museum of Bad Art, 
begun as a joke, has become an institution. 

MOBA even has its own art thieves. In March, the 
museum was shattered by the theft of Eileen, a por- 
trait that curators describe generously as “neo-prim- 
itive.” Although legal authorities wondered why the 
painting had been hung on the outside of Reilly's 
house, they did take a report and have been en- 
gaged in a search for the painting, whose value is 
estimated at $6.50. Since then, donations have 
boosted the reward into the $32 range, and the mu- 
seum has received several leads. Among them was 
a ransom note, fashioned out of newspaper clip- 
pings and reading simply — portentiously — “What 
do you call a woman with one leg 
shorter than the other? ‘Eileen.’ ” 


‘An institutional joke’ 

Before there was any of this, 
there was Lucy. The Museum of 
Bad Art had its genesis one night 
in the early '80s, when Scott Wil- 
son, a Hyde Park antiques dealer, 
was combing through trash piles 
for picture frames to sell. What Wil- 
son found that night was the paint- 
ing now known as Lucy in the Field 
with Flowers, a portrait of a blue- 
haired lady who appears to be ca- 
vorting through a field of flowers, a 
red armchair sassily affixed to her 
bottom. Wilson looked at it, then

ed to take it home and lock it in his 
attic for several years. In 1994, 
Reilly, a longtime friend, saw it and fell in love. 

Two years later, asked how this inside joke has 
turned into a cottage industry, Reilly responds with 
genial bafflement. His house, which still holds parts 
of MOBA’s collection, is in an area of West Roxbury 
that, as Reilly points out, “has no cultural cachet in 
the greater Boston area.” He is a computer pro- 
grammer; his wife, Marie Jackson, is a screenwriter; 
and neither has the look of an art-world guerrilla. 

But people who know the Reillys know better. Wil- 
son, who now holds the post of curator, explains 
the phenomenon with three words: “Jerry’s mania- 
cal vision.” It was a vision that surfaced early: Bill 
Reilly, Jerry's father, sees the museum as a natural 
extension of his son's fondness for elaborate 
pranks. At six, his father says, Jerry was running 
pulleys under the dinner table so that when his 
mother pulled out a chair to sit down, bowls of fruit 
would erupt and roll into the corners of the room. 

And for roughly 20 years, Wilson and Reilly's 
friendship has been marked by a series of labor-in- 
tensive schemes in which Wilson's role was some- 
what secondary. Wilson smiles as he catalogues 
the operations he has been swept into.

First it was the makeshift schooner mounted on 
shopping-cart wheels that they pushed from Wa- 
tertown to Gloucester. Then there were the Hal- 
loween parties, which tended to involve a lot of 
electrical wiring and were so notorious that hope- 
ful guests showed up at Reilly’s house the year 
after he moved out. At one, Reilly suspended him- 
self from a harness 15 feet off the ground, at- 
tached electrodes to his head, and displayed his 
brainwaves on television screens. 

All these projects are “like building a sandbox 
for adults to play in, ” says Jackson, MOBA's Di- 
rector of Aesthetic Interpretation. “Everything he 
does is elaborate.” 

But nothing ever went quite this far, says Wil- 
son — “not with this amount of vision behind it.” 
Last summer, after the launch of the CD-ROM, 
the museum became more than anyone bar- 
gained for, he says. “It got a little strange for a 
while there. | would drop off my kids at school 
and rush back to do an interview with Katie 
Couric.” 

By now, MOBA has taken on a momentum of its 
own. “I don’t think it’s going to go away,” Wilson 
says. “Now it’s a mandate. The international com- 
munity has spoken.” Tom Stankowicz, a studio 
photographer and the museum's Director of Re- 
production, puts it this way: “It started out as a 
joke. It still is a joke. But it’s an institutionalized 
joke. Is that possible?” 

The one worry for the museum is that MOBA’s 
mad geniuses might be distracted by the next 
Halloween party, or cable linkup with the Mir 
space station, or camel trek. No one knows 
this better than the Director of Aesthetic 
Interpretation. 

“| don’t know what it will be, or when it will hap- 
pen, but there will be something else,” Jackson 
says. “Believe me. | know.” 





Jerry Reilly’s parable 

Of course, when it comes to the Museum of 
Bad Art, there is principle involved. Although the 
enterprise itself is suffused with irony, the 
staffers speak with surprising tenderness of their 
featured artists, as if every one of them stood for 
the pure spirit of the amateur. On this subject 
Reilly turns quite lyrical. The artists who tradition- 
ally display their work in galleries are “only a tiny, 
tiny sliver of the people who create things,” he 
says. MOBA “is a celebration of everything else.” 

He tells a story by way of illustration. “| worked 
with this guy,” he says. “He was a shipper. So 
this guy was writing a novel, and he worked on it 
all the time, and everyone in the company was al- 
ways hearing about the progress of the novel. And 
after about a year, he brought it in and he gave it 
to us all for us to read. 

“Well, this guy, he didn't have a command of 
the language at all. He didn’t know what a sen- 
tence was. He made up words. He didn’t have the 
tools to write a novel at all. But he also didn't 
have any fear. So he decided one day he wanted 
to write a novel, and he wrote a novel. 

“What was wonderful about it,” says Reilly, 
“was this kind of exuberance: ‘I want to do this 
creative thing. | might be good, | might be bad. | 
might not know anything about this, and | might 
not have the time to learn because | want to do it 
now.’ 

“| love that instinct in people, people who throw 
themselves into things,” Reilly says. “You know? 
You just gotta admire it.” 


The enthusiasts 

The only thing missing from that picture is the 
artists themselves. Of some 80 represented, only 
about a dozen are known to the museum. At “1 
Just Can't Stop,” two artists are on hand to ex-

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Chanterelle 


No surprises — but a romantic, 


classic, French night out

he development in Boston 
of a certain seriousness 
about food has meant a 
growing rift between the 
occasion restaurant — a 
place for parents’ visits, anniversaries, 
and conservative palates — and the food- 
scene restaurant, with its emphasis on 
novelty, attitude, and (presumably) virtu- 
oso cooking. Chanterelle Bistro comes 
down happily on the “occasion” side of 
that divide; the food is classic and French 
in a way that’s comforting, perhaps a bit 
repetitive in the particulars, but hardly 
mundane. 

To judge from the clientele, Chanterelle 
seems to have got the nec- 
essary Newbury Street bal- 
ancing act down pretty well. 
On a recent Thursday night 
we ate near a middle-aged 
couple talking real estate 
with their daughter; a pair 
of well-dressed guys on a 
serious date; and some 
young Euro couples out for 
an evening. They may have 
been drawn in by the name: 
the rare, woodsy chanterelle 
evokes the subtlest kind of 
French country cooking, 
and sets an inviting tone. 

The space it invites you 
to is tiny, just below street 
level, and warm: oak wain- 
scoting, low yellow lighting, 
Impressionist prints, booths 
upholstered with tapestry from 
the dark end of the Laura Ashley spec- 
trum. Chanterelle doesn’t hold more than 
28 people, and the tables aren’t crowded 
in. Even with a full house, we felt like we 
could have a personal conversation with- 
out being overheard. 

Were there in fact any chanterelles to 
be had? Not really: they appeared on 
only one dish, in a sauce for salmon, al- 
though owner Barbara Russell assured 
me that come summer, when they’re less 
expensive, we'll be in for a virtual 
chanterelle fest. I couldn’t help thinking 
that the chanterelle might even be a bit 
exotic for the context: this isn’t an adven- 
turous French restaurant (it’s pitched to 
people who think “white” when they see 
the word “mushroom”) — and the too- 
sudden appearance of a flaring, yellow, 
$20-a-pound fungus might alarm some 
of the patrons. 

So in the absence of a particularly 
mushroomy appetizer, we scanned the 
menu and hit on the brandade de 
morue ($6), a warm mousse of potato 
and salt cod that arrived in a ramekin 
tucked into a cute basket. The brandade 
was none the worse for being a bit 
starchy, with more of the plainness of 
potato than the tang of salt cod. Along- 
side were a mescluny arrangement of 
mixed greens and some lovely nigoise 
olives, with a few round crodtes for the 
spreading. 

A salade d’epinards ($5) was also satis- 
fying, spinach leaves lightly dressed with a 
gentle vinaigrette, garnished with roasted 
red peppers, warm cubes of new potato, 
and sautéed quarters of white mushroom. 
Moules farcies ($6), a plate of stuffed 
mussels, was a surprise in two ways. First, 
in a season where I’ve seen a succession 
of bowls of ever-larger mussels, these 
seemed almost miniature. Second, the 
menu described them as “stuffed with 
shallots, garlic, and herbs,” but examined 
in person they certainly had spinach in 
them, as well as what might have been ro-

mano cheese; they arrived, like the bran- 
dade, on a bed of leafy greens. 

The paté de foie de canard ($5) — 
duck-liver paté— had a country feel, a 
bit rough in texture, with capers mixed 
in, served in a little dish surrounded by 
more nigoise olives, dressed mesclun 
greens, and gherkins. 

On a given night, Chanterelle’s entrees 
all come with the same set of vegetables, 
which lends power to the charge that 
there’s something formulaic about the 
conception of the food here. Russell, the 
owner, laughs about “breaking the bistro 
rule” of insistent variety. The two nights I 
went recently, each plate came with a pile 
of skin-in mashed red potatoes, a neat 
row of crisp green beans, some form of 
squash, a baked fennel bulb (an engaging 
choice), and an herbal ex- 
clamation point on top: 
one night a sprig of rose- 
mary, one night thyme. An 
entree of canard aux fruits 
secs ($16) — duck slices 
in a red-wine reduction 
sauce with dried apricots 
and other fruit — was 
cooked pretty’ well 
through, but still tender, 
with a few spots of pink. 
The sweetish sauce leaked 
across the plate and was 
absorbed, to delicious ef- 
fect, by the potatoes and 
the winter squash purée. 

The salmon dish — 
saumon aux chanterelles 
($17) — was a filet of fish 
poached to a conservative- 
ly light pink, and accompanied 
by the sole claim to a chanterelle pres- 
ence, although it was hard to draw a 
bead on any particular mushroom in the 
generally rich and earthy cream sauce. 

The tournedos au poivre didn’t disap- 
point our expectations for a filet: two 
medallions cooked to a lovely rareness, 
topped with dollops of Dijon-mustard 
spread. The mustard’s zing was a bit 
conspicuous against the reduction 
sauce on the plate, but it was nice to 
have a dish with some kick. The vegeta- 
bles? The same, although a baked red 
onion half made an appearance next to 
the fennel, and the squash that night 
came solid rather than mashed. A plate 
of crépes forestiéres ($14) the 
“forestiéres” in the name suggesting 
mushrooms foraged by woodsmen — 
had pieces of nicely sautéed chicken 
and a sauce that hinted at richer mush- 
rooms than the ones we found sliced 
onto the crépes, which were shiitake 
and white button. 

Desserts were consistent, rich, and — 
like almost all the food at Chanterelle 
entirely reminiscent of what I might have 
ordered at a French restaurant growing 
up. Terrine glacée au chocolat ($5) was 
three slices of frozen chocolate terrine in 
a pool of deep-red raspberry sauce on a 
frozen plate; the mousse au chocolat ($5) 
was a surprisingly light-textured swirl of 
dark and white chocolate mousses, and 
the crépes maison ($6) were great fun to 
look at and to eat: artfully twirled-up 
crepes filled with red berries and cream, 
set in a wash of the same raspberry coulis 
as in the terrine. 

The wines on the list are all French, 
modest both in price and in character; 
service was solicitous without being 
obtrusive, in keeping with the soft jazz 
on the sound system. Chanterelle 
doesn’t offer many surprises, but | 
suspect that most of the patrons leave 
with the feeling that they’ve discovered 
Their Little Spot. Q

Whether or not you’re a believer, the legions of UFO sightings and 
abduction reports constitute one of the most powerful examples of 
myth surviving in an age of ever-increasing technological advance- 
ment. So it shouldn’t come as any surprise that even here, in an area 
that boasts some of the world’s pre-eminent centers of rational learn- 
ing, UFO fever has taken hold. This weekend two intriguing events 
will explore the effect that UFOs have on our collective and individu- 
al consciences. Mass Art’s Eventworks is sponsoring a two-day con- 
ference, “ETC: The 1996 Conference on Human Evolution, Extra- 
Terrestrial Intervention, and the Arts.” And across town, Mobius is 
opening “The U.F.O. Project.” Coincidence? Perhaps . . . 

The Eventworks conference features some of the biggest names in the alien-abduction movement 
discussing paranormal experiences and their effect on art. Speakers include Budd Hopkins, the best- 
selling author whose Intruders — The Incredible Visitation at Copley Woods was made into a CBS 
mini-series, and three of the Allagash Four, whose abduction in 1976 made them celebrities within 
the UFO underground. The weekend is rounded out by performance art like Clay Fernald’s “Poor 
Little Silvery Prample Astro Boy,” experimental video and audio, including George Kuchar’s video 
The Tower of the Astro Cyclops, and presentations on psychic healing and other fringe sciences. 

A slightly more skeptical take on aliens opens at Mobius on Saturday. “The U.F.O. Project,” a six- 
artist show, uses UFOs as a metaphorical, mythical, and artistic device — the show's motto is “If 
UFOs do not exist, we must invent them.” 

“As a subculture, UFOs always fascinated me,” says artist George Fifield. “Trying to tell someone 
about something you've never seen before is a conundrum. | always say that seeing a UFO is a mys- 
tic experience, but telling someone about a UFO is a mythic experience. And it's the mythic experi- 
ence that I’m interested in — using language to describe the indescribable.” 

The Mobius show also features Jeff de Castro's “U.F.O. Club,” a mock UFO lab created with ado- 
lescents from a Westboro offender-treatment program. And Jeff Walker & Janet Wandra’s video 
Uncool Orbit, which uses a fictional plot about aliens invading Louisiana to explore racism, religious 
conformity, and the tendency of the state’s best and brightest to get the hell outta Louisiana.

Celtic pride 


Any of you with a taste for good Celtic music 
is advised to don your sturdiest stomping 
shoes, clean the wax out of your ears, and 
head for Davis Square, where next weekend 
the Somerville Theatre will host two nights 
of some of the finest Celtic music available 
on either side of the Pond. 

Friday night, the Battlefield Band will play 
to benefit the Committee for a Response to 
AIDS. Having built a huge following over 
the past 26 years, this Glasgow group are 
touring under the banner “Forward with 
Scotland's Past,” which pretty much sums 
up their eclectic musical style. Mingling 
Celtic standards with contemporary-sound- 
ing material, they use instruments ranging 
from the ancient cittern (a kind of oversized 
guitar) and bagpipes to synthesizers. Purists 
might frown upon such cross-breeding, but 

the Battlefielders pull it off with 

unrivaled élan. They'll be 
joined by Tommy 
McCarthy and Louise 
Costello, terrific musi- 
cians who own the 
Burren, an Irish pub 
recently opened in 
Davis Square. 
Tommy and Louise 
often sit in with 
visiting musicians 
at the Burren, and 
for the last two 
years they've been 
invited up onto the 
Symphony _ Hall 
stage to perform 
with the Chieftains. 
The following night, 
also at the Somerville 
Theatre, World Music 
will present a Celtic 
Fiddle Festival. Heading 
the bill is Ireland’s hot young 

Hayes fiddler Martin Hayes, who 

began playing at the tender 
age of seven. Since then he’s won 16 presti- 
gious awards and has been described as 
“arguably the greatest new talent in Irish 
music.” Hayes is known for his technical 
ability — the extraordinary range of styles 
that he can adopt — but also for his passion, 
his otherworldly inspiration. One critic has 
noted that Hayes, like a possessed man, is 
played as much by the music as the music by 
him. 

Hayes will be joined by Natalie McMaster, 
who not only plays the fiddle fabulously but 
accompanies herself by stepdancing. At just 
22 years old, she’s already garnered heaps of 
critical acclaim and has three successful 
albums under her belt. 

The festival’s bill will be rounded out by 
the Battlefield’s Brian McNeil, who at 46 
will be the most seasoned player in the line- 
up and the-most versatile (he plays fiddle, 
viola, mandolin, cittern, bouzouki, guitar, 
concertina, bass, and hurdy-gurdy). McNeil 
is also an accomplished songwriter, with the 
well-known “The Rovin’ Dies Hard” and 
“Montrose” to his credit. Hayes’s playing 
may be soulful, and McMaster’s uplifting, 
but McNeil is certain to get those sturdy 
shoes stomping in time to the beat.

Mystery Science Theater 3000 


invades the big screen

MYSTERY SCIENCE THEATER 3000: 
THE MOVIE. Directed by Jim Mallon. 
Written by Michael J. Nelson, Trace

a-movie format tends to undermine your 
sense of being one of the protagonists, 
since the images on the screen have 
usurped your opportunity to talk back to 
them. You can try to’: compete, but it’s 
tough coming up with better quips than 
those provided by MST3K’s half-dozen 
talented writers. 

Indeed, given the writers’ gift for non- 
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stop laughs, you’re not likely to notice 
that you've been cut out of the loop and 
reduced again to passive consumer. Al- 
though Mystery Science Theater 3000: 
The Movie starts out a little gawkily, it 
settles into a purging session of snide hi- 
larity. That is, as soon as it gets over the 
notion that it’s a movie. The framing de- 
vice explaining the background and 
opening up the Satellite to show us the 
“private lives” of Mike and his pals is 
more of a distraction than an expansion, 
though Beaulieu’s Dr. Forrester is ener- 
getically demented as he spanks himself 
with a clipboard, shouting out “I’m a 
naughty boy!” in celebration of his evil 
genius. 

Luckily, director Jim Mallon doesn’t 
waste much time being an auteur (his allu- 
sion to 200! in the opening moments is 
cute but pointless), cutting quickly to the 
main feature. This Island Earth (1953) has 
accrued some critical and cult stature over 
the years, probably because its narrative il- 
logic and lack of dramatic development, 
suspense, Or apparent meaning make it 
seem original and arty. Actually, with its 
wooden acting, ludicrous effects, and 
solemn, fatuous tone, it is, in Professor 
Forrester’s words, “a stinking cinematic 
suppository” — and ripe material for his 
guinea pigs’ mordant wit. What these guys 
can do with an opening credit sequence

alone puts most of what passes for film 
comedy these days to shame. 

When the feature begins to unreel, the | 
backtalk gets outrageous, raunchy, and | 
devastatingly satiric. Island tells the story of | 
hunky nuclear scientist Dr. Cal Meacham, | 
who, when his plane stalls out, is rescued by | 
a mysterious green ray (“I’m suddenly re- 
freshingly minty flavor”). Once on the 
ground, he receives a strange instruction | 
book and parts for a device called an “inte- | 
rocitor” that puts him in contact with Ex- | 
eter, a beetle-browed guy with a Man from | 
Glad hairdo. Exeter invites Cal to a retreat | 
for fellow nuclear scientists, then takes him | 
and pretty Dr. Ruth Adams to his home 
planet of Metaluna, which is currently un- 
der assault by some cosmic enemy. 

From beginning to end, the film is | 
amorphous and anticliniactic, evoking per- | 
haps the era’s pervasive sense of Cold War | 
doom. Mystery Science Theater evokes 
some of its era’s angst, too, as Mike and 
company take cues from the movie to en- 
gineer farcical escape attempts from their | 
outer-space island of media captivity. | 
Mostly, though, their Satellite of Love | 
seems a refuge, a vehicle allowing free in- 
duigence in toilet humor, puerile gay | 
gibes, fart jokes, and randy jabs at the sa- 
cred and profane. The film is a vindication 
of bad taste, and of the principle that 
mocking well is the best revenge. Q

nce everyone was an 

artist. Now everybody's 

a critic. That’s part of 

the appeal of the cable 

comedy series Mystery 
Science Theater 3000. The show’s slen- 
der premise mirrors the captive audi- 
ences of mass culture watching it. Mad 
scientist Dr. Clayton Forrester (the name 
of the Gene Barry character in War of 
the Worlds, here played by Trace 
Beaulieu), in an obscure plan to take 
over the world, holds one Mike (Michael 
J. Nelson) hostage on a space station 
called the Satellite of Love. There he 
subjects Mike and his whimsical robot 
cronies Tom Servo (Kevin Murphy), 
Crow (Beaulieu), and Gypsy (Jim Mal- 
lon) to the worst science-fiction movies 
ever made in an effort to homogenize 
and take over their minds. 

Like any other smartasses, our guys°* 
fight back by making funny comments. 
It’s the couch potato as hero and not 
mere passive consumer, resisting media 
mind control with hipness, irreverence, 
and irony. Add some of the sharpest 
and most outrageous comedy writing 
on the tube, plus monumental turkeys 
like Santa Claus Conquers the Martians 
and Eegah!, and you have the makings 
of a cult hit. 

But can it work on the big screen? You 
could argue that sitting in a theater watch- 
ing other people sitting in another theater 
watching a bad movie is too self-reflexive 
and postmodernist to work as escapist 
entertainment. Besides, the movie-within-

evin Murphy and Mike Nelson don’t get recog- 
KK a‘hell of a lot. The 40-year-old Murphy, 

who studied TV/film directing as a student at 
the University of Wisconsin and got his “most profound 
cultural education” working at the Madison punk club 
Merlyn’s, is an unassuming guy, stocky and bearded. But 
you'd probably recognize his voice, the distinctive “mouth- 
breathing nasally quality” he got from having his nose bro- 
ken, and his trademark silken, Irish tenor, which late-night 
bad-movie buffs associate indelibly with Mystery Science 
Theater 3000's Tom Servo, the wiseacre robot puppet 
with a gumball machine for a head. So ingrained is the as- 
sociation that Murphy’s publicist accidentally fills out his 
name tag with the robot’s name. As for Nelson, a former 
stand-up comic with some classical-music training, most 
folks flipping by Comedy Central in the middle of the night 
just see a silhouette of the back of his head superimposed 
at the bottom of some unspeakably awful flick. But hey, 
these two have a book (The Mystery Science Theater 3000 
Amazing Colossal Episode Guide, due in May) and a 
movie (same show, bigger budget, a few more sets), which 
is more than the rest of us can say. “Get yourself a puppet 
show, man,” says Nelson. “The money just rolls in.” 

So why are folks gonna pay good money to see the 
same thing they can get for free every night (2 a.m. in 
Boston)? “Well, the whole genesis of the thing stems 
from a very simple principle,” says Nelson. “We noticed 
whenever you get a bunch of people together to watch 
the show, it’s more fun. So we realized that if we also tai- 
lor the whole thing to a movie crowd, it could work really 


well. It’s cinematic, so we can move the camera wherever 
we want. We can see the inside of the ship.” 

Which to the average moviegoer may seem pointless. 
But as MST3K blossomed from the lead-in to a local 
wrestling show at Minneapolis’s failing KTMA to explo- 
sive cult hit on Comedy Central, the show's ever-widen- 
ing fan base has become rather smitten with the charac- 
ters themselves. “We see Servo’s room, which is an in- 
sufferable mess,” says Murphy. “He collects things. You 
should réally see the movie to find out what he collects. 
It’s a lovely surprise. He’s a chunky little fellow, and he 
acts that way too. He’s a little brother, and so am I, All 
the writers write for all the characters, so everybody has 
created Tom in their own mind’s eye. So you get a lot of 
different bizarre angles on the guy.” 

Talking back to the screen has become increasingly 
popular these days — Beavis and Butt-head talk back to 
videos, Talk Soup talks back to the talk shows, even the 
guys who talk back to sperts highlights on ESPN’s Sports 
Center admit to being MST3K junkies. “When we first 
started,” says Murphy, “Joel [Hodgson, the show’s cre- 
ator and Nelson’s predecessor} was inspired by two 
things. One was the old Warner Bros. cartoons, when 
they were originally shown in theaters — the old Bugs 
Bunny and things like that. Every now and again a sil- 
houette of a person would get up and yell back at Bugs 
Bunny, and he'd yell back at the person. Joel also came in 
with a drawing, a bunch of theater seats and a guy look- 
ing at the screen. Which was inspired by Elton John’s 
Goodbye Yellow Brick Road, the cover, just sitting at the

bottom of the album cover looking up. We’ve just added 
a few more words to the vocabulary. It’s a different way 
of looking at TV, another way of looking at a movie, a 
different kind of filter.” 

For the movie, the MST3K team looked to the Universal 
Studios vaults —- home to some of the best horror movies 
ever made, and some of the worst — where they rediscov- 
ered new frontiers in cinematic pain. “We saw great 
movies like Killdozer,” says Nelson. “A meteorite hits a 
bulldozer and it goes crazy. How does that work? And An- 
gry Red Planet, which Kevin says gives him a headache.” 

“Have you seen it in a theater?” frowns Murphy. 
“There’s this red monochrome effect? It gives you a 
headache! It’s a great movie, but it hurts to watch on the 
big screen.” 

“So This Island Earth was an obvious choice,” contin- 
ues Nelson, “because it’s a great color sci-fi movie from 
the ’50s, hittin’ all those beefs that we like — the funny 
monsters, the big-voiced hero with a huge jaw and face. 
He’s sort of a Doc Savage type. He’s a scientist and he’s 
muscley, he’s a jet pilot, and there’s aliens with huge 
foreheads and no one even notices they're aliens. It’s got 
all the things we needed, and it looks great too.” 

Hoping to capitalize on the publicity for the movie and 
book, Comedy Central promptly, uh, canceled the TV 
show (that is, no new episodes and a gradual phase-out) 
— despite a voluminous write-in campaign by fans, and a 
full-page ad in Variety signed by 200 of the show’s sup- 
porters. Okay, so it’s odd timing, to say the least. “But 
who are we to guess the inner workings of a major cable 
television network?” asks Murphy. Currently they’re 
shopping the show to the Sci-Fi Channel, but they’re will- 
ing to produce new episodes themselves and market them 
direct to video, if that’s what it takes. “If the show has en- 
couraged people to not just be spoon-fed the stuff they're 
given,” says Nelson, “then I guess I’m happy with it.”

he Quay Brothers bring the 
alien landscapes and 
denizens of the psyche to 
light, or at least to a more 
visible obscurity. Until now 
their films, like “Street of Crocodiles” 


(1986) and “Rehearsals for Extinct 
Anatomies” (1987), have been shorts 
without human actors, consisting instead 
of surreal puppets and sets constructed 
out of random everyday objects. Their art 
transforms the commonplace into the 
chthonic and visionary, a transcendence 
redolent of horror and decay. The effect 
of watching one of their films is of shak- 
ing off the cobwebs of an especially deep, 
seductive, inhuman dream. _ 

With Institute Benjamenta, an adapta- 
tion, among other things, of the Swiss 
novelist Robert Walser’s Kafka-esque 
novel Jakob von Gunten, the Quays turn 
to the more traditional form of the feature 
film with actors and a plot; the result is 
both more conventional and more unset- 
tling. The human actors underscore their 


characters’ automaton nature, and their 
presence in the skewed sets emphasizes 
their claustrophobic otherworldliness. The 
strain between the two begs some resolu- 
tion, but the enigma /nstitute poses is one 
satisfied with its own insolubility: the 
film’s dark corridors snake onto more 
dark corridors, or beckon to mirrors re- 
flecting the same again with no redeeming 
clarity in sight. Filmed in black and white 
— more the former than the latter — and 
haunted by the baroque, vaguely celestial, 
vaguely insect-like soundtrack of Lech 
Jankowski, /nstitute is all atmosphere, 
cryptic detail, and formal abstraction: po- 
etry devoid of meaning or any emotion 
except weariness and dread. Slow, rote- 
like, and umbrous, the Quays’ first feature 
sometimes threatens to achieve its dream- 
like quality by inducing sleep. 

In a sense Institute is the antithesis of 
Cocteau’s Blood of a Poet, with its magi- 
cal metamorphoses and metaphysical 
conceits leading not to that film's free- 
dom of artistic expression but to a com- 
plete repression of the self and the imag- 
ination. Jakob von Gunten (Angels and 
Insects’ Mark Rylance, looking as if he'd 
just been forcibly ejected from The Cabi- 
net of Dr. Caligari) signs up at the title 
institute because he wants to make noth- 
ing of himself. It’s a school for training 
servants, and its founding head, Herr

Benjamenta (Gott- 
fried John, a poster 
boy for  welt- 
schmerz), makes his 
new student feel at 
home by examining 
his teeth, measuring 
his skull, giving him 
a receipt, and send- 
ing him to a dingy 
room where _ his 
Cuckoo Nest-—like 
fellow classmates 
ritualistically sway 
back and forth. “We 
are not much,” 
Jakob notes’ in 
voiceover. “I have 
no high hopes in 
life. There is one 
lesson here and it’s 
repeated endlessly. | 
hope I can be of ser- 
vice to someone.” 
This simple dream, 
however, is compli- 
cated by the over- 
shadowing night- 
mares of the institute 
itself. More potent 
and primitive forces 
are at work than sub- 
missiveness, as Jakob 
is guided to Herr B 
by a monkey and is 
later framed in a shot 
as if a pair of antlers 
mounted on the wall 
were sprouting from 
his head. These and 
other relics of forest 
creatures a ma- 
chine vending stag 
semen, rooms full of pine needles, a deli- 
cate hoof on a wand — are all signs associ- 
ated with the dark, aloof, beautiful Fraulein 
Benjamenta (Alice Krige), the head’s mori- 
bund and perhaps incestuous sister. 

A brittle and perverse triangle devel- 
ops among the three, with Jakob noctur- 
nally drawn deeper and deeper into the 
secrets of the institute from his tiny bed- 
room in the garret under a skylight. As 
he unwillingly becomes the source of life 
and hope for the master and mistress of 
the house, the institute deteriorates and 
the rote training of the clone-like stu- 
dents becomes more strident and mean- 
ingless. Rather than achieve self-abnega- 
tion from the Benjamentas, Jakob causes 
them to acknowledge their own individ- 
uality, and their doom. 

Or something like that. As in all the 
Quay films, what things look and sound 
like outweighs any other significance. The 
institute could, of course, be a metaphor 
for the self, but the Quays adorn it with 
such loving perversity that they make it 
the chief character in the film. As motifs 
from myths and fairy tales ranging from 
Orpheus to Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs shimmer and dissolve, what re- 
mains is an inscrutable concreteness of 
imagery. The shards of nightmare take a 
human face, and that is their most alien 
and terrifying aspect of all. = 


The twins go live 


EW YORK — Stephen and Timothy Quay 
Al resemble Withnail, the slightly dissolute, 

electric-haired character played by Richard 
E. Grant in Withnail & I. The Philadelphia-born, 47- 
year-old identical-twin animators have spent the last 
quarter century in England making some 17 surreal, 
Kafka-esque puppet-toons, like “Street of Crocodiles” 
and “Rehearsals for Extinct Anatomies.” In January, 
they returned to America for. the first time in 20 years 
to promote /nstitute Benjamenta, their first feature- 
length film and their first using live actors. 

Why live action? “It’s a quiet evolution,” says 
Stephen. “We'd worked in the opera and the theater. 
We'd seen our sets scaled up and populated by real 
people. It was just the next step.” 

It may seem like a radical change because the Quays’ 
animations were so frame-by-frame meticulous. 
“Yeah,” says Stephen, “but so is the big one. It was the 
most detailed script we had to write; but we shot it just 
like we wrote it. The only unknown quantum for us 
was the actors. And that also went perfect. They came 
with all their intuition and radar, and they were really 
open to the way we wanted to work. We came to them 
with as much respect as we do for our puppets.” 

If that sounds like a left-handed compliment, consid- 
er the painstaking care that goes into moving those 
puppets 24 times for each second of film. “What we 
like about the puppet is that otherness,” Stephen ex- 


plains. “You can create fantastic metaphoric states or 
parables with it that people can’t do. The sheer other- 
ness of the object is what haunts you, You have to read 
it. It’s not given to you. You have to bring so much to 
it. You have to be alert. It energizes your whole system. 
It’s almost like ballet. They don’t need dialogue.” 

Did the Quays have to use a new method, then, with 
live actors? “No. In this case, we use dialogue and some 
voiceover, but in no way has it been foregrounded. It’s 
one more piece of the ammunition that you can make 
use of. I'd like to think we've maintained the same 
metaphoric state we've looked for in our animation.” 

The brothers’ division of labor is hard to define, 
Stephen adds. “One of us might suggest an image or 
theme, and then we build on it, variations on a theme. 
It’s always worked out together. We sit a bottle of wine 
down in front of us and discuss things. It never erupts 
simultaneously. Sometimes we might see something, 
and we'll both look at each other instantly and say, 
‘That’s it! That’s exactly what we wanted.’ 

“There are strengths here and there that allow one of 
us to project things from a different angle. But the oth- 
er one builds on it, knowing that that angle is stronger. 
It's complementary. One of us does the lighting, but 
the other one is always in on it. Then the accidents 
happen, and you shape it from that point. It’s the old 
surrealist principle of the umbrella and the sewing ma- 
chine on a table, two freakish elements that come to- 


gether to create a third element or an idea. You're 
hunting, but you’re not quite sure what you’re hunting 
for. Then you trap it. It’s a simple and organic ap- 
proach. There’s nothing theoretical about it.” 

Timothy tries to explain. “Instead of the diversity 
spinning off from the center and going outwards, it’s 
outwards going inwards. It’s like one head but two 
bodies in the eye, if that makes sense. Apart from being 
twins and who does what and is it freakish — we take 
it so naturally, It’s only bizarre for other people to 
imagine it.” 

Viewers also misunderstand when they try to pin 
down specific interpretations of the Quays’ dreamlike 
films. Says Stephen, “For us, our films obey the laws 
of music rather than narrative or drama. It’s the privi- 
lege of the fairy tale to use a coded language. We al- 
ways start with the music first. It’s a powerful support 
to a lot of scenes. In that sense, we work closer to 
choreographic principles in the way we treat the musi- 
calization of space. We feel much more at home with 
that. Normally, Hollywood would say you start off with 
the script. The script is sacrosanct. It’s never that way 
with us. It’s a horizontal hierarchy. The institute is the 
major character in the film. We start off as choreogra- 
pher would, choreographing his characters through 
rhythm, space, and gesture.” 

Do critics not give the films enough credit for their 
humor? “Well, | understand why,” Stephen says. 
“They're visually illiterate. They can read an image, but 
they underestimate its power to be really subtle. Nor- 
mally one responds to a purely verbal layer of cinema, 
like funny dialogue.” 

Adds Timothy, “You've put the nail on the coffin by 
saying that.”

uchananites might have

“They take it up the ass,” he noted, 
laughing, pointing to his derriere. “This is 
only for taking a shit.” He confessed to the 
interviewer, Koro Castellano, that he had 
worried about being mistaken as gay when 
he first became an actor. “But with this 
look, who's going to think I’m gay?” he 
added. “Do I sound like a homosexual? Do 
I talk like them? Do I move like them?”

News Service by Rex Wockner, who 
translated the Spanish into English.)

With the fall of the Soviet Union, the ex- 
republics are turning to film to vent their 
anger over decades of oppression under 
the Russians and the Moscow-based Com- 
munists.

WITH MURDER 

Getting Away with Murder’s problem isn’t 
the subject matter. What happens when an 
ethics professor decides to murder a next- 
door neighbor, who may or may not be a 
Nazi war criminal, could have made for a 
dark, intelligent film.

THE NEON BIBLE

Mark Morris’s Orfeo ed 


Euridice doesn’t quite sing

sually when Mark Morris 
puts opera to dance he 
makes my heart sing. He 
did it two years ago, when 
he brought to Boston his 
giant, breathtaking L’Allegro, il Penseroso ed 
il Moderato, a two-hour pastorale to Han- 
del’s oratorio of the same name that fills the 
stage with all the colors of the world. And he 
did it in 1989 with his magnificent Dido and 
Aeneas, which played out step-for-note vir- 
tually every line of Purcell’s score to reveal 
two sides of a single truth (that Morris took 
the roles of both Dido, the 

queen of Carthage, and the 

Sorceress, who is intent on de- 

stroying her, rendered the di- 

chotomy achingly clear). But he 

did not do it last weekend at the 

Wang Center in his direction of 

Christoph Willibald Gluck’s 

neo-classical ode to the triumph > 
of love over death, Orfeo ed Eu- 

ridice (the 1762 Vienna ver- 

sion), which his Dance Group 

jointly produced with the Han- 

del & Haydn Society, under 

Christopher Hogwood. 

That’s perhaps because he 
crafted the three-act Orfeo in a 
largely traditional vein: the 
dancing doesn’t coniprise the 
action, as it did in the two earli- 
er operas, but is woven into it, 
in accordance with the original 
production. The lead singers — 
Michael Chance (Orfeo), Dana 





Hanchard (Euridice), and Christine Brandes 
(Amor) — take to the stage to enact the 
drama, and the 24-member chorus, in sar- 
torial contrast to the rest of the cast, stand in 
formal attire on risers on either side of the 
stage. (Costume designer Martin Pakledinaz 
put the 16 dancers in metal-colored or 
white-and-gold tunics, Orfeo in floor-length 
black, Euridice in a fitted orange gown, and 
Amor in a chipper blue tunic sprouting tiny 
blue wings.) The dances that are — though 
intensely musical, exquisitely proportioned, 
and often exhilarating in their communal 
spirit — don’t as a group show the startling 
movement invention and the many layers, 
both rhythmic and emotional (where’s all 





Power shortage 


Morris and Hogwood fail 
to convey the Orphic spirit

he very first real operas, circa 

1600, were about Orpheus, 

whose divine gift for music 

could move mountains and 

even allowed him to bring his 
own wife, who had died on their wedding 
day, back from the dead. What better subject 
for an opera — an allegory about the power 
of music and a great love story rolled into 
one? In 1762, Christoph Willibald Gluck, 17 
years Mozart's senior, changed the course of 
opera with his own version of this myth. His 
Orfeo ed Euridice, with a pared-down but 
poetic libretto by Raniero Calzabigi, and a 
happy ending, broke away from a stilted tra- 
dition of overelaborate diction and rigid, rep- 
etitious musical forms designed more to 
show off phenomenal vocal technique than 
to project powerful emofions. 

Gluck wanted “beautiful simplicity.” In 
Orfeo, the first thing out of the hero’s mouth 
is one of the most direct and heartfelt cries of 
pain and loss in all opera: “Euridice!- Eu- 
ridice!”

Ironically, Gluck’s Orfeo usually seems 
more a relic than a reformation. It’s been 
recorded more successfully than it's been 
staged. Balanchine’s 1936 Met production, 
in which the singers remained in the pit while 
dancers enacted the story (a role model for 
Mark Morris’s Dido and Aeneas), got only 
two performances, whereas his 1976 ballet 
Chaconne, which reduced the plot to mere 
suggestion, remains one of the most exuber- 
ant and moving of his late masterpieces. The 
opera is too intimate for big opera houses, 
and too grand for small ones. Most produc-

the irreverence, the irony, the wit?), that I’ve 
come to expect from Morris. 

The fault for that, of course, may lie more 
in Gluck than in the choreographer. Morris’s 
dances are, as his biographer, Joan Acocella, 
puts it, “a reading of the music,” and Gluck 
meant Orfeo — the tale of Orpheus’s de- 
scent into the Underworld to retrieve his 
love, Eurydice, who's died from a viper sting 
on their wedding day — to be spare, direct: 
a turning away from the ornate musical style 
and complex story lines of mid-18th-century 
operas. Morris’s veracity, it seems, stymied 
his broad, double-sided point of view. 

Yet because his dances have such struc- 
tural clarity, their images burn even when 
the whole disappoints. Take the “duet” for 
Chance and dancer Joe Bowie in act one, 
perhaps the most beautiful passage in the 
show. The two stand on opposite sides of 
the stage, Chance singing and gesturing 
and Bowie, one beat behind, extending 
Chance’s halting movements, giving them 
life. Chance raises an arm up stiffly; Bowie 
stretches an arm high, then curls it in, fist 
first, like a fiddlehead fern. Chance places 
his hands on his heart; Bowie reaches out 
and touches the backs of his inturned fin- 
gers to make of his two arms a stencil of a 
heart. It’s the dancer’s use of opposition — 
the force of a pull in two directions — that 
make his gestures not just read but hit you 
in the gut. He’s the voice become flesh, the 
embodiment of Orfeo’s soul. Chance looks 
hunched, awkward by comparison. Still, 
the interplay works: the mirroring device 
creates a symbiosis, a link between the hu- 
man and the divine. 

There are other places where the media 
don’t mix as well. The opening ballet, Or- 


tions reek of dutiful, dreary pseudo-classi- 
cism. Even Arcadia can be deadly. 

So it was with special eagerness that | 
looked forward to this new production not 
only choreographed but also staged by 
Mark Morris, in collaboration with Christo- 
pher Hogwood and the Handel & Haydn 
Society. Unfortunately, Hogwood’s gifts as 
an opera conductor do not include particu- 
lar insight into either large dramatic design 
or shapely moment-to-moment phrasing. 
The orchestra either chugged away (some- 
times quite vigorously) or 
dawdled without nuance. 
The size of the nearly 
4000-seat Wang Center 
compounded the problems. 
Could even a more skilled 
conductor here make audi- 
ble Gluck’s exquisite bal- 
ances of tone and timbre? 
The chorus, in modern 
evening dress, stood on 
opposite sides of the wide 
stage, and the blurry split- 
second differences between 
the two halves were often 
maddening. 

And poor countertenor 
Michael Chance. In his 
valiant effort to project the 
full and beautifully rounded 
(though largely inexpres- 
sive) head tones of his up- 
per range into this cavern, his voice gave out 
before the one place he needed it most, the 
great “Che fard” aria, where Orfeo’s emo- 
tional wipe-out was mirrored all too thor- 
oughly in exhausted intonation and tonal de- 
pletion. All evening, Chance had problems 
with a nonexistent chest register: whenever 
his voice needed to descend, it also dissolved. 
Written originally for a castrato, the role has 
been more successfully sung by women (Al- 
ice Raveau, Kathleen Ferrier, Maureen For- 
rester, Maria Callas) than by men. 

For his inability to convey the desperation 
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THE CIRCLE that fills so many of Morris’s dances gives his company the delightful look of 
friends just dancing together rather than formal performers. 
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feo’s initial lament over Euridice as she lies 
on her bier, introduces several of the 
evening's motifs. The dancers-as-nymphs 
stand, their elbows into their waists and 
their sternums raised, and lightly sway side 
to side, in supplication and mourning. 
Their legs cross in relevé fifth and their 
wrists touch overhead, recalling the simple 
lines of a Grecian urn or the soft edges of a 
sigh. Everything makes sense as long as the 
dancers and the singers keep their places. 
But when Guillermo Resto crosses the line 
to approach Orfeo, worlds momentarily 
clash. It’s like watching the movie charac- 
ter in Woody Allen’s The Purple Rose of 
Cairo step off the silver screen. 

As for the ensemble pieces, the dance for 
the Furies, who bar Orfeo’s way to the Un- 
derworld, is the only one that’s vintage 
Morris. From its start (when the dancers 
form a human fence by standing spread- 
eagled, with wrists and ankles crossing 
their neighbors’) to its middle (where they 
fall like dominoes and in canon hurl imagi- 
nary balls of fire) to its end (when they’re 
calmed by Orfeo’s lyre and sit around him 
in a broken circle, then disperse by walking 
forward in relevé, as if asleep and treading 
on clouds) this dance holds life and death, 
beauty and ugliness, war and peace at once 
at its core. The same can’t be said for the 
dances that mark Orfeo’s crossing into 
Elysium and the close, when Euridice is 
again revived and everyone rejoices in the 
Temple of Love. Both carry the theme of 
Utopianism that’s in so much of Morris's 
work, and the last fully employs the circle 
that fills so many of his dances (and that 
gives his company the delightful look of 
friends just dancing together rather than 
formal performers). But nei- 
ther is tempered by a contrary 
side, and so instead of looking 
profound, they look undefined 
and at times even frothy. 

This rendition of Orfeo ed 
Euridice, it seems, just 
doesn’t have the scope that 
suits Morris best. He pays his 
respects to history — traces 
of Isadora Duncan and Ruth 
St. Denis glimmer through 
Adrianne Lobel's flowing 
white-silk draperies (now 
they conjure up Grecian 
columns, now the shadows of 
Hell) and the choreography’s 
free-spirited triplets and stark 
frieze-like arm positions — 
but history, in return, does 
not serve him terribly well. 
When I go see Mark Morris, | 
expect the dancing to bring 
the house down. a 






of Orfeo’s longing for his wife, though, 
Chance may not deserve all the blame. Tall, 
good-looking, with dark curly hair, and 
gowned in black with a purple sash, looking 
like Byron, he did respond to Morris’s plas- 
tique with remarkable agility. In act two, with 
the help of the warbling wind section, he 
convinced you of the ecstatic beauty of the 
Elysian fields. No wonder Euridice was re- 
luctant to leave. 

But Morris the stage director, in his fourth 
opera gig, let Chance down by never crystal- 
lizing an emotional center. He depicted 
Amor, who gives Orfeo the stipulation not to 
look back at Euridice, as an unthreatening, 
purely comic figure, a cheeky Cupid (sopra- 
no Christine Brandes) who cleans his nails 
with Orfeo’s suicide knife. In the Exit-from- 
the-Underworld scene, there was little chem- 
istry between Chance and his Euridice, so- 
prano Dana Hanchard (who projected hard- 
ly any voice at all). Without that sexual ten- 
sion, Morris's intriguing idea of hiding one 
or the other (or both) of the lovers behind set 
designer Adrianne Lobel's loosely flowing 
MGM soundstage drapery (a sort of gigantic 
white-chiffon hospital curtain on noisy over- 
head tracks) had no point. Elsewhere, stock 
operatic gestures and poses dominated. 

In the dances, especially the dance of the 
Furies, or the witty and touching rustic romp 
that Morris created to music Balanchine 
used for showing heavenly elegance (with 
equal tenderness and wit), everything sud- 
denly came alive, as if this dance equivalent 
of theatrical incidental music moved Morris 
more than the story surrounding it did — 
the very opposite of Gluck’s radical inten- 
tions. Morris knows how to move people 
(even opera singers) around a stage. Few 
Orfeos have ever been so fluid. But his im- 
ages rarely suggest any real engagement with 
the love story at the heart of this opera. 
Opening night, nearly 4000 people gave Or- 
feo a standing ovation. How much more 
would they have cheered if it were all it 
should have been? Q

Sontag’s Alice is like 
someone else’s dream

f you want to know why Alice is in 

bed or why she won't get out, go to 

the library and check out Jean 

Strouse’s 1980 biography of Alice 

James. If you want to muse along 
with Susan Sontag about what goes on in 
the mind of an obscure 19th-century 
neurasthenic with two famous brothers, go 
to the Hasty Pudding Theatre and check 
out Alice in Bed. 

ART’s New Stages '96 continues with 
Sontag’s phantasmagoric portrait of Alice 
James (1849-1892), known mostly (if at 
all) as the invalid sister of two American 
geniuses, novelist Henry James and psy- 
chologist and philosopher William James. 
Although the play reveals shards of Alice’s 
biography — her liberal education at the 
hands of her father, her move to London 
to live near Henry, her eventual death by 
cancer .rather than the suicide she wished 
for — these facts are merely incidental to 
Sontag’s primary concern: imagining the 
scarred psyche of this female Oblomov 
and making her somehow independent of 
her father, four brothers, and men in gen- 
eral. So, Sontag postulates an Alice con- 
fined to her bed by her own will and then 
doodles theatrically. 

Both the play and the production exhibit an 
intellectual and stylistic coolness that eschews 
sympathy or suspense and asks the audience 
to remain aloof. Under the direction of Bob 
McGrath, the play’s eight scenes shift back 
and forth between a downstage area where 


Alice (Stephanie Roth) lies in bed and 
receives visits from her nurse, her 
brother, and a cat burglar to an up- 
stage area where, when alone, she 
travels in her own mind to her past, 
to Rome, and to Wonderland. The 
characters are presented as ghostly 
presences, ghoulishly done up in 
black and white costumes and make- 
up. They speak in voices one step re- 
moved from the here and now, as if 
quoting themselves or reciting some- 
body else’s lines. Except for a brief fit, 
Roth’s Alice displays no suffering or 
torment. She is, if anything, a de- 
tached observer of her own condition. 

McGrath literalizes this sense of 
detachment in two heavy-handed 
ways. First, despite the relatively 
intimate confines of the Hasty Pud- 
ding, he has the actors wear body 
mikes (which don’t always work), 
so that their voices are mediated 
and relayed by the loudspeaker sys- 
tem. Then, he divides upstage from 
downstage with a scrim that at 
times serves as a screen on which 
still images, bits of film, and even 
lines of dialogue are projected. 
When Alice is not in bed and the 
action shifts upstage, the scrim is 
translucent and the scenes there 
must be viewed through this gauzy 
fourth-wall filter. Instead of giving 
Alice’s world an ethereal, other- 
worldly quality, the mikes and the 
scrim just make things fuzzy and 
inaccessible. 

Not so inaccessible that we cannot 
discern the lineaments of Alice’s land- 
scape of the mind. When Alice visits 
her father in his Cambridge study and 
asks permission to take her own life, 
it is the place of memory and re- 
pressed patricidal urges. When she 
delivers a long travelogue/monologue 
about the Rome in her mind, accom-

And, in the play’s most promising and disap- 
pointing scene, it is the realm of fantasy, of 
literature. 

In scene five, Alice James becomes a 
version of Lewis Carroll’s Alice and serves 
as hostess for a mad tea party attended by 
two historical and literary figures (Mar- 
garet Fuller and Emily Dickinson) and two 
mythic characters (Kundry from Wagner’s 
Parsifal and Myrtha, Queen of the Wilis, 
from the ballet Giselle). This scene, the 
only overt expression of the play’s broader 
feminist concerns, would seem to owe a 
debt to Caryl Churchill’s Top Girls as well 
as Carroll's Alice’s Adventures in Wonder- 
land. If we know enough about them (and 
the program notes are there to help), Al- 
ice’s famous guests can be seen as versions 
of her possible self: the proto-feminist in- 
tellectual, the parlor- poet who hides her 
light under a bushel, the sleepy but restless 
soul in limbo, the vengeful virgin. Are they 
also archetypes of Woman or alter egos of 
Sontag? Yes, perhaps, but this would be a 
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matter of interpretation and we all know 
who is against that. 

Who was Alice James and why should we 
care about her? We neither should nor 
shouldn't, the play suggests. Such questions 
are retrograde. They hark back to a pre- 
postmodern aesthetic that clings to linear 
narrative, sympathetic characters, and au- 
thorial presence in the work like mommy’s 
apron strings. It is sufficient, it-seems, that 
one of America’s leading intellectuals has 
been motivated to rescue Alice from the 
footnotes of literary history and ruminate 
on the faiJed or thwarted possibility of her. 
The impulse is both feminist and narcissis- 
tic, which makes the play exciting one mo- 
ment and irritating the next. It’s a bit like 
listening to a long account of somebody 
else’s dream. You want to be enthralled by 
the sudden transformations and freak oc- 
currences, but in the telling they lose their 
magic and become opaque, random, and 
inconsequential. Alice in Bed is Susan Son- 
tag’s dream about Alice James. QO

Tit or miss 


Purple Breasts explores the 
nightmare of breast cancer

ou have to give Purple 
Breasts title points — its 
lurid moniker grabs your 
attention in a way that Blue 
Window and even Red 
Noses do not. The play takes its name 
from the markings, apparently made in 


purple, that map the area of a patient’s 
body to be subjected to radiation in breast- 
cancer treatment. Indeed, Purple Breasts is 
about breast cancer. It’s a collaborative 
work, based in the particular case history 
of one of its creators but having broader 
ramifications in terms of what can be 
termed an epidemic. The brief theater 
piece, which begins by contrasting dry sci- 
ence to the primal iconography of the fe- 
male breast, plugs into some of our deep- 
est fears: loss of sexuality, loss of love, loss 
of life not to mention the breezy cal- 
lousness of modern medicine. It’s agitprop 
more than artistry, but it works on a very 
basic level. To me, though, it works better 
when kept simple, the play’s very human 
characters addressing each other and the 
audience, than when tarted up — as it 
sometimes is in Threshold Theatre’s pro- 
duction — in the clichés of classical 
tragedy and modern dance. 

Mind you, director Kate Caffrey did not 


invent these trappings. The play — which 
originated at San Jose City College and 
has been performed as far afield as the Ed- 
inburgh Festival — is written to incorpo- 
rate a Furies-like chorus played. by the 
same actors who represent the characters 
but gotten up in purple’ shmatas and rigid, 
transparent masks. I don’t mind the cho- 
rus or its sometimes bullying taunts and 
whispers, but it might be more consistent 
with the raw honesty of the work to have 
the ensemble function more like the Dead 
in Our Town and less like Martha Graham 
wanna-bes with attitude. Breast cancer is 
not mythic, it’s immediate — and damn 
scary, even without goblins in ponchos. 

The story of Purple Breasts, though, is 
affecting and informative, not without 
some efficacious touches, as when, at the 
end of a long flashback relating the main 
character’s early odyssey with cancer, she 
suddenly faces the audience and an- 
nounces, “Oh, my name is Zoe. I’m an ac- 
tress.” It’s as if the woman had become 
defined more by her disease than by her 
name or what she does. Certainly what 
happens to Zoe, described as “a healthy 
and vibrant woman in her 30s,” is any- 
one’s worst nightmare. Not only is she di- 
agnosed at a relatively young age with a 
cancer for which the treatment is barbaric 
and debilitating, but she soon learns the 
disease has darted about her body like a 
firefly, manifesting itself in secondary tu- 
mors in the lung and bone. 

In the non-linear but straightforward 
parts of Purple Breasts, we experience as-

pects of Zoe’s dehumanizing treatment; 
the strain, and in some cases breakdown, 
of her relationships with family and 
friends; her determinedly upbeat search 
for a cure, whether Eastern, homeopathic, 
chemical, or quack; and even her night- 
mares, which are filled with persistent if 
absurd pop-psychiatric blips of self-blame. 
Significantly, Zoe’s most. sympathetic con- 
nection is with longtime friend Beth rather 
than with husband David — though it 
must be said that, as with Angels in Ameri- 
ca’s Louis Ironson, the agony of a loving 
guy who can’t go the distance is given its 
due. 

At Threshold, Zoe.is played by fresh- 
faced Lizza Riley, whose health never 
seems’ to wane but who otherwise gives a 
convincing performance that does not es- 
chew the character’s stubbornness. When 
freed up from the ooga-booga and New 
Aginess of the choral interludes, the actors 
are for the most part believable in their 
roles, with Brigid O’Connor disarmingly 
real as Beth and Jeff Miller a sweet if ulti- 
mately overwhelmed David. Sheila Egan is 
amusing as the smug head of a Transcen- 
dental Center for Attitudinal Healing who 
wants Zoe to “take responsibility for her 
illness.” 

The real Zoe was Daryl Lindstrom, a 
Boston native and Emerson and BU grad- 
uate in theater who died in 1989. In the 
Plenty-like coda to Purple Breasts, the 
character confides that “on some days | 
feel immortal.” In a small but useful way, 
her collaborators have made her so. Q

ablo Picasso’s sex life is a 
subject that would seem 
to defy dullness. Even af- 
ter he was well into his 
eighth decade, Picasso 
maintained a formidable erotic appetite 
and enough sex appeal to keep it fed. And

nudes, the betoothed genitalia, the dark 
and sanguineous later palettes? Why did 
women find him so entrancing? 

In Pablo and Cleopatra (at the New 
Theatre Friday through Sunday through 
April 28), Rosanna Yamagiwa Alfaro 
takes a topic rich as chocolate mousse 
and makes it as unpalatable as a stale 
baguette. As she draws him, 
Pablo Picasso was just a run- 
of-the-mill asshole: egomani- 
cal and sexist in a kneejerk 
way, with little but his fame to 
recommend him. 

A local playwright who’s 
been produced nationally, Al- 
faro takes the artistic license 
that is her due and pairs the 
septuagenarian painter with a 
fictional lover named Cleo, a 
52-year-old sculptor who's been his 
model and main squeeze off and on for a 
decade and a half. Like Camille Claudel, 
Rodin’s ill-fated paramour, Cleo finds it 
hard to be both artist and muse, and 
Pablo does nothing to make her dual role 
any easier. From the start, he disparages 
both her art and her appearance. By the 
end of the play he’s actively trying to un- 
dermine her career. He doesn’t reach 
those depths of deviousness, however, 
until after a mercilessly noisy and noi- 
some interlude of erotic intrigue involv- 
ing a younger painter named Jean and 
Cleo’s 19-year-old niece, Danielle. 

In the opening scene, set in Paris dur- 
ing the 1950s, Pablo flirts with Danielle 
as Cleo looks anxiously on. Soon,

squabbling. By the final curtain, the char- 
acters end up pretty much where they 
started, though Danielle is decidedly the 
worse for wear. 

Director Rick DesRochers seems to 
have been torn between staging the annoy- 
ing play Alfaro wrote and the more off- 
beat, ambitious work the fertile subject in- 
vites. Barbara Blatner’s impressive musical 
score — for keyboard, cello, percussion, 
and recorder — is evocative and expertly 
performed, but its abstract originality 
throws the banality of the play into 
painfully sharp relief. Similarly, the simple, 
colorful sets and whimsical paper-cutout 
props, which might have complemented a 
livelier work, only underscore the cartoon- 


ishness of the characters. 
With little else to work 
with, the actors are forced to 
rely on sexual chemistry. Un- 
fortunately, they don’t man- 
age to create much, even 
when they're naked. As 
Pablo, Bill Mavis is hobbled 
not only by the pat boorish- 
ness of his character but also 
by the goofy fraudulence of 
his wig, which puckers up on 
the bald part and forms what seems to 
be a second mouth on the top of his 
head. June Lewin does what she can 
with Cleo, but neither she nor Karima 
Ridgley, as Danielle, sets off any. sparks, 
either with Mavis or with Dev Luthra, a 
stiff Jean. Pablo and Cleopatra is all over 
but the shouting almost as soon as the 
show begins. 

The same, alas, must said of Barbara 
Kahn’s Seating and Other Arrangements 
(at the Triangle: Theater Wednesday 
through Saturday through April 27). The 
play explores a lesbian romantic triangle 
rather than a heterosexual sexual square, 
but it’s tedious in the same ways Pablo 
is, and for similar reasons. For starters, 
the plot is predictable, the characters’ 
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he actors don’t 


manage to create much in the way of sexual chemistry. 


Danielle jilts Jean and becomes Pablo's 
lover. Cleo, her sexual confidence shaken 
by the apparent onset of menopause, gets 
exceptionally upset. Then, suddenly, she 
turns hysterical, and the first act ends 
with her suggesting that the three of them 
take a trip to hell. 

In the second act, they do. It’s a hell of 
their own making, and Cleo joins them 


| there. After Pablo sows the seed of a child 


neither he nor Danielle wants, Cleo takes 
up with Jean. Predictably, Pablo is then 
visited by the green-eyed monster and be- 
comes something of a monster himself. 
Jealous of Jean, of Cleo’s flowering ca- 
reer, and of Danielle's imagined lovers, 
he proceeds to make everyone miserable. 
Nastily and to little purpose, they all ar- 
gue ad nauseam, stopping only briefly to 


| seduce each other before resuming their 





motivations are murky, and the humor 
and characterizations are far too broad. 
The production’s problems make for a 
shorter list. Indeed, they can be boiled 
down to a single name: E Grace Noonan. 
To director Steven O’Donnell’s discredit, 
Noonan is cast in the pivotal role of Gina, 
who must choose between Robin, who 
dumped her and now wants her back, 
and Amy, the new flame who's Robin's 
polar opposite. Devery Doleman is com- 
pellingly natural as Amy, and Catherine 
Clark plays Robin with finesse. But Noo- 
nan’s overblown portrayal renders their 
characters’ relationships with Gina utterly 
incredible. Seldom missing a chance to 
mug, she performs like Carol Burnett do- 
ing a bad imitation of Jackie Gleason's 
Ralph Kramden. To the moon, Noonan.

Refueling the anti-entitlement message of 
their Contract on America, conservatives 
seem determined to outdo one another in 
Scrooge-like parsimony, scapegoating 
welfare recipients and the poor as the 
cause of every social blight. 

Into this vein of smug rhetoric, Amazing 
Grace, Jonathan Kozol’s exposé of life in 
the South Bronx, injects a desperately 
needed dose of reality. Based on a year 
Kozol spent interviewing the poorest of 
New York’s poor, the book unveils the 
truth about squalid living conditions, gut- 
ted educational facilities, crime, disease, 
and pandemic depression that plague these 
neighborhoods where the ‘city effectively 
conceals its underclass, keeping them out 
of sight and out of mind. Kozol is no 
stranger to poverty and discrimination: his 
first book, Death at an Early Age, which 
chronicled his work as a civil-rights activist 
and teacher of black fourth-graders in a 
segregated Boston school, won the Nation- 
al Book Award in 1968. Since then he has 
continued to track the country’s social 
problems, with such offerings as /Iliterate 
America and Rachel and Her Children: 
Homeless Families in America. In 1988, 
with Savage Inequalities, he returned to 
the issue of public education, contending 
that de facto segregation skews public- 
school demographics as severely as official 
segregation did more than 30 years ago. 

Amazing Grace broadens this argument, 
asking how slums like the South Bronx 
could exist after three decades of affirma- 
tive action and “consciousness-raising” 
about racial injustice. ‘He cites convincing 
statistics on culturally biased school-en- 
trange exams and employment cutbacks 
that target the urban working class. Forced 
to turn to the state for assistance, minority 
families find themselves in a’ dead-end spi- 
ral that lands them permanently in the 
ghetto. “Subsidized housing” in the South 
Bronx invariably means a rat-infested tene- 
ment straight out of Dickens's London, 
where the elderly freeze and children 
plunge to their deaths in elevator shafts. 
Venturing into the street could mean death 
by a stray bullet; jobs, for those lucky 





enough to find them, pay subsistence 
wages at best. AIDS has become a com- 
monplace killer of adults and children 
alike: terminally ill patients at Lincoln Hos- 
pital in the Bronx often lie for days on 
stretchers in the corridors, waiting for 
empty beds. When they dare to present 
their Medicaid cards at reputable hospitals 
like Mount Sinai, most of these people are 
flatly turned away. 

What distinguishes Kozol’s writing is that, 
though he’s conversant with statistics, he 
doesn’t confine himself to a “comfort zone” 
built on numbers and cold sociological par- 
lance. Instead, he records in their own words 
the South Bronx residents’ daily struggles, 
along with their surprising show of faith and 
hope. Through his compassionate lens, we 
witness AIDS patient Alice Wasngry strug- 
gling to get out of bed in the morning. 

This small corner of America remains un- 
changed by-the supply-side, voodoo eco- 
nomics that Reagan promised would trans 
form the South Bronx into a model of urban 
economic development when he used it as a 
backdrop for a photo-op in the early ‘80s. 
Kozol's glimpses of the spiritual strength of 
the poor amplify his attacks on the unfor- 
givable wrongs our society has heaped on 
them — the most draconian moralist 
couldn’t argue that the children in this book 
had done anything to deserve their harsh 
fate. Children more than anyone, he points 
out, have internalized the blatant message of 
our “new barbarism”; even the youngest un- 
derstand that they are unwelcome outside 
their own neighborhood. Yet they remain 
uncannily generous and trusting. When Ko- 
zol asks eight-year-old Cliffie why he gave 
his pizza — a rare treat — to a homeless 
man, the child replies, “God told us, 
‘Share!’ ” What is it, Kozol questions, that 
enables these children to pray, and “when 
they pray, what do they say to God?” 

As politicos rant on about “moral de- 
cline” among the poor, condescendingly 
charging that welfare entitlements “reward 
bad behavior” and “discourage indepen- 
dence,” Kozol leads us back to first princi- 
ples. He doesn’t deny that widespread 
drug addiction and crime haunt the South 
Bronx, or imply that its residents are be- 
yond reproach. But he does demonstrate 
that self-medication, hunger, fear, unem- 
ployment, and poor education in urban 
ghettos are mere symptoms of complex, 
entrenched social ills for which we all bear 
moral responsibility. To walk into the 
South Bronx and command the destitute to 
“Just get a job!” would be, he shows, akin 
to “walking into the intensive-care ward in 
a hospital and saying, ‘Rise!’ ” O

uby are a band, Lesley 
Rankine is their singer, 
and the single “Tiny Meat” 
is not about a puny pecker. 
“It’s about a fickle heart, 
not knowing the difference between love 
and lust,” Rankine says on the phone from 
St. Louis in the middle of Ruby’s tour. “I 
knew people were going to be thinking I was 
singing about some guy’s dick. That was 
part of the reason in naming it that.” 

Whatever. One little penis crammed in 
amid all the body parts and sexual imagery 
of Salt peter (Creation), Ruby’s debut, 
wouldn't be so outrageous. One little penis 
is not exactly a fart in church to the woman 
who used to howl alongside the erotic holy 
hell of Silverfish in the late ’80s/early 90s. 
She who once shrieked about having “28 
million eggs in my throat.” She of the old 
saw “Hips tits lips power” on Silverfish’s 
1992 Organ Fan (Creation). 

“Tiny Meat” is a perfect terror of a song, 
the perfect balance of disdain and strength, 
the perfect introduction to Ruby. Not many 
songs come crashing out of the speakers 
the way “Tiny Meat” does. Or put such sol- 
id shape to romantic indecision: “Fit to 
burst I’m in love. No no no, you silly girl.” 
Silverfish’s monochrome roar foretold 
nothing of Ruby's taut emotion or diverse, 
delicious grooves. That's why Salt peter is 
such a jewel; expectations can’t be dashed 
where there are none. 

Nevertheless, there were hints. Rankine, 
who hails from a “wee town on the outskirts 
of Edinburgh,” spent some time with indus- 
trial wisenheimers Pigface, singing on some 
of that band’s more solemn, graceful num- 
bers. The lovely, expressive voice on the gor- 
geous “Chikasaw” (from 1994's Notes from 
Thee Underground) was Rankine’s. She re- 
did “Chikasaw” for Salt peter, because, she 
says, “the music didn’t suit the lyrics. It was 
too up,’and big and kind of pompous. I like 
it, but | thought it could be done different- 
ly.” Where she heard pomposity, others are 
just as likely to have been caught up in the 
sweeping melancholy of the number. 
“Carondelet” (“Chikasaw” on the Pigface 
version) is a flat, anemic footnote on Salt 
peter, the solitary slip-up. 

The Ruby songwriting method (Rankine 
writes the material with Mark Walk, who also 
produced Salt peter) allows her voice and 
words the freedom to swoop and fly in ways 
not possible in either Pigface or Silverfish. 
Pigface put most of their weight into making 
funny collages with nice big beats. In Silver- 
fish, too, the words were written around the 
music. The opposite is true of Ruby, where, 
says Rankine, “I write to some simple four- 
bar loop, and then we get rid of it and start 
writing the music around the vocals.” 

Something in the way Rankine juxtaposes 
stark dance rhythms and thorny tension be- 
neath a blanket of yearning is enough to con- 
jure thoughts of early Nine Inch Nails. She 
sees that comparison as wrongheaded, but 
there are parallels. Where NIN were Trent 
Reznor’s baby, Ruby are essentially just 
Rankine and Walk. On tour Rankine brings 
in “friends of friends” to form a proper band. 
Like Pretty Hate Machine, Salt petér seethes 
with a bitterness that seems targeted toward 
a particular doer-of-evil; the “you” feels pre- 
cise. Both albums are remarkable for their 
range and two-fisted grip on melody and dis- 
quietude. But where Trent's piss/vinegar 
stew has had a few years to reach room tem- 
perature, Ruby’s is still icy raw. 

Essence of Ruby can be found distilled in 
the lexicon lesson on the sleeve of Salt peter: 
“Revenge (revenj) n: A dish best served 
cold.” “Too many things can be done in the 
heat of the moment that you'll regret after- 
ward,” Rankine says. “I came back to Lon- 





don and found out a few things that had 
been going on in my absence. Salt peter is 
my revenge. People that I had considered 
friends for a long time just turned out to be 
real shitheads.” 

Said shitheads are no doubt a target for 
the title gesture in “Flippin’ tha Bird.” 
“Flippin’ ” launches the disc, and Rankine 
launches “Flippin’ ” with a question: “Why 
can't I feel the things that I’m supposed 
to?” The backdrop is sparse, just a slow 
drum-bass arrangement; and her voice is 
less a complaint than a statement of fact. 
She does sound half-numb, and it’s a suit- 
ably chilly entrée to the disc. 

As sporting as it is to play around with 
Rankine-Reznor analogies, one gaping dif- 
ference remains: Rankine’s gender perme- 
ates everything she touches, unceremonious- 
ly. There was nothing stilted in her “Hips 
Tits Lips Power” call-to-arms, and there’s 
nothing stilted when, on Salt peter’s “Heidi,” 
she intones “I can speak so softly because | 
hold so much power.” Somewhere between 
“Hips” and “Heidi” Rankine learned the 
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PARALLELS: the stark rhythms and thorny tension conjure early Nine Inch Nails. 
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power of intricacy and restraint, In her song- 
writing, she says, “I don’t like being obvious 
and up front. I try to convey some kind of 
aesthetic rather than telling somebody exact- 
ly what I think — to create a certain kind of 
imagery that makes it a song, or to the point 
of making it some kind of poetry.” 

The poetry Rankine creates with “Heidi” 
is unsettling and creepy. When she sings 
“You'd put me in the ground” against a 
calm shuffle, the starkness of that scenario is 
offset by the way she damn well sounds in 
control of the situation. She surely wouldn't 
be the one who winds up as worm food. She 
also holds sway, to a point, in the volup- 
tuous pulse of “Paraffin,” about a guy who 
gets snared by the adhesive properties of a 
woman's vagina. In the end, the slug breaks 
loose and all the woman’s left with is the 
stink of sex. But at least she tried. 

Ass. ‘Neck. Head. Heart. Hand. Spine. 
Eye. Crack. Rankine’s writing is crammed 
with body parts, or the suggestion thereof. 
All that flesh-and-gutsiness fills Ruby’s songs 
with a lustiness beyond the sultry dance 
rhythms. “Body parts just sound great,” she 
says. “And they create great imagery. I al- 
ways like to write really physically. Especially 
when I haven't got anything in my mind that 
I particularly want to write about.” 

Those bodily images, paired with a guitar- 
drum combo pressed in frantic knots, give 
“Pine” enough tension and dread to recall 
the Pixies in their broken-bones-and-eye- 
ball-slicing heyday. Midway through it stops 
dead, only to have Rankine suck in a lungful 
of air and get scary all over again: “I picked 
this pine/Stuck in my side/I’ve made my 
head/And there I'll hide.” “Like any good 
nightmare, “Pine” uncages demons that are 
difficult to define. 

Salt peter’s demons do make a point of 
hovering in mysterious forms; the foe some- 
times seems as much internal as external. In 
“Hoops,” Rankine offers the threat/boast, 
“You've never seen what I could do/Like 
run a mile and jump hoops, too.” The spirit 
of “Hips Tits Lips Power” has remodeled it- 
self into something more intricate. 
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In conversation, Rankine is less equivocal 
about gender. “Today is not the day to be 
banging your head against a brick wall. if 
you're a woman. Today is the day to just get 
the fuck on with it. There will be a lot of 
people that try and stop you from doing 
what you want to do, and you just have to 
be totally blinkered and totally belligerent. 

“I think women have spent too long con- 
cerning themselves with what men are do- 
ing. We were taught that it was the most im- 
portant thing in our life to have a man, and 
it’s not. It’s bullshit. The most important 
thing in our life is to have us. | kind of like 
talking about what I think about it.” 

So how do men respond to her? Does she 
get boy groupies? “Yeah, | suppose, but | 
think groupie is a condescending, insulting 
term. Some people I would call groupies, | 
suppose, but most people are just fans.” 

Perhaps she’s so levelheaded because she’s 
a rock singer by happenstance. Fine art was 
her original ambition; she was at college 
“making books and taking-photos” when Sil- 
verfish got organized. “If | had enough time 
I would do as much painting and photogra- 
phy as I do music.” For now, designing the 
artwork for her discs has to suffice. She 
painted album covers for Silverfish, and she 
conceived the abstractions for Salt peter. 

Incidentally, saltpeter is a chemical used 
to manufacture dynamite. It’s also used in 
prisons and the military to suppress the male 
libido. To pickle meat, tiny and otherwise. 
Rankine happened to hear the term tossed 
about more than once in a single day. “I 
think it’s just kinda funny. It immediately 
appealed to my sense of humor when | 
found out what it meant.” 

And if the disc takes off into the sales 
stratosphere, how will she react? “Oh God, 
I don’t know. I think I’d probably go insane 
and then go and become a hermit on top of 
a mountain somewhere.” 

Once there, she could:always open a 
meat-pickling business. Q

Guster wuss out; 


the Nines kick ass

f you've checked the concert list- 
ings lately, you may have noticed 
that an outfit called Guster is head- 
lining Avalon this Saturday night. 
This is a gig usually reserved for 
major-label bands with a national follow- 
ing, but Guster come in with just one in- 
die-label CD to their credit. They’re ex- 
pected to draw a healthy crowd despite the 
double-digit ticket price. Just 
one question: who the hell 
are they? 

The odds are good you've 
never heard of Guster (who 
were called Gus until they 
discovered nine other Guses 





that’s packed their gigs and 

bought 12,000 copies of their 

CD, Parachute (produced by Mike Den- 
neen and released two years ago on 
Rhythmic). Formed at Tufts University 
when all three members were juniors (they 
graduated last May), Guster are living 
proof that one can bypass the usual chan- 
nels — Boston radio, local press, the Mid- 
die East and T.T.’s — and build a follow- 
ing among a usually untapped market. 

“I hate to use the word ‘grassroots’ be- 
cause it evokes images of Phish and the 
Grateful Dead,” notes singer/guitarist 
Ryan Miller. “We started out like every- 
body else, jamming in the dorm room 
writing songs, and our first gig was at the 
Black Rose. People started getting our al- 
bum and giving it to their friends, and by 
our senior year we were doing more tour- 
ing than going to college. We didn’t real- 
ize that 12,000 copies was good until 
people started telling us, ‘Hey, you've 
sold a lot of albums.’ ” 

The Avalon show is the next step up, 
since they've sold out the Paradise and 
Mama Kin in recent months. “This isn’t us 
renting the room and sucking it up,” 
Miller points out. “We’re booked by Pretty 
Polly, and we've had a good relationship 
with Don Law for the past couple of years. 
But we're very much a word-of-mouth 
thing. We've developed a lot of secondary 
markets between Maine and DC, and a lot 
of them are going to be roadtripping to the 
show on Saturday.” They've also built 
their business by enlisting “Guster reps,” 
fans of the band who are enlisted for free 
to sell copies of the CD on campus. 

It’s a safe bet that a chunk of Guster’s 
audience is still the collegiate. crowd 
that’s followed Phish and other hippie- 
jam outfits. And Guster would seem an 
unlikely candidate for that audience — in 
part because their style is so different. 
This is no jam band but a harmony-driv- 
en trio whose instrumental line-up con- 
sists of two acoustic guitarists (Miller and 


| Adam Gardner) and one bongo player 


(Brian Rosenworcel). And unlike jam- 
ming bands who rotate hours’ worth of 
material at gigs, Guster have a repertoire 
of about two dozen songs, half of which 
are on the CD and the rest of which are 
likely for the follow-up. 

My own copy of Parachute has been sit- 
ting untouched since a perfunctory spin 
when it arrived, so | dug out the disc after 
the interview and gave it another shot. And 
| had the same reaction I'd had first time 
around: | don’t get it. Specifically, | don’t 
get what 12 people would find exciting 
about this band, much less 12,000. 

Unless you really get off on mediocre 
pop groups who take themselves way too 
seriously, that is. What I hear on the disc 
is an overload of polish and an underload 
of content. The Gusters have learned to 
do harmonies and they've learned to do 
acoustic arrangements that aren't overly 
thin. They just haven't learned to write 
anything that justifies the effort. Their 
lyrics ring with that freshman-English 
quality of sensitive guys who've just start- 
ed to learn that the world is complicated 
(“Where is the boy/So happy to be near it 
all/He’s lost in the shadow/In a little piece 
of me so small”). And there’s a self-righ-

teous tone in the vocals that seems to in- 
sist these are deep thoughts you're hear- 
ing. The music here is lightweight enough 
to make Machinery Hall sound like 
Slughog, which might be excusable if any 
of their hooks or melodies were halfway 
memorable. 

Making matters worse, they evidently 
balance the earnestness on stage with 
cutesy-poo humor. Miller mentions that 
they’ve done covers of unlikely hits (Nine 
Inch Nails’ “Down in It” and a Lionel 
Richie medley), and that 
they're planning to have ex- 
aggerated arena-rock trap- 
pings (smoke machines and 
a “flaming skeleton ban- 
ner”) at the Avalon show. 
Trouble is, both kinds of 
jokes have been overplayed 
for years: Top 40 covers are 
always an easy way to get 
attention, and the metal 
send-ups have always been 
an easy way for acoustic bands to say, 
“Look, mom, we’re acoustic.” True, | 
haven’t yet seen Guster pull either stunt, 
but the dumb photo in the concert ads of 
the band in disco suits is enough to make 
one fear the worst. 

At least Miller 
doesn’t pretend that 
Guster are anything 
they’re not. “We're 
wuss rock,” he says 
frankly. “We're not a 
loud pop band like Let- 
ters to Cleo or Buffalo 
Tom.” 

Why the acoustic 
setting? 

“Because it works. 
We weren't trying to 
do something uncon- 
ventional, but it hap- 
pened this way and it 
worked. If we added a 
drum kit, for example, 
it would overshadow 
what Brian’s doing on 
percussion. When we 
started, people asked 
if we wanted stools to 
sit on, but we’re about 
as far from folk as you 
can get. I like to think 
we're pushing the lim- 
its of our instru- 
ments.” (Hate to bring 
this up, but there are 
other acoustic-gui- 
tarists out there

THE NINES. The more mediocre pop 
outfits one encounters, the more one ap- 
preciates a band like the Nines. They 
don’t know jack about marketing or pro- 
motion, but they have become adept at 
two things: writing "em and playing ‘em. 
Singer/guitarist Evan Shore has been 
cranking out concise little gems since he 
was the main writer in the Voodoo Dolls, 
a long-underrated band who fell apart 
two years ago (their singer, Cam Ack- 
land, has since returned to his old gig-as 
singer for the Prime Movers). Shore and 
co-guitarist Dave Harrison changed the 
name and carried on. They're joined in 
the Nines by drummer Linda Koury and 
new bassist Bob Skaltsis (who got the gig 
despite having been in the Lines, a band 
best known for a rather crummy version 
of “Dirty Water”). 

After a handful of singles, the Nines 
make their CD debut with the six-song 
mini-album Hi Fi Lo Mein (Clamarama); 
they'll celebrate with a gig at Mama Kin 
tomorrow (Friday). If you liked the 
Voodoo Dolls you'll like this, though the 
Nines don’t have exactly the same sound. 
Whereas the Voodoo Dolls would proudly 
own up to the garage-band tag, the Nines 
are closer to a classic-model pop group, 
putting a bit more emphasis on the tunes 
than the backbeat. EP producer Drew 
Townson accents those leanings, bringing 
out the four-part harmonies without turn- 
ing the guitars too far down. 

“When we started out, we definitely 
sounded like the Voodoo Dolls without 
Cam,” Shore admits. “But I think we've 
found our own sound now. Having four 
people who can sing helped push us in a

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lished hasn't been easy — especially since | 
their last gig was a Clamarama showcase 
at the Middle East that ended early be- | 
cause nobody had shown up. 

“Well, there was a lot going on that 
night. We were up against Frank Black, | 
and Crown Electric Company was across | 
the street [at the Phoenix Landing]. Sure, | 
it was easier in the Voodoo Dolls, where 
our third show was opening for the Ra- | 
mones, but you learn to play your best, | 
whether or not there’s people there. There 
were also times in the Voodoo Dolls where | 
we played to nobody; we even drove to 
Baltimore to play to nobody. By now we're 
real good at playing to nobody.” 

There’s no wasted time on the Nines’ 
CD, only one of whose songs passes the 
three-minute mark (and that not by 
much). Shore specializes in catchy, upbeat 
songs about getting dumped by one’s girl- 
friend, though for variety’s sake the EP 
leads off with “I Can't Keep It a Secret,” a 
catchy, upbeat song about not getting 
dumped by one’s girlfriend. 

“That’s our garage roots coming out,” 
Shore says. “Like, how many garage 
songs have you heard with the word ‘lies’ 
in the title? That's what I hated about the 
grunge revolution: the songs had to have 
deep meanings all the time, never mind 
whether they had melodies. For us, the 
melody is the most important thing; the 
second most important is that the band 
kicks your ass." Give ‘em a chance and 
the Nines will do just that

Guitarist Bill Frisell has heard America 
singing. And in the slow, spacious are- 
na of his music, show tunes mingle 
with C&W, gospel, 
blues, rock, R&B, and 
Hollywood soundtracks. 
Whereas eclectics like 
John Zorn orchestrate 
train-wreck crashes be- 
tween genres, Frisell 
mixes his sources gently, 
with deliberation and 
dry humor.

The 
arrival of his new Quar- 
tet (Nonesuch) and a 
rare solo performance 
he played at Scullers a 
week ago provide a 
glimpse into his dis- 
turbingly familiar and 
reassuringly strange mu- 
sic.

The interplay of 
Kang’s violin (which can be light and 
airy or harsh and gritty) with the dark, 
soft textures of Ron Miles’s trumpet 
and the vocal grumbling of Fowlkes 
creates some startling and lovely 
sounds. Frisell himself remains firmly 
within the ensemble, mimicking the 
sounds of animals, machines, or other 
instruments; using the vocabulary of 
jazz, country, blues, or rock guitar to 
emphasize the references in the writ- 
ing; creating unique timbres that en- 
large the overall sound of the band. 
Most of the compositions on Quar- 
tet were written for television or film, 
including the animated television spe- 
cial Tales from the Far Side, by Frisell’s 
neighbor, the cartoonist Gary Larson, 
and Convict 13, a film by the comedian 
who inspired Frisell’s last two albums, 
Buster Keaton. On “Bob's Monster,” 
the instruments alternate between in- 
terlocking in a wide-interval vamp 


| (even without a drummer, they main- 


tain a firm sense of time) and playing 


| Frisell’s variations on “Deep in the 


| Heart of Texas.” 


As the repeated fig- 
ure changes shape and color, Kang

JOAN OSBORNE: 
ERIC’S TRIP 


Producer Rick Chertoff failed to make 
Sophie B. Hawkins a household name. 
That’s a result no different from those 
achieved by all the other US producers 
who think it’s smart to make a wa- 
tered-down version of dreamy Eu- 
ropop conform to American tastes. But 
Chertoff has at last 
got his muse. By 
turning to the blues- 
singing, folk-rock 
mannerist Joan Os- 
borne, and producing 
her first major-label 
CD’s big hit, the ur- 
ban gospel song 
“One of Us,” he has 
landed himself a kind 
of modernist answer 
to P | Harvey (and 
more record sales 
than Harvey’ll likely 
ever achieve). 
Osborne performs 
gutsy songs redolent 
of Janis Joplin in a 
hoarse, ironic voite 
that sometimes feels 
like Sinéad O’Con- 
or, Stevie Nicks, 
even Marianne Faith- 
full. She writes some 
of her lyrics (“Spider 
Web,” about a dream 
in which Ray Charles 
tells Osborne he can 
see again but doesn’t 
sing any more, is a 
good one) and backs 
herself up with a 
four-piece rock band. 
Centerpiece of the 
Osborne band is gui- 
tarist Eric Bazilian, a 
master embroiderer 
whose slithery runs 
feel like an Osborne 
itch being scratched. 
Osborne needs 
Bazilian’s fussy detail 


she is, most times, a very clumsy 
singer. She does have an easy-flowing, 
country soprano, and she uses all of it 
to make “One of Us” feel like a revela- 
tion believed. But this voice never reap- 
pears throughout Relish (Mercury), 


and more’s the pity. Perhaps if the | 
Kentucky-born singer weren’t trying to |

no. She adopts influences that are | 
wrong for her, partly because that’s | 
what folk rock sounds like ,in the Age | 
of Attitude, partly because she obvious- | 


ly loves her blues to be as big-hipped 
as possible. 

And if attitude’s chief attribute is to 
impede the real world? Enter Eric 
Bazilian. Unhappily all he can do, 
sometimes, is steal the show. Because 
the chief themes of Relish are real- 
world indeed: the desire to get laid, ad- 
dressed by “Let’s Just Get Naked,” 
“Right Hand Man,” and “Help Me” (a 
reconfigured Sonny Boy Williamson 
song); and, in “Man in the Long Black 
Coat” and “Dracula Moon,” the lurk- 
ing presence of the dark side of life. 
Singing with attitude, as Osborne likes 
to do, may magnify the smell of horni- 
ness or intensify the fearfulness of a 
bad end — but perfume and melodra- 
ma don’t exactly call a spade a spade. 
What one remembers from “Help 
Me,” after Osborne's flimsy brush past 
Williamson's sly-smile vocal, is Mark 
Egan’s five-note blues bass lines. 

On stage at the Orpheum last Sat- 
urday, Osborne sang most of Relish 
and really seemed to enjoy herself, as 
well a VH-1 star might, on her first 
big tour, playing to a full house of 
slightly rumpled ex-urbanites of many 
sexual persuasions. Eric Bazilian was 
there, and he too was noticed, a lot, 


as his guitar frissons made “Dracula 
Moon,” “Spider Web,” and the 
bawdy “Right Hand Man” (the CD's 


second single) shine. But the skinny 
blonde Osborne looked silly and 
overmatched trying to force the lurk- 
ing menace of “Help Me” into female 
shape. Neither was she able to focus 
in on the lyric preciseness of “Man in 
the Long Black Coat” — a Bob Dy- 
lan song better performed solo than 
by a loud band. 

She did sing “One of Us,” but she 
flubbed the “no one calling on the 
phone, ‘cept the pope maybe in Rome” 
punch line — maybe because she re- 
members Sinéad O'Connor only too 
well and knew she was in very Catholic 
Boston. A bit of vulnerability, however, 
makes sense in a song that asks what if 
God were “just a slob like one of 
us .. . a Stranger on the bus trying to 
make his way home?” Eloquent words. 
Guess who wrote 'em? Big prize if you 
answered “Eric Bazilian.”

ack in the early days of 
glasnost, a group of 
American doctors trav- 
eled to what was then 
the Soviet Union for a 
conference on mental health. Now, any- 
one even remotely familiar with the legacy 
of brutal repression that tainted Soviet 
psychiatry will understand that this sym- 
posium constituted of a meeting of am- 
bassadors from two radically different 
worlds. I heard about the event from one 
of the participating psychiatrists a few 
months later. And the one anecdote he re- 
lated that stuck with me concerned a lec- 
ture that one of his colleagues delivered 
on eating disorders — a subject that’s be- 
come a lucrative staple of the American 
talk-show circuit but one that seemed to 
make little or no impression on the Soviet 
psychiatrists gathered at the conference. 
Apparently, the American psychiatrists 
reasoned, food in the Soviet Union was 
simply not available in the quantities or 
varieties that would support the prolifera- 
tion of eating disorders. : 

Here in the US, despite those curtail- 
ments that the Republican Congress has 
tried to place on welfare programs, we still 
live in a society consumed by the plentiful 
rainbow-assortment food products it con- 
sumes, both literally (“Mad Cow Disease,” 
e-coli, heart disease, etc. . . .) and figura- 
tively (obsessive dieting, looming Golden 
Arches, product placement in films and 
TV, etc. . . .). Nobody in pop music seems 
to have a better handle on this then Miho 
Hatori, the Tokyo-born frontwoman of the 
NYC duo Cibo Matto, a name that trans- 
lates from Italian as “Food Crazy.” 

On Viva! La Woman (Warner Bros.), 





the group’s highly ac- 
claimed debut, Hatori 
sings, screams, squeals, 
and talks about everything 
from fallen apples and 
prickly artichokes to beef 
jerky and blue chicken, 
stopping along the way to 
taste spicy ite cream and 
spoiled birthday cake. 
She’s like a mischievous 
kid left unattended at a 
buffet table and reveling 
in the opportunity to let 
her imagination roam 
freely as her innocent 
hands wander from plate 
to plate. Sometimes, 
when the sugar-buzz 
overwhelms her, she be- 
comes a woman pos- 
sessed, frantically build- 
ing cryptic monoliths out 
of “extra sugar/extra 
salt/extra oil/and MSG” 
(“Birthday Cake”), like 
Richard Dreyfuss and his 
mashed potatoes in Close 
Encounters of the Third 
Kind. 

Hatori’s partner in 
crime, and the woman 
who makes all this mis- 
chief possible, is Yuko Honda, another 
Japanese-born transplant to the land of 
two percent milk and Sue Bee honey (ac- 
tually, Manhattan’s Lower East Side). 
Honda’s passion is for the startling array 
of sounds that envelop our supermarket 
society, which she rummages through 
with the reckless enthusiasm of a bargain 
hunter set loose at a clearance sale. She 
collects sonic snippets on her low-tech

Tripping the light 
fantastic with new techno 


by Norman Weinstein 


ere’s an experiment in 

musical thinking you can 

try next time you shop at 

your favorite music 

store. Ask the salesper- 
son just what “techno” designates. One 
responded to me in this fashion: “It’s 
kind of a combination of new age and 
avant-garde electronic, disco, folk, some- 
times funk, maybe jazz, and... ” I nod- 
ded to let him off the hook. Let’s just call 
it a broad spectrum of electronic pop mu- 
sic, emphasizing dance grooves or medi- 

| tational atmospheres. Six new discs dis- 
close just how musically substantial this 
genre is becoming. 

The Eternal Sky (Hypnotic/Cleopatra) 
is a first release by Anubian Lights, an 
eight-man group comprising former 
members of Hawkwind and Pressure- 

| head. Those band names might suggest 

| schlock, heavy-metal overstatement; but 
this is a very refined and understated 
group of visionary musicians. The vision 
that unifies this album is one of Egyptian 
mysticism: the band take their name from 
Anubis, the guardian spirit of dead souls. 
The CD booklet offers an occult/science- 
fiction story that Anubian Lights expand 
upon in I1 tunes ranging from percus- 
sion jams with a Near East tone (“Soul 
Herder,” “Medulla Mirage”) to alluring 
romps into guitar-driven neo-psychedelic 
song (“Grid Coordinate — Vorp One”). 
Nik Turner shines on flute and sax, Si- 
mon House on electric violin; and every- 
one uses electronics tastefully in the ser- 
vice of making a mystical tale pleasurable 
as well as credible. 

A rewarding sonic journey without 
galactic overtones can be taken via 
Adam Shaikh’s Journey to the Sun (In- 
stinct). This is essentially Shaikh’s sonic 
scrapbook, the result of traveling 
months through India with a DAT 
recorder. The musical high points are all 
sampled: young girls singing folk tunes 
in the Himalayas, flute and sitar masters 
playing in the cities. Wrapped around 
these moments are dense clouds of static 
chords from synthesizers, suggesting a 
state of reverie., Like The Eternal Sky, 
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this album uses electronic colors to 
move a compelling story along. 


A less pop-oriented 
direction in techno is 
offered on Gang of 
Two (Artifact Record- 
ings) by electronic 
composers Philip 
Perkins and Scott Fras- 
er, who call themselves 
“The Bifurcators.” This 
music is as structurally 
sophisticated as Stock- 
hausen’s, relying upon 
a wide range of acous- 
tic and electronic in- 
strumentation as well 
as high-tech computers 
and possessing an im- 
mense emotional ap- 
peal. “White Eagles,” a 
monumental protest 
against the Bosnian 
war, samples Slavic 
women singing folk 
tunes in close harmony. 
Counterpointing their 
joyous songs are the 
mournful sounds of 
Fraser’s sparsely picked 
electric guitar and 
Perkins’s bowed elec- 
tric bass. This is a story 
of Bosnia no news ser- 
vice conveys. The three 
other compositions, all 
nonpolitical, are equally 
involving, two being at- 
mospheric pieces play- 
ing on the similarities 
between flowing pat- 
terns of sound and nat- 
ural light. 

The storytelling im- 
pulse is less explicitly 
programmatic in 
Transmissions from the 
Planet Dog (Mam- 
moth), a four-artist 
compilation on two 
discs. Toby Marks, 
recording as “Banco 
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De Gaia,” takes a similar approach to 
Adam Shaikh’s: lots of sampling of 
Third World musics in the field. He’s a 
less-convincing musical storyteller, 
though; the ironies of his stylistic juxta- 
positions seem overdone. Far better are 
Timeshard, a talented trio of UK musi- 
cians who layer sitar and tablas on top 
of a loopy dance groove. This is primo 
“ethnotechno,” a mix of traditional tribal 
and modern electronic pop for dancing. 
Similar to Timeshard are Eat Static and 
Children of the Gong, both purveyors of 
crazed dance grooves decorated with 
ethnic trappings. 

Future Primitives, by Intermix (ESP- 
Sun), takes the “ethnotechno” approach 
of the Planet Dog artists into a sinister- 
sounding realm. Bill Leeb and Rhys Ful- 
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ber, formerly of Front Line Assembly, 
bring their gothic and industrial sensibil- 
ities to an album of neo-tribal rhythms. 
This could serve as an ideal soundtrack 
for a B-film about traditional Bushmen | 
fending off attacks from laser-armed sol- 
diers of fortune. 
Not all techno relies on a link to narra- 
tive or amphetamine-paced tribal/mod- | 
ern rhythm jams. Freezone 2: Variations | 
on a Chill (SSR/Crammed Discs) is a 
two-disc compilation of coolly executed 
trip-hop, acid house, and ambient dub. 
Black Star Liner and Sentinel blend laid- 
back reggae rhythms with muted elec- 
tronic colors. The other 22 groups also 
demonstrate that high-tech tunes can of- 
fer balm for the weary soul seeking a 
cool nirvana. Q

Backyard 
Barbecue Broadcast (Koch), the new 
disc, which includes a few hard-to-spot 
older songs, was recorded for New Jer- 
sey radio station WFMU as part of its 
weekly live show The Music Faucet. 

Singer/songwriter/guitarist Howe 
Gelb often pulls words through his 
schnozzle in a way that’s either endear- 
ing or enraging, depending. His distinc- 
tive plaint sits in a particularly promi- 
nent spot ’round the WFMU campfire, 


| where there’s virtually no padding or 


volume. So Backyard Barbecue Broad- 
cast is a rigorous test of his appeal as a 


| songwriter and as a vocalist. And he tri- 
| umphs for the simple reason that he’s 


got plenty of screwball charm. Over the 
years he has evoked scenes that haunt 
and disturb: images of blue-lit ropes at- 
tached to bellybuttons, moss being 
scraped from bones, etc., linger like 
some kind of sick joke. Somehow Giant 
Sand’s kookiness isn’t too dangerous 
— maybe because of Gelb’s quaint side. 
As when he lamented that the “poor lit- 
tle universe/has stubbed its thing” on 


| the title track of 1992's Center of the 


Universe (Restless). In any case, shafts 
of light have pierced the gloom since 
their first record, 1985's Valley of Rain 
(Enigma), when “Maybe we're just 
waking up to die” became “Maybe we’re 
just waking up to try” at the end of 
“Death Dying and Channel 5.” 

The heart of Backyard Barbecue 
Broadcast beats more quietly, and takes 
longer to appreciate, than the earlier, 
rockin’ incarnation of Giant Sand. You 


| have to be in the proper mood to plunge 


into the ragamuffin folksiness and ec- 


| centricity of it, especially given the 





opener, “BBQ Suite,” a 23-minute com- 
pendium of five songs rolled into one. 
Right off there’s a melodic shuffle of 
harmonica and guitar and Gelb’s voice 
comes in crackly and hoarse, singing of 
a “big quagmire” and “love as a heat- 


seeking missile.” An exquisite steel gui- 


tar wavers in the breeze and a dog 
barks. And then Gelb’s sitting at “the 
counter of intelligence,” java in hand, 
trying to figure out things he doesn’t 
know. Wistful and weird, “Good and 
Gone” is itself a gentle mystery. 

In the face of cryptic words, the song 
titles lend a bit of definition. The gui- 
tar/drum pulse of “Romance of 
Falling” is unsettled and urgent, and 
Gelb’s croak is downright tuneless. In 
the most lucid moments he sings, 
“Dancing drunk on the edge of love” 
and “Her eyes were blank, man, | 
thought they were loaded.” But the re- 
strained insistence of the rhythm is 
what speaks the loudest about a heart 
out of control. 

“Seashells” emerges from “Romance 
of Falling.” It’s an undulating sliver of 
steel set against Gelb’s mumble-singing 
a puzzle about a so very happy Fourth 
of July and the swamps of Joisey. Mid- 
way through he interrupts his song to 
offer a burger to the resident pooch. 
Placid and slight, the number doesn’t 
aim for tons of import. In fact, that 
freewheeling artless spirit is what's 
most attractive about Backyard Barbe- 
cue and Giant Sand in general. But it’s 
also to blame for the whiff of self-indul- 
gence that can lurk amid all the pitter- 
patter and willful weirdness. 

“Mope-A-Long” works because it 
settles into a simple groove and rides it 
to the end. A slow drum-and-bass shuf- 
fle is hard to beat, and not even Gelb’s 
bizarre words can dampen the song’s 
easy country sway. But by the time 
“Lean” bleeds out of “Mope-A-Long” 
and Gelb is chanting, “You are mul- 
lusks in a shell/You and your cahh- 
rrrr. .. ,” the insanity verges on te- 
dious. So it’s a relief when his mis- 
chievous side kicks in: “They’re still 
husking out in the doo/If you muster 
you sure can pull through too.” The 
silliness redeems it. 

Still, Backyard Barbecue’s spontaneity 
can fizzle when the new versions are held 
up to the originals. “Get To Leave” sput- 
ters along, never igniting here, whereas 
the Long Stem Rant (Demon) version 
from seven years ago was fast and urgent, 
if not groundbreaking. There’s something 
to be said for sticking to a script, even if 
it means losing the haphazard charm of 
barking dogs and splashing in the pool. O

The ’bone’s master blaster 
gets a Harvard féte

t’s not much of an exaggeration to 
say that there are two eras of jazz 
trombone: before J.J. Johnson and 
after. He virtually invented modern 
jazz trombone technique. As the 
first trombonist to meet the fearsome tech- 
nical demands of bebop, he set the stan- 
dard for the instrument that still applies to- 
day. In contrast to the gruff, tailgating in- 
strument of the swing era, Johnson’s trom- 
bone was mellow, even pensive, and he ex- 
ecuted long, fast lines with smoothness and 
ease. He was stereotyped as a speed de- 
mon, but his technique served one of the 
most lyrical and coherent soloists in jazz. 

The Harvard University Jazz Band trib- 
ute to Johnson this Saturday honors a 72- 
year-old musician whose skill as an instru- 
mentalist has often overshadowed his abili- 
ty as a composer. The Harvard concert will 
showcase Johnson the player and writer, 
with premieres of new arrangements of 
some’ of his best-known tunes, a recently 
rediscovered arrangement the teenage 
Johnson wrote for Benny Carter’s orches- 
tra sometime during his three years with 
the band between 1942 and 1945, and a 
rare opportunity to hear Johnson perform 
as an unaccompanied soloist. 

Actually, Johnson once characterized his 
chosen instrument as a “horrid thing.” 
When asked why, he replied over the phone 
from his home in Indianapolis, “Visualize a 








HE’S THE MAN: there are just two periods of in 
trombone history — before and after J.J. 


trumpet player playing, then visualize a 
trombone player playing. If you picture it in 
your mind, you realize that the trombone is 
ungainly and awkward and clumsy.” 

If the trombone is unlovely to look at, in 
Johnson’s hands it sounds like a thing of 
beauty. Saturday night the audience will 
get an undiluted example of Johnson’s vel- 
vety sound when he plays at least one un- 
accompanied solo. “I’ve done it one or two 
times in the past and it’s been very effec- 
tive. There’s something very theatrical 
about any instrumentalist performing un- 
accompanied, and with the trombone, it’s 
maximum theatricality.” 

Although plans were not final when we 
talked, his solo is “likely to be dedicated to 
Kai Winding,” the trombonist with whom he 


led a popular quintet from 1954 to 1956. 
Winding’s grittier, riffing approach perfectly 
complemented Johnson. And yet Benny 
Green was the original choice for the record- 
ing session that gave birth to the band. 
“Benny Green was doing quite well 
without J.J. Johnson because he had a mild 
hit going at that time,” Johnson explains. 


“So he just didn’t want to do it. Producer | 
Teddy Reig — it was his idea to do two | 
trombones in the first place — decided to | 


go after Kai Winding when Benny wasn’t 
interested. | didn’t know Kai personally, | 
knew about him, but we didn’t know each 
other until then.” For the quintet’s first al- 


bum, Jay and Kai (Savoy), Johnson | 


dashed off a ballad that has since become 
a jazz standard, “Lament.” The Harvard 
concert will feature a new brass ensemble 
arrangement of “Lament” by Robert Far- 
num, the British composer who scored 
Johnson's last release, Tangence (Verve). 


Following the quintet’s break-up, Johnson | 


slowly gained recognition as a composer. A 
1959 commission from the Monterey Jazz 


Festival resulted in his classic “El Camino | 


Real,” which he has “dusted off and written 


a new extended version of” for the concert. | 
A late-bloomer as a composer, Johnson | 
eventually left the jazz world for Hollywood, | 
where from 1970 to 1987 he scored televi- | 


sion shows and films, including Mod Squad 
episodes, and worked on the soundtrack for 
Shaft. 

At Sanders Theatre a Johnson tune of 
more recent vintage, “Why Indianapolis? 
Why Not Indianapo- 
lis?”, will showcase 
saxophonist Dan 
Faulk, who replaced 
Ralph Moore in John- 
son’s working quintet 
after Moore joined the 
Tonight Show band. (A 
new CD from the quin- 
tet with Moore is due 
from Verve in July.)

The artists formerly known as the 
Proletariat haven't been having 
the easiest time with their come- 
back, despite (or maybe because 
of) their having been a big deal in 
town 10 years ago. But this five- 
song EP shows they're still grow- 
ing musically, updating their sound 
enough to justify the name change 
while retaining enough of the old 

fury to justify the reunion 
The opening “Media Whore” 
sounds the most like an old 
Proletariat track: guitarist Frank 
Michaels shredding hardcore riffs 
against a dub-ish rhythm, singer 
Richard Brown spewing venom at 
an obvious (if deserving) target. 
But the remainder of the EP sports 
a newish sound. The tempos let 
up enough to allow Michaels to 
work up some inventively grisly 
leads; the lyrics are less obviously 
topical and the songs aren't afraid 
of a chorus hook. Lest that make it 
seem they're softening, note that 
the closing “Heavy Wire Brush” 
(recorded live at the Middle East) 
is at least as jarring as anything 
the old band came up with. If the 
Proletariat were easily pegged as 
a political hardcore band, Churn 
are simply a damn fine punk outfit.

South Carolina—based 
singer/songwriter Danielle Howle 
splits her time between fronting 
the foursome Lay Quiet Awhile 
(who came out with Delicate Wire 
on the Indigo Girls’ label, Daemon, 
| last year) and doing the solo thing, 
which so far has yielded a three- 
| song single on Simple Machines 
and this self-released live disc. 
Recorded a little over a year ago 
at the University of South 
Carolina, Live at McKissick 
Museum documents a playfully 
loose nine-song set by a disarm- 
ingly charismatic and gregarious 
Howle. 

“| like to write country 
| songs... they are fun,” she 
admits at the beginning of the 
plaintive “Back of Your Mind.” But 
the songs here range in style and 
substance from the humorous 
autobiographical folk of “Big Puffy

Here (Thrill Jockey) and Yeah, Me 
Too (Amphetamine Reptile). Good, 
but not great — fast, loud, sorta 
hooky, low-budget, independent 
They traveled in vans, stole auto 
parts to finance their recording, 
put out singles on obscure labels. 
In another era it might have been 
the stuff of legend. Last year it 
was a mundane feat, lost in a pile 
of perhaps a dozen other well- 
crafted, earnestly played, bash- 
and-pop rock CDs. 

That said, Kryptonite just 
screams for attention: doubling up 
on hooks, adding a few horn 
accents, beefing up the scabrous 
fuzztone. The songs crackle with 
classic hardcore energy soaked in 
cherry-sweet melodies and hearty, 
working-class sentimentality. Sure 
the riffs are stolen, but Gaunt's gift 
lies in unleashing the latent 
anthemic biast in a riff you've 
heard used half a dozen times by 
as many bands. Like Rocket from 
the Crypt and fellow Ohio natives 
the New Bomb Turks, Gaunt aren't 
worried about becoming super- 
heroes, and they're even less 
interested in slaving to cartoonish 
Rancid-esque punk iconography. 
But if there's a new rock and roll to 
be built on the heels of the ‘90s 
hardcore revival, it'll probably 
sound a lot like this.

Margolin opens 
the CD with “Moving South,” stak- 
ing out a Muddy Waters-style 
rolling guitar backed by a disci- 
plined rumbling rhythm section. As 
in his live shows, the ex-Waters 
sideman is clearly at home with 
his searing electric guitar, his loud- 
mouthed Sunnyland Slim-style 
singing, and a band stripped to the 
Sultry, blues-club basics of piano, 
percussion, and bass. 
Unfortunately the studio gives 
Margolin the freedom to record 
with horn arrangements — such 
as on Leiber and Stoller's “Drip 
Drop” and several other less 
classy numbers — and these are 
too big and too loud to be enjoy- 
able outside an equally big and 
loud club. 

Then again, his live shows 
leave out the country-blues intima- 
cy of “Falling Star” and Waters’ 
“Going Home.” With Steve Hunt's 
bass prevailing over Margolin's 
acoustic, and drummer Chuck 
Cotton's vocal harmonizing with 
Margolin's baritone lead, the trio 
provide a sound as thick and 
humid as Mississippi air in August. 
“Peace of Mind,” a Snooky Pryor 
tune, features Pryor singing and 
blowing his whiny, soul-bleating 
harp solos. Pianist David Maxwell 
chips in with an easygoing treble 
harmony and solo, and Margolin's 
rhythm guitar apes the swing of 
Pryor's notes.

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Alanis wins, as the underground gets buried 


AMERICA INVENTED ROCK AND ROLL, but 
ain't it typical that the most perceptive 
words about rock-and-roll taste come from 
a Brit named Simon — in this case Simon 
Frith, brother of uncategorizable guitarist 
Fred. In Facing the Music (Pantheon, 
1988), Frith wrote, “Rock ‘n’ roll was from 
the start . . . constituted not simply as music 
but also as knowledge. To be a rock fan is 
not just to like something but also to know 
something, to share a secret with one’s fel- 
low fans, to take for granted the ignorance 
of nonfans. . . . In a world in which every- 
one is an expert — everyone knows what 
makes their music significant, other people's 
music vacuous — self-proclaimed expertise 
is despised. Rock critics despise rock aca- 
demics, rock musicians despise rock critics, 
rock fans despise each other.” 

That’s what's so beautiful about the re- 
sults of the eighth annual Phoenix/WFNX 
Best Music Poll: everyone knows Alanis 
sucks, and everyone also knows she’s the 
Artist of the Year, knocking the Grammys 
for a loop as well as taking Best New Artist, 
Female Vocalist, and Song. In the year 2 AK 
(After Kurt), the little tribe of millions has 
splintered again. It started with the argu- 
ments about “What is punk?” that tarnished 
the credibility of Rancid, Green Day, and 
the Offspring, and now it’s getting harder 
and harder to tell what 
Kurt called “false music” 
(including, before he 
changed his mind, Pearl 
Jam) from the real. Rock 
and roll is by definition 
“authentic,” and, ideally, 
“alternative.” As in the old 
saw, “There's no such thing 
as a bad poem. If it’s bad, it 
isn’t one.” If it isn’t real, it 
isn’t rock. 

Rock and roll began by 
defining itself against the 
mainstream. In Robert 
Palmer's invaluable Rock & 
Roll: An Unruly History (Har- 
mony), the original anti-rock 
mainstream was Perry Como, 
Frankie Lane, Patti Page, et al. 
Once the music got under way, it 
was easy enough to identify Pat 
Boone’s remakes of Little Richard 
as the devil’s spawn. These days 
it's trickier. The villains are 
poseurs Bush (National New Artist 
runners-up), Stone Temple Pilots, 
and Alanis. The days of Nevermind are gone 
like the Summer of Love — you remember, 
when we all loved the same beautiful things? 

And thus we can safely predict the com- 
ing divide in rock and pop (which make up 
the bulk of the categories in the Best Music 
Poll). The alternative will really become al- 
ternative again, because the charts will be 
filled with Alanis, Bush, and STP (who 
didn’t win anything in this year’s Poll), and

the “real” music will be underground, with 
Sleater-Kinney, Team Dresch, Come, Kus- 
tomized, Noise Addict, and the Spinanes — 
music that’s too underproduced, too ama- 
teurishly performed, too “inaccessible” in 
form and sentiment for the mainstream. 
Kurt Cobain worried about the kind of 
fans Nirvana’s music would begin to attract 
when it got huge — just the kind of homo- 
phobic, Gulf War-mongering, racist shit- 
heads he was trying to get away from when 
he fled Aberdeen for punk. These days the 
divide is less clear. Is it that too many 508 
white caps like Bush? When I posed the 
idea that the rock audience was going into a 
new cycle of polar fragmentation, the guy at 
the next desk expressed relief: “Good. | 
don’t like it when people | don’t like like the 
bands that I like.” The New Age will see a 
return to the good old days of ’70s punk, 
when it was easy to know that Yes and Zep 


— and Clapton, Journey, and Foreigner — 


were all equally the enemy, and the heroes . 


were the Pistols, the Ramones, the Clash, 
the Buzzcocks, and later X, the Germs, and 
Fear. 

So Alanis is evil because her anger is 
“packaged,” and it sells way too much. The 
“real” underground. is supposed to be 
“threatening” — like Hole - 





and the critics’ darling, 
P] Harvey. I love Polly Jean, too, but is she 
really all that threatening? Isn't it simply 
that her music is demanding in form as 
much as content? No easy pop hooks, sim- 
ple as that. And for a jazz-head like me, 
that’s what makes the difference. All the 
Goddess mythology that seems to attach it- 
self to Polly goes over my head, but I love 
those weird guitar sounds and that voice. 
For me, Alanis is fairly harmless. “You 
Oughta Know” might nail a narrow range of 
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emotion, but it nails it. The rest of the album 
is as innocuous as Aimee Mann. And Aimee, 
after all, is still “alternative” because no 
one’s buying her record. 

If there’s any real underground represent- 
ed in this year’s Poll, it’s in the local cate- 
gories. Ted Condo and 6L6? Trona? | 
wasn’t sure the mass of Alanis lovers even 
knew who these people were, but fine by us. 
(See Brett Milano’s “The Return of Noise,” 
page 5 for the official community post- 
mortem.) The national categories didn’t re- 
veal a whole bunch of surprises. For the 


record, Alanis quashed a trend of locally * 


based winners in the National Female Vo- 
calist category. Last year Letters to Cleo’s 
Kay Hanley took that one, and the year be- 
fore it was Juliana Hatfield. 

In fact, after being stars of the Poll for the 
past two years, Letters to Cleo got skunked 
and had to settle for runners-up nods in Na- 
tional Female Vocalist (third), CD/Tape 
(second), and Song (third, “Awake”). So 
the home-team advantage will take you only 
so far, even though Wholesale Meats and 
Fish (Giant) was a great leap forward from 
their 93 debut, Aurora Gory Alice (Cherry- 
Disc/Giant). 

Some artists have certain categories in 
an apparent mortal lock. Eddie 
Vedder was our Best Male Vocalist 
for the third year in a row (follow- 
ing Bono’s two-year reign, and 
Sting, Stipe, and Lou Reed be- 
fore them). But don’t think it’s 
all that unanimous — local hero 
Mark Sandman is Eddie’s clos- 
est runner-up, followed by 
Stipe and Jeff Buckley. 

Brian Eno has won best pro- 
ducer every year since 1991. 
Did that many people really 
listen to Eno’s Passengers: 
Original Soundtracks 1 (\s- 
land) in the year that Flood 
helped produce both P} Har- 
vey’s To Bring You My Love 
(Island) and the Best 
CD/Tape, Smashing 
Pumpkins’ Mellon Collie 
and the Infinite Sadness 
(Virgin)? The Beastie 

Boys took Best Rap/Hip- 

Hop for the third year in 

a row. Lyle Lovett seems 


to have settled into the Country category, 





taking it for the second year following k.d. 
lang’s six-year gig at the top. Harry Connick 
Jr. took Best Jazz for the third time (second 
consecutive), and the Indigo Girls are back 
for their fifth Best Folk win after a one-year 
interruption by Sarah McLachlan. 

In some of these categories, it seems as 
though ignorance and name recognition win 
out. When our core audience listens to 
“modern rock,” Ani DiFranco (the true folk 
performer of the year) and Bill Morrissey 
have to settle for runner-up status. Likewise 


for the first runner-up: modern-rock 
crossover folkie Suzanne Vega (did she do 
anything this year but grow her hair?). B.B. 
King didn’t have a new disc, but he contin- 
ues to tour hard at age 70, and still blows 
down all blues contenders, so we’re happy 
to have him leading the R&B/Soul category 
against upstarts Blues Traveler, G. Love, 
and TLC. 

But there’s a bubble-under factor that’s 
taking slow effect in the non-rock cate- 
gories. Joshua Redman continues to show 
up in our Jazz category (third runner-up). 
Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, the extraordinary 
Pakistani qawwali singer, got enough votes 
to make our nomination ballot, despite be- 
ing eliminated in the finals. Still, the Gipsy 
Kings, the Chieftains (last year’s winners), 
Selena, and this year’s International Act 
winner, the provocative New Age-y Celtic 
vocalist Enya, were all worthy choices. In 
the days when we called this category 
“World Beat” it was dominated by ska and 
reggae, so it’s good to know that the rest of 
the world is finally making it into the cate- 
gory, just as Dwight Yoakam and Shania 
Twain are getting in there with the 
crossover likes of Lyle and Mary Chapin 
Carpenter. 

Speaking of categories, these are always a 
sore point for the Best Music Poll judges as 
well as voters (a few people gave local rock 
band Fledgling votes in the International 
category — I guess because they sometimes 
live.in England). Robert Palmer recounts 


_Atlantic Records producer Jerry Wexler’s in- 


vention of the term rhythm and blues “to re- 
fer to any sort of music that was made by 
and for black Americans.” Likewise, DJ Alan 
Freed took the African-American eu- 
phemism “rock and roll” as a crossover 
term to sell R&B to white kids. So we've 
tried to update “cutting edge” by renaming 
the category “alternative.” And maybe it is a 
more suitable moniker. “Cutting edge” sug- 
gests innovation, whereas “alternative” 
merely suggests different. In broad terms, it 
might mean non-commercial, alternative to 
or subversive of mainstream culture. In 
terms of the poll, it’s simply the thing you 
can't name. So at this late date, after 12 
years of putting out albums, the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers are Best Rock Act, not funk or 
R&B, and represent the mainstream, the 
thing that’s known and can be named. The 
Brit-rock hopefuls Radiohead are Best Alter- 
native. No one seems to know what Heavy 
Metal is anymore, except that Alice in 
Chains are it, with like-minded runners up 
White Zombie, Metallica, and Ministry. 

And our newest category ts D]/Dance 
Producer, meant to account for the electro 
beats of ambient, techno, and all the rest 
that make up rave culture. Not surprising- 
ly, Moby was the one, his vocals and guitar 
bringing this most alternative of alternative 
genres closest to a mainstream, accessible 
form — one that everyone knows. Q 
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Powerman 5000 and 6L6 top the best of the locals 


“ARE ALL BOSTON BANDS this earnest?” 
asked a friend while surveying the results 
of last year’s Best Music Poll. I was about 
to play a Slughog tape in retaliation before 
I realized that my friend had a point in 
pegging Boston as a town full of brooders. 
For the last five years, the local categories 
of this poll have been largely dominated by 
three bands, all of whom represent the 
more ponderous side of local music. 
(That's a description, not a value judg- 
ment.) In chronological order, those bands 
are O Positive, Cliffs of Dooneen, and 
Machinery Hall. 

So you might say that 1996 is the year 
when Boston stopped brooding, or at least 
the year the loud stuff struck back. The 
mood didn’t change entirely, of course; 
Machinery Hall still picked up two awards: 
Best Local Song (“Vincent”) and Best 
Rock Act. But other important categories 
came out at a higher decibel level. Power- 
man 5000 won the most categories (three) 
of any local act, and Machinery Hall’s 
Mark Nelson was shut out as Best Male 
Vocalist by 6L6’s Ted Condo — marking 
the first time that the category (traditional- 
ly taken by Nelson, Cliffs’ Eric Sean Mur- 
phy, or O Positive’s Dave Herlihy) has 
been won by a play-loud-rock-and-sing- 
while-you’re-at-it singer rather than a 
stand-out-front-and-be-emotional singer. 

Of course, we'd still be lying if we 
claimed that our poll represented the full 
scope of local music, or even of local rock. 
Last year we griped that Sebadoh, who 
had emerged nationally as one of the Bos- 
ton area’s most trendsetting bands, failed 
to place in a single category; this year we'll 
note that Lou Barlow’s other band, Folk 
Implosion, fared no better. The goth (for 
lack of a better word) circuit, which has 
evolved from a fringe trend to a genuine 
subculture — with headliners as diversé as 
Mistle Thrush, Women of Sodom, and 
Turkish Delight — made a big showing in 
the clubs and none in the poll. Bands from 
the loud-pop side of town also continue to 
get shut out, even if they’ve already re- 
leased some of 1996's best local albums 
(hello, Fuzzy and Kustomized) or packed 
houses at recent local gigs (Dirt Mer- 
chants, Gravel Pit, Gigolo Aunts, Helium, 
Come). Of the bands who've graduated to 
national status, only Letters to Cleo made 
a strong showing. Morphine made a weak- 
er one, with frontman Mark Sandman 
placing in one category, while Buffalo 
Tom, the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, and 
the Dambuilders made none at all. It’s 
hard to imagine a list of Boston’s best rock 
without these names. 

The pop school is represented most 
proudly by Trona, who take the prize as 
Best New Artist. Though they've so far re- 
leased only two songs on a single (and a 
third on the just-released Wicked Deluxe 
compilation from Wicked Disc), Trona’s 


by 


got plenty more where those came from. 
And they've carved out a strong enough 
band identity (which includes their alter- 
ego surf band, the Ray Corvair Trio) that 
I’m no longer referring to their frontman as 
“ex-Orangutang member Chris Dyas.” 
Equally promising are two of the runners- 
up: Chelsea on Fire, who’ve 
released a vengeful gem of a 
debut album, and Fledgling, 
who are living proof that 
commercial rock can be 
done with real quirks and 


substance especially on 





the new songs slated for 
their second TVT album. 
Meanwhile, Iguana Poets 
leader Amelia White 
who has a CD coming 





out under her own name 
-- is perhaps the first lo- 
cal artist to place in the 
“most promising” cate- 
gory after a decade on 
the circuit. 

White and Iguana 
Poets figure in a few of 
this year’s surprising upsets. Credit it to 
the slow build of a grassroots following — 
or simply to the more aggressive use of a 
mailing list — but this skilled songwriter 
and perennial cult artist came through to 
win in the Best Folk category and to place 
in three others, including Best Female Vo- 
calist. While White’s debut CD is forth- 
coming, the standout local folk CD of the 
past year has to be Tracie Smart’s dark- 
hued and hauntingly beautiful Echoes in 
the Dark (Stone by Stone), and Smart 
places as first runner-up. Coming in third 
is Eoin Woods, the Celtic songwriter and 
Cliffs of Dooneen associate who’s won for 
the past two years. (And that’s the closest 
that Cliffs —-who were named Best Local 
Rock Act for the past two years — came to 
winning anything this year. A listen to their 
last demo tape still bodes well for their 
new, punkier incarnation as Superfly, even 
if their showing in this year’s poll doesn’t.) 

“Alternative” continues to be our most 
nebulous category (a renaming of the old 
“Cutting Edge”), especially when the win: 
ning “heavy metal” band (Powerman 
5000) and the winning “alternative” band 
(6L6) are playing roughly the same kind 
of music. (Last year those winners were 
playing the exact same kind of music, 
since those two categories were both won 
by 6L6.) Since the laws of marketing dic- 
tate that anything with hip cachet is there- 
fore “alternative,” this basically boils down 
to our “one more chance to vote for your 
favorite band” category. Since 6L6 are a 
lot of people’s favorite band — and since 
they’re less strictly “heavy metal” lately, 
with a more melodic side emerging — 
their win here makes sense. As does the 
runner-up placing of Quivwver — one of 
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the most likably original bands in town, 
and absolutely the best-dressed — who 
also placed for Best Rock Act and Best 
CD/Tape. 

The most predictable thing about our 
Rap/Hip-Hop category is that it’s usually 
won by acts who are neither rap nor hip- 


hop. Powerman 5000, a

between-the-eyes rock band with occa- 
sional hip-hop leanings, dethrone frat- 
funkers Chucklehead in this category, also 
winning Best Heavy Metal and Best 
CD/Tape (for Blood Splat Rating System, 
on Conscience Records). After.five years 
on the circuit and a bad experience with a 
major label (though other deals are ru- 
mored), Powerman have spewed forth 
enough sweat and grit over the years to 
earn their supremacy here. The response 
to our first Best DJ/Producer category, 
with Richie Rich taking the title, suggests 
that local hip-hop may be the province of 
DJs more than bands. It’s also worth not- 
ing that WFNX’s Liquid Todd was the 
lead vote-getter in this category when we 
solicited nominations from readers back in 
February. As the host of "FNX’s “Spin Cy- 
cle” (both on the air and at Saturday X- 
Nights at Axis), and as a producer who 
made waves this year with a Chemical 
Brothers remix, Todd’s earned the recog- 
nition. We just felt it wasn’t quite fair to 
give the award to our own guy for some- 
thing the boss pays him to do, so Todd’s 
name did not appear on the final ballot. 
Tracy Bonham’s presence here is also no 
surprise, taking Best Female Vocalist over 
Jennifer Trynin (whose next album is likely 
to be killer, judging from recent live sets), 
Vision Thing’s Lisa Susser, and the ubiqui- 
tous Amelia White. Bonham started draw- 
ing a local backlash (at least in these 
pages) for the arena leanings of her debut 
CD The Burdens of Being Upright (Island), 
but she remains a smart writer whose 
promise comes through strongly in live 
shows. The main difference between Bon- 
ham and national winner Alanis Morissette 














is that Bonham seems likely still to have a 
career building at this time next year. 

Also not surprising is Mike Denneen’s 
win as best producer, since Denneen 
(with his Q Division associate Jon Lupfer) 
has been responsible for a diverse handful 
of well-received albums this year. It’s im- 
pressive enough to find someone who lis- 


tens to both Guster 






and Gravel Pit, never mind produces 
them. (Crosstown studio Fort Apache 
likewise makes a strong runner-up show- 
ing via Sean Slade and Paul Q. Kolderie, 
who got separate votes despite usually 
working together.) 

On the country circuit, two things are 
inevitable: Swinging Steaks will insist 
they're not a country band, and will win or 
place in that category anyway. (Their clos- 
est recent competition, the Courage 
Brothers — who also insist they're not a 
country band — are notably absent this 
year.) Also placing are the Country Bump- 
kins and the Wheelers and Dealers, who 
insist that they really are country bands, 
and whose live shows consistently provide 
an irreverent, well-oiled blast. Rounding 
out this category is deserving local favorite 
Charlie Chesterman, who likely isn’t sure 
whether he’s a country band or not. 

On the subject of troupers making 
good, the Kat in the Hat Band win for 
R&B/Soul in their first appearance in this 
category, beating Barrence Whitfield in a 
close race. And Barrence gets an extra 
plug from us for the sizzling set that he 
and the Savages played at the Best Music 
Poll nominating party. 

By now we're considering re-naming 
Best International as the “Bim Skala Bim 
category,” since the ska rulers have now 
taken it every year since 1989. Surpris- 
ingly, they're the only ska band to place 
this year; though runner-up acts Inca 
Son, Rumbafrica, and Calypso Hurricane 
are all good indications that our voters 
have done some exploring beyond the 


rock circuit. a) 
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Alanis Morissette 


ALANIS MORISSETTE IS NOT the embodiment of pure evil. She may be 
the Pat Benatar of the 790s, a female star with a very marketable 
combination of spirit and sex appeal (and an alterna-come-lately 
to the big business of Modern Rock), but she’s also one of the 
most interesting commercial events in popular music since Nir- 
vana came down the pike a few years ago. Sheryl Crow put an un- 
derstated spin on it when she wished Morissette well at a pre- 
Grammy party, saying, “It’s an interesting sign that a song witha 
woman talking about blowjobs is up for Best Song.” 

Of course, what’s really interesting about Morissette is that a 
former Canadian dance-single gal could so easily be repack- 
aged as an alternarock contender and then triumph on a level 
that PJ Harvey, Liz Phair, and even Courtney Love 


haven’t hit yet. Morissette, along with Bush, is a ALTE R NA- 
sign that alternative rock hasn’t only ceased to be 
alternative in everything but name — but has be- POWE R 


come almost as easy to commercialize as, well, 
blowjobs would be if that kind of thing were le- 
gal. There’s nothing sinister about it. And let’s face it, though 
there are strong female singer/songwriters out there who are 
more sophisticated, provocative, and'compelling, none of them 
has reached as many people as Morissette has with her brash

IT’S ONLY FITTING FOR an underdog like Radiohead to win this category. It was a 
packed Venus de Milo that first witnessed songwriter/vocalist Thom Yorke’s 
stage histrionics when Radiohead opened their debut US performance in Bos- 
ton in the summer of 1993. At that point, all we knew about Yorke was that he 
was “so fucking special.” 

On The Bends (Capitol), the English band’s sophomore outing, it became appar- 
ent that Radiohead were not just a one-album won- 
der. Pablo Honey, from 1993, with its overplayed hit 
“Creep” (though still more affecting than TLC’s sim- C R F F p N € J p 
ilarly titled hit), was the pop masterpiece that no- 
body ever heard. The Bends just might be. It’s been 
certified gold after a four-month climb up the 
charts. Yorke knows not only how to wrap his falsetto around lavish guitar 
melodies, but also how to pull back and let the band rip into a passage of lush 
distortion unadorned by vocals. Radiohead’s always been beautiful and ugly at 
the same time, but it is specifically that quality that allows this band to rise

ENO AGAIN? The celebrated producer/synthesist/conceptu- 
alist has taken this category nearly every year since we 
instituted it, and here he is again — most likely because 
of his general contribution to rock, rather than because 
of anything specific that he did this year (unless it’s a 
vote of confidence for the forthcoming U2 album, due for 
summer release). In fact, recent years have found Eno 
working more often as an artist than as a producer. Dur- 
ing 1995, he made guest appear- 
ances on Laurie Anderson’s The Ugly 
One with the Jewels (Warner Bros.) 
and EBN’s Telecommunication Break- 
down (TVT), while releasing two ex-

perimental, collaborative albums:

by reports of Stayley’s real-life

no longer functional. It’s sorta like watching The Decline of Western 
Civilization Part Il, where it’s so painfully obvious that the narcissis- 
tic myths and clichés of heavy metal have taken on a very real terror 
in the corruption (bodily, if not entirely musically) of its players, 
right down to the dull look in the eyes of that three-legged dog on the 
cover. Alice in Chains isn’t the band’s best work by any stretch of the 
imagination (on the single, “Heaven Beside You,” they imitate Can- 
dlebox imitating Alice in Chains). But so much of alternative music 
is geared toward “being on the edge” that it’s damn near impossible 
not to become fixated on Alice in Chains as they slip ever closer to 
the abyss. j

LEST WE FORGET, it was Riley “B. B.” King who single-handedly hauled 
the blues out of oblivion and set it down in the bright lights of Amer- 
ican life and culture. About 36 years after the hit single “The Thrill Is 
Gone” won over white America, King continues his longtime reign as 
our most treasured bluesman. Now 70, he has close to 13,000 shows in 
68 countries under his belt since first hitting the chitlin’ circuit as 
an up-and-comer riding high on the success of the early "50s R&B 
chart smash “Three O’Clock Blues.” Blues ambassador at large, King 
maintains his. remarkable pace of some 300 gigs year ever after; he’s 
just crossed into Canada and will soon be visiting Japan before head- 
ing off to Europe. Don’t worry, the 
Regal One will bring his rich 
ROYAL BLU FS singing and suspenseful single- 
string guitar playing to New Eng- 
land sometime after August. 
Meanwhile, let’s re-examine how

fans wonder about his next move. Meanwhile he wins in our jazz category, though, 
strictly speaking, he hasn’t worked in that format for some time.

SHE’S THE WOMAN with the celestial voice, a one-name wonder who’s been 
giving us ambient anthems since 1988. Despite the mournful title of Enya’s 
latest album, The Memory of Trees (Reprise), her new songs are as hypnoti- 
cally uplifting as ever. Not exactly sing-alongs, her tunes combine Gaelic 
lyrics and chants with songs in English. Really, though, the words are the 
last thing you pay attention to.

Though early Moby 12-inch discs, such 
as the seminal “Go” (instinct), cut and slash a bit 
too hard for today’s taste, his newer CDs, like Am- 
bient (Instinct) and Everything Is Wrong (Elektra), 
feature rich sweeps of fast-tempoed keyboard or- 
chestration that recall the warmest flights of 
1970s disco composer Giorgio Moroder. Not since 
Moroder, in fact, has a keyboard rhythmist 
evoked the flights-of-fancy version of dance mu- 
sic as seductively as recent Moby. He may not eat 
much, but he certainly doesn’t set a lean table 
when the menu calls for dance music.

Note the 
video “Broken Shattered Eyes,” which took a non-exploitive look at homeless- 
ness. Without a trend to plug into, the Iguana Poets’ win shows how a deserving 
band can build a grassroots fan base over time. The Iguana Poets split up in the 
middle of last year. Now White is in the midst of recording a solo CD.

IT’S REFRESHING TO FIND Matt Woodburn and Kat in the Hat leading 
the pack in this year’s voting. The Billerica-based band doesn’t 
belong to the Boston blues/R&B elite, nor do its members include 
a technically astonishing teenager on guitar.

IT’S BEEN FIVE YEARS since the release of Myanna on the saxophonist’s own 
Bridge City imprint, but in that time she hasn’t been idle. She won the Best 
Music Poll jazz category in 1994, and now she’s back on top again (she was a 
runner-up last year). Not only has Myanna been busy in the clubs, she’s also 
been busy putting together a new album, as yet untitled, due to be released 
in September on the new local label, Vee Records, which will provide her 
with national distribution. 

Myanna’s blend of pop and jazz has been an unusual aesthetic success. As 
a composer/arranger, she prides herself on strong melodies, and her taste 
for funky grooves, a bold tone, and sharp improvisations distinguishes her 
from the lesser lights of the “smooth jazz” 
scene. She recognizes potential in the new al- 
bum — for “smooth” radio play of one tune, 
mainstream jazz,on another, AOR for another. 
But that consideration comes after the fact. “I 
pretty much write as stuff comes out,” she 
says. “I don’t think of the tunes as being all 
that different from each other. To me they’re all just tunes. One might be a 
samba, one might have a pop beat. Someone with fresh ears might come in 
and say, ‘Oh yeah, there’s a big variety here,’ but I’m not gearing it that 
way. For me the focus is still the melody. There’s solos and improvisation, 


but the tune’s the main thing.”

DJs make the difference in new electronic sounds 


DANCE MUSIC USED TO MEAN the four-square thump of disco, but 
these days it can mean a whole array of styles: house, acid 


We’ve also asked Todd Wilkinson, better known as Liquid 
Todd, host of WFNX’s “Spin Cycle,” to gather some of the top 
names in the electronic dance-music field to explore the latest 
trends, to discuss the music’s place in the pop scene, and to 


house, techno, jungle, ambient. (Actually, ambient isn’t made 
so much for dancing as for laying down on a beanbag chair and 
cooling out.) But they all have one thing in common: club DJs talk about other aspects of rave culture. His guests include Axis 
DJ John Debo, who records as Mindwarp on his own label; Robert 
Shea, label manager of EYE Q/Harthouse America, which include 
artists such as Sven Vath and Hardfloor; DJ Tim Garbutt, who 
records as Utah Saints on the ffrr/London label that also in- 
cludes Goldie and Orbital; and Todd Roberts, managing editor 
of the electronic/rave magazine Urb. Garbutt spoke to us on the 
phone from Leeds, England; Shea and Roberts from Los Angeles; 


have been crucial in their development. In the past couple of 
years, DJs have become more and more known for their work as 
writers, arrangers, and producers, carrying their improvisation 
skills from their club turntables into the studio. Figures like 
Moby, Goldie, the Orb, Chemical Brothers, and Sven Vath have 
been the trendsetters. So to account for this important and 
growing genre, we’ve added a new category to the Best Music 


Poll: DJ/Dance Music Producer. 


Wilkinson: This is the first time we've 
done an article on electronic music in a 
Phoenix music supplement, so we're going 
to ask some general questions to introduce 
people. Let’s start with Todd Roberts at 
Urb magazine. Todd, is the US rave scene 
healthy? Where are the bright points? 

Roberts: It’s healthy, and the bright 
points are not where you might think they 
are. In some of the bigger cities, the po- 
lice forces have kind of clued in, because 
it started there earlier and it’s been going 
on longer. So the bright points are kind of 
out in the middle of nowhere — well, | 
won't say nowhere, because | don’t want 
to make them insignificant. There’s places 
like Milwaukee, Wisconsin. They have 
parties out in the middle of nowhere, they 
camp for three, four days and have really 
significant acts, and 
they've had all sorts of 
people come through for 
three or four years now 
on an annual basis. Places 
like Kansas and Balti- 
more. There are urban 
settings surrounding these 
places but I think there’s a 
guerrilla tactic in order to 
get away from the scruti- 
ny that happens in the 
bigger cities — Los Ange- 
les ahd New York and 
San Francisco — where 
you find a lot of venues 
being shut down and peo- 
ple being turned to small, 
small parties in order to 
have a good time. 

Shea: | much 
agree with Todd. I’ve 


been here in LA for about 


very 


eight months now, and I 
found, when I put togeth- 
er Sven Vath’s Tour for 
America, I was getting 
calls from people in the 
weirdest places, like some 
,of the cities he mentioned, 
and I've been finding that a lot of parties 
are going off in these areas. I've been re- 
ally impressed with the Midwest and 
Florida and places like around North Car- 
olina, St. Louis, and parts of Texas now. 
And up in Vancouver and even Montreal, 
it’s been really, really wild. 


Wilkinson: How large a geographical 
area do these raves in, say, the Midwest 
draw from? 

Shea: I would say anywhere from up to 
five hours driving. It depends on where it 
is. If it’s a city or a region where less hap- 
pens, people will go way out of their way to 
go see something. Obviously, when you get 
into more urban areas, they might not go 
as far because they don’t need to. 

Roberts: It seems to be a phenomenon 
that only maybe the Dead would have ex- 
perienced. I went to the Desert Move out- 
side of Las Vegas, and there were kids 
from as far as Seattle, Wisconsin, Denver, 
Vancouver. It was at least 2000 or 3000 
people, a lot of the people coming from 
outside of Las Vegas. There was hardly 
anybody from Las Vegas there.

Wilkinson: Can you think about some 
of the larger raves that have happened — 
say, the largest one that you can think of 
that’s happened in the Midwest or the 
Southwest? 

Roberts: You know, | think one of them 
is Further, and that’s the only one I really

know about firsthand because I’ve gotten 
pictures and correspondence and things 
like that. But I'm sure there are bigger ones 
that I didn’t hear about or wasn’t really in 
the loop. But | know that Further has got- 
ten up to, like, 5000 people, and that’s a 
good-size rave. 

Wilkinson: John Debo, you've played at 
a lot of parties. What do you think of the 
US rave scene? Is it healthy? And where 
would you say the bright points are? 

Debo: | definitely think it’s changed a 
great deal from the early catastrophic par- 
ties in DC, at least in the Northeast. All of 
the kids are getting younger and younger. 

Wilkinson: You're not getting older, are 
you, John? 

Debo: I’m getting older, but let me tell 
you something: they are getting younger. 

I mean we’re talking 
13-, 14-year-old kids 
coming out and doing 
crystal and all these 
God-awful unsocial 
drugs. And I'll be hon- 
est, it really just de- 
presses me, the state of 
things in America right 
now. I’m kind of glad 
that a lot of the move- 
ment is starting to go 
into the clubs now, be- 
cause with the clubs 
there’s a little more 
control over what goes 
on, more supervision. 
And we kind of enforce 
things like age limits, 
etc. I think a lot of 
these kids are just go- 
ing because it’s cool 
and trendy and fash- 
ionable and all their 
friends are doing it, 
rather than people ac- 
tually coming out for 
what I see to be the 
real reason, which is 
the music. 

Wilkinson: Do you see any bright spots 
in the US as far as raves go? 

Debo: Well, as you know)Todd, I’m 
quite big on the Orlando area. 

Wilkinson: Since you're down in Florida 
a lot, how do the Florida and Boston 


scenes differ? 


Debo: Musically, I'd have to say it's 
pretty close, but as far as differences, it’s 
got to be the weather. The parties that go 
on there are just — I mean, everyone has a 
smile. It’s older. Sure, at nine o’clock in 
the morning, the Northeast and the South- 
east — everyone pretty much looks the 
same at 9 a.m. 

Wilkinson: And you're an expert on 
that, right? 


What makes a great DJ 

Wilkinson: What makes a DJ great? 

Debo: | think it’s a combination of 
things. One is the ability to read the crowd, 
to drop the right tune at the right time. Be- 
ing able to feel the vibe of the room. Every 
night’s different. | know because I do 
weekly clubs. If I'm going to be playing 
three hours or something, I’ve got to be 
prepared because I don’t know who’s go- 
ing to be in there on any given night. I def- 
initely think that the technical aspect of it is 
important, too, although not the most im- 
portant thing. You don’t want Amtrak 
trains coming through your club every time 
you are going to make a transition between 
two records, but reading the crowd has got 
to be the most important thing. When I go 
into a club, I'm not playing for the other 
DJs who are going to be there. And Todd, 
as you know, nine out of 10 times I'll drop 
records, and half the other DJs in the room 
will be like, “That's gota vocal in it.” Or, 
“What's he playing that for?” 

Shea: There are so many different ways 
to look at that. As John said, yeah, reading 
the crowd is one thing, but also going up 
there and putting on a performance is an- 
other thing. Also, I think in general it’s the 
ability to express to the people there that you 
care about them. That they’re there to 
groove and vibe to your music or the music 
you're playing and to show that that’s also 
why you're there. And technical ability is 
also — there’s got to be a bottom line for 
ability. But above that, you can go and be an 
amazing DJ with all kinds of technical skills, 
you can play great records, but you don’t 
put that vibe out through the speakers, 
through the bins. People cai feel that. They 
know when you care about that record. 

Roberts: | think there’s definitely a tech- 
nical side to it, in that there has to be a 
connection between man and machine, 
turntables and mixer, but it’s also the 
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human behind it. Any DJ can play 
the records or can own the records, 
but it’s really piecing those together 
in sort of a performance piece that 
tells people, as Robert said, that you 
care — that you're there for them, 
and you want to connect with them 
in some way throughout the night. 

Garbutt: | think that the key 
thing is knowing your records. | 
might go out shopping on a Friday 
afternoon before I go out DJing 
on Friday night, and | don’t al- 
ways play all those new records 
that | bought that day because | 
like to know all my records first, 
and I think that’s probably the key 
thing — knowing your records 
inside-out. 

Wilkinson: Spit out some names 
of artists pr DJs you've heard re- 
cently that surprised you, that 
impressed you. 

Garbutt: The last person | saw, 
actually, was John Aquaviva, and 
that was in Leeds about three 
weeks ago. He was playing at a club 
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called Back to Basics and he really 
impressed me. 

Wilkinson: What impressed you 
about him? 

Garbutt: Just the way he put his 
stuff together. And he played some 
amazing records which I'd never 
heard before. And I asked him 
about a couple of these records, and 
he was like, “Yeah, this is about 
four years old.” And I thought, 
that’s really cool, because to me it 
sounded like the future. 

Wilkinson: He’s always been a 
little bit ahead of his time, with all 
those different Plus Eight records. 

Roberts: Actually, that reminded 
me of someone | just heard on Plus 
Eight for the first time who I’ve 
been hearing about for years. He 
isn’t on Plus Eight, but he did a mix 
tape for them — Terry Mullen. The 
tape was largely stuff that | had on 
records, and I could not piece to- 
gether the same mix, not in any 
way. And he’s speaking from a dif- 
ferent era. He’s putting a lot of 
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the Chicago house to practical use 
and using a lot more acid and a lot 
more techno and kind of fusing the 
two. House has been so big and has 
such a good following that it can 
really be translated to something 
more current and applicable to the 
contemporary audiences. But 
largely who I've been listening to 
are jungle acts, and a lot of those 
people are largely unknown and 
misunderstood here. 

Garbutt: Do you all like jungle? 

Wilkinson: Yeah, | like it a lot. I 
like a lot of the stuff that is coming 
out on Goldie’s label and Creative 
Source, other stuff like that. 

Debo: | love a lot of the rhythms, 
and some of the melodies are really 
nice. I can’t really listen to it in a 
club. I prefer to kind of hear it as 
background music when I’m around 
the house doing some things. The 
Goldie CD | thought was pretty 
wicked. A lot of really wicked 
rhythms and melodies.

Shea: Well, | have mixed feelings on it. I 
know it can be really good, but whenever | 
hear certain overused formats or styles in it 
| get really turned off. But I have heard a 
lot of cool stuff. | haven’t heard the Goldie 
CD, but I really like the Moody Boys from 
about a year and a half ago. I don’t know if 
that would really be true jungle. But I find 
that with any style that if you have to do 
certain things to make it that style, then it’s 
limited immediately. If people can use that 
and bounce into new directions, then | 


think that’s great. 


Is rock dead? 

Wilkinson: Let's talk about rock music 
for a second here. Does rock have anything 
else to offer as far as musical innovation? 

Roberts: No. Rock is largely an older 
person's format. And'I don’t want to be 
saying that, because I love rock and roll, 
and | do love what I've listened to all these 
years. Growing up on it, it was always a 
piece of the puzzle in putting a musical 
foundation or sensibility together. It’s all 
based upon rock and roll, but I think what's 
been missing is that there is no soul to it 
anymore. It’s sort of lost direction. Now 
that there’are different tools. out there, | 
don't think it’s really utilized those tools ef- 
fectively to make a difference in what peo- 
ple are going to form their sensibilities upon 
in the future. This music that we're talking 
about here is largely without beginning, 
without end. It’s sort of a pastiche of every- 
thing that’s come before it. It takes blues 
and rock and roll and jazz and all these 


things, and you take what you can of each 


vocalist, and your lead guitarist, there’s 
only so far you can take that. And there’s 
only like 12 notes you can play really. 
Wilkinson: Yeah, there are only so many 
noises you can make with a guitar. 
Garbutt: Unless they start kind of ac- 
cepting technology and moving forward. | 
listen to a lot of metal CDs because you 
can get some really good sound samples off 
it. But I'd say, as a whole, the only way for- 
ward is to create new sound. | like stuff 
like the Chemical Brothers. It is a little bit 
based on the kind of indie-alternative side, 
but it’s using influences from techno. More 
bands should be using machines if they are 
going to progress — otherwise it’s dead. 
Shea: Yeah, I think the only way for 
rock to really interest me would be to start 
accepting a lot more influences and start 
using technology. And therefore, eventually 
it wouldn’t be rock music at all anymore. 
Chemical Brothers is a good example be- 
cause it actually comes more from the 
techno side or the sampling cut-and-paste 
kind of side, from earlier things with house 
influence, and now they are taking in some 
rock influences which are crossing it over. 
I think ultimately the rock world needs to 
accept the fact that there are different ways 
of generating sounds, and that synthesizers 
and samples and electronic instruments are 
just as musical as a guitar. Because they 
are all machines. A guitar is a machine, the 
piano is a machine, a drum kit is a ma- 
chine. You just use it to create a sound. 
Debo: | don’t even know what rock is 
anymore. | have to be honest with you. | 
mean, to me it’s bands like Led Zeppelin 
and Pink Floyd. But as far as what would 
be classified the rock of today, I'd have to 
say it’s all too pathetically corporate right 
now. Every one of these bands sounds 
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and learn something new about different 
ethnicities, different textures, different per- 
cussion. Rock and roll, | think, in the sense 
that we knew it, is dead. It’s largely just 
kind of strumming along the same path. | 
think it really needs to really deconstruct in 
order to become something else. 
Wilkinson: Tim, what do you think 
about the rock scene over there in Europe? 
Garbutt: Well, I’m not very keen on it, 
but | think any type of music can progress. 
| think that your problem with your rock 
thing is that it’s stuck in its format. To me, 
the way forward is creating new sounds. 
With a guitar band, if you stick to that for-

Garbutt: All the rock people say the 
same about the dance thing. They'll say, 
“Oh, it all sounds the same.” 

Wilkinson: | think that’s what you say 
about any kind of music that you've lost 
touch with or you’ve never even got in 
touch with — it all sounds the same be- 
cause you're just not familiar with it. Once 
you start to grow familiar with it, that’s 
when you start to notice the differences. 
You guys — can you think of any rock 
artists, off the top of your head, who are 
mowng-dorward?. Anyone? Qasie? Blur?» 
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Shea: They're done. 

Debo: | thought Pink Floyd was onto 
something about 12 years ago. I'll tell you 
what I like. I really dug the One Dove CD 
of two or three years ago, produced by An- 
drew Weatherall. 

Wilkinson: Robert, | have a question for 
you. What does an electronic label do in the 
US to get its music heard by more people? 

Shea: The hardest part is getting the mu- 
sic into the system and getting the distribu- 
tors to take it and convincing them that, 
hey, 4000 people in Chicago go to a party 
where these people DJ, why wouldn't a few 
hundred of them buy the CD at Tower? 
And getting them to stock it and get it into 
their system is the really hard part. 

Roberts: | think mostly it’s going to 
involve time. It may involve a change in 
sensibilities within all the facets of the mu- 
sic industry. From buyers to DJs on radio 
stations like yourself and throughout the 
whole hierarchy. People have to open their 
ears to it. And I think largely that’s hap- 
pening, but it’s going to be a slow process. 
Djs are going to do everybody a favor if 
they can open the doors to people, or at 
least shift their sensibilities a little bit to not 
pick up that new R.E.M., and maybe pick 
up the Chemical Brothers instead. 

Wilkinson: 


performance? Is getting people to go out 


How essential is live 
and see these acts live as important as it is to 
rock music? Because it seems like the crowd 
response seems so key to what DJs do. 

Roberts: Yeah, | think the live aspect is 
important because of the rock experience. 
Because that’s where people learned about 
music. But what's happening is the artists, 
the musicians, aren’t really the ones to go 
out there and exhibit the music. The ones 
that are doing that are the DJs. So it’s a 
whole different aesthetic. 

Shea: That's changing a lot, though. Be- 
cause I think half of the musical experience 
is the performance of it. We listen to a lot 
of recorded music, electronic music that al- 
most drives the form, because it’s se- 
quenced, and then there’s effects and 
there’s a certain amount of mixing going 
on. But generally it’s written, and then it’s 
set down. But when you go see somebody 
perform live, there’s a lot more creative 
possibility and a lot more of a performance 
aspect, which I think can be sometimes 
more interesting. But people really need to 
find new ways of making this gear work for 
them on stage. Because when they take a 
computer up there to run their sequences, 
that’s ridiculous. 

Debo: I've seen a few electronic acts do it 
very well. Rabbit in the Moon. That was a 


enermar.shew shatel, think.is pretty.decent. , 
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to watch. The Chemical 
Brothers. There’s a pretty 
great live show. You are lim- 
ited to what you can do. If 
it’s one guy who does an en- 
tire record, this guy isn’t go- 
ing to be playing 18 different 
parts of the tune. It’s going 
to be largely computer- 
based. But definitely there’s 
a future in it. It all depends 
on how the music actually 
translates to that live show 
based on the performers.

Wilkinson: Let's talk 
about what happened posi- 
tively in the scene in 1995 
for you, and in the scene as 
a whole. 

Roberts: | saw in myself | 
think a little bit of faith giv- 
en back toward electronic 
music, in the hope that in 

the next millennium it will embody the con- 
tinuum of music, as I just talked about a lit- 
tle while ago, with jazz and all the other 
things coming into it. So yes, I think for "95 
that gave me some hope, and it’s going to 
continue in "96, at least as far as I can tell. 

Shea: | would say that the one thing | 
see going on continuously, and it happened 
a lot last year, is the world getting smaller, 
in the sense that people are reaching out to 
other countries, and performers and DJs 
from other countries are going all over the 
place. And I saw that happen a lot last year 
in America, and | think that’s just a really 
great thing. Because America tends to be 
this big island to itself, and it’s the biggest 
country, the most powerful. 

Wilkinson: So you see the community 
coming together a little bit more globally. 

Shea: That's it. Yes. 

Debo: | think it’s the breakthrough of 
artists like Josh Wink, for instance. It’s 
good to see some of the underground start 
to get some recognition. Everyone across 
the world knows the Vasquezes and the 
Moraleses and the Van Heldens — there’s 
this whole other world over here in America 
that is pretty much unspoken about, and 
it’s just good to see somebody like Josh 
Wink finally break through and get some 
recognition for the work he’s been putting 
in over the past eight or nine years or so. It 
gives everyone else over here a lot of hope, 
just to keep plugging away and continuing 
on that mission. 

Wilkinson: What's it going to take for 
this genre of music to break through to the 
mainstream, and is 1996 the year it’s going 
to happen? 

Garbutt: A problem we come across for 
America is when we deliver records to an 
American label, and the first thing they say 
is, “Well, how are we going to get this on 
the radio?” And that seems to be the only 
thing they're bothered about. The only way 
it’s going to happen in America is maybe 
more support, definitely, in radio. And 
also, I think, a big thing that made it hap- 
pen over here is that all the big festivals, the 
music festivals, are having bands like 
Orbital and Underworld, and they're play- 
ing alongside rock bands. So then it’s man- 
aging to hold the crowd, and is kind of in- 
troduced that way. 

Wilkinson: Yeah, because they’ve mixed 
in those electronic acts with more tradi- 
tional rock acts, and they’ve found out that 
suddenly there’s more interest in the 
electronic acts than for the guitars. 

Garbutt: That’s right. You need some- 
thing like Lollapalooza to have Orbital‘in it. 

Wilkinson: We had Moby last year, and 
a.lot of.people,were impressed by him, 
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which | thought was kind of ironic since 
he’s still using the same noises he was us- 
ing in 1986, and people were suddenly say- 
ing, “Wait, this is really cool.” What's the 
general consensus on Moby out there? 

Garbutt: The last thing I heard was that 
he was going to do a metal record with 
Trent Reznor. 

Wilkinson: Yeah, he’s a punk artist now. 

Garbutt: He’s trying to be too clever for 
his own good, really. Just because he used 
a guitar in the record he doesn't have to go 
off and do that. I like the guy, but I can’t 
always work him out. And to me he’s still 
kind of hanging on the record “Go.” It’s 
actually the only good thing that | think 
he’s ever done — for me, anyway. 

Debo: I'll agree with that. 

Shea: I’ve followed Moby for quite a 
while, ever since he had some stuff out on 
Low Spirit and Instinct in "90 and ’91, but 
I think that the one thing that he’s missing 
a big opportunity with is that when he 
plays “Sweet Home Alabama” and tracks 
like that in his live show, he does them as 
traditionally as he can, and he should be 
doing it the other way around. He should 
be either taking his music and presenting it 
in a more familiar way, or taking that older 
material and presenting it in a new way so 
that he’s covering more basics. But he is 
turning off a lot of his original fans who 
liked house-based music or more techno or 
more experimental stuff, and then he’s go- 
ing into the rock thing. He’s just trying to 
cross Over more and more and more until 
there's no trace of the original left. 

Wilkinson: Todd, what's your take on 
Moby? 

Roberts: As a person, I like him. I’ve 
talked to him at length and hung out with 
him and he’s a great guy, but I think what 


might be happening is that he’s going back 
to his original roots, which were punk, and 
he doesn’t firmly hold onto the electronic 





ideal that a lot of us seem to have — so he’s

caught in between. And he might be just 
playing what he would normally play for 
himself, but rock critics have championed 
him because he takes the guitar and plays 
some traditional stuff. But at the same time, 
he’s not doing anything new. I can’t really 
sit there and say that it’s anything having to 
do with me. I tried to see the album as 
something that pertains to what I usually 
talk about or what I usually listen to, but | 
pick up my top 10 records and it’s just 


not in there. 


The dance-music stigma 

Wilkinson: Todd, you've mentioned 
dance music having a stigma. How would 
you characterize that stigma? 

Roberts: That it’s not human. People 
still have in their heads that this is an in- 
dustrial thing, whatever that means. That 
it’s some sort of robot, you know? 
Robot-talking music. And there’s no vo- 
cals, so there’s no plot to it. And I can’t 
remember who said it, but some music 
critic — | think it was Simon Reynolds 
— was talking about the fact that in elec- 
tronic music, rock critics don’t have any- 


thing to say because there are no words.

They have nothing to talk about. But 
they’re missing the whole point. Just be- 
cause there aren't words doesn’t mean 
there isn’t anything to talk about. Nirvana 
doesn’t make any 
sense. It’s misinter- 
preting and not re- 
ally seeing the 
whole picture. Be- 
cause I think with 
electronic now, as | 
said before — it has 
no beginning and 
no end. And for people who come from a 
rock base, a song starts and then ends. 

Wilkinson: It has a chorus and has a 
bridge and all the traditional parts. 

Roberts: Exactly. It has all the little 12 
notes, and then boom, it’s over. And then 
they’ve gotten the story across. And it’s no 
longer a story-telling music. Contemporary 
music is something that allows your imagi- 
nation in, and I think that scares people. 

Wilkinson: Well, | have a quote on my 
Web page, actually, from Steve of Systems 
Seven, who has done a lot'of producing. 
He says, in Urb, “Musicianship is not 
something that depends on the muscular 
movements of your fingers. It depends on 
your brain and your soul. Someone who 
makes great music on a computer is just 
as much a musician as someone who 
plays a saxophone. People who have a 
barrier about this don’t understand what 
music really is.” 

Debo: We kind of take the rock musi- 
cian’s approach when we do write songs. 
I’m not saying that it has to be this way, 
but when we go in, there’s got to be some 
kind of hook, which would be the equiva- 
lent of a chorus. And there has to be a 
bridge. We like to tell a story. We like it to 
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be moody. But, in the same respect, I can 
appreciate music by someone like Sneak, 
who just kind of goes along and bangs it 
out, real minimal. And it doesn’t change 
very muc 

Shea: | have an overactive imagination, 
so I find sometimes monotonous or 
trancey music has more of an effect on me 
because I have to participate in it. But with 
music that’s way more hooky and up-front 
and catchy and choruses and all that, well, 
I just sit back and it plays to me. 

Wilkinson: It washes over you. 

Shea: Yeah, it washes over me, and I'll 
walk away singing it. But with music that’s 
less hooky and more deep, then I find I 
have to go into it and participate, and then 
I want to go back to it again and again 
because | want to hear more and more 
and more. 

Wilkinson: Tim, what do you think 
about that? There’s no stigma attached to 
electronic music over there in the UK any- 
more, is there? 

Garbutt: Not really, no. It’s a really 
healthy scene at the moment. The stig- 
ma’s probably attached to rock music 
now. Tables are turned. But I'll go along 
with what everybody said on that. I don’t 
always need a vocal directing my 
thoughts. I’d rather just listen to a groove, 
and just let it build and build. But there's 
a lot of people I can play that to and they 
can actually get nothing from it: “This is 
boring, and just monotonous.” But dance 
is a personal taste really. I'm not knocking 
the verse-chorus-bridge thing, because 
that’s the way that we've made our 
records and it’s worked for us, and | defi- 
nitely understand the hook thing. At the 
end of the day, that’s what makes a record

While the sound isn’t 
strikingly original — think of Aimee Mann 
without the venom, or Tori Amos without 
the piano and the Catholic fetish — the 
songs are indeed striking, with haunting 
tunes and emotionally resonant turns of 
phrase. Producer Mike Denneen keeps the 
sound simple but not without its left curves.

Amsterberg’s man- 
dolin is the lead instrument; she also has 
one of those classically pretty pop voices 
that makes one get all goo-goo-eyed.

It’s Frank 
with a barely concealed homicidal im- 
pulse. The tape also includes Iggy’s “I 
Need Somebody.” 

Ramona Silver, whom | saw for the 
first time at Kenne Highland’s 40th 
birthday bash at the Kirkland Café, has a 
mature sense of songwriting and arrang- 
ing, and her band plays with authority. 
It’s good, hard guitar .pop and, unlike a 
lot of indie-bred performers, when Silver 
takes the stage she doesn’t look embar- 
rassed to be there. Her You & Me & Heil 
is on Fingerprint.
